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REPORT OF THE STATE BOARD OF MEDICAL 
REGISTRATION AND EXAMINATION^ 



To His Excellency^ James A. Mounts Governor: 

The Indiana State Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion has the honor to submit to you a report of its proceedings for 
the years ending December 31, 1898 and 1899. 

The members of the Board take pleasure in acknowledging their 
great obligation to your Honor. They appreciate very greatly 
your uniform kindness and constant assistance in the execution 
of the law, and appreciate the kind attention which they have ever 
received from the executive department. The Board has been 
greatly aided in its work by the advice of the Attorney-General, 
Mr. W. L. Taylor, and of his deputy, Mr. Merrill Moores ; and for 
their excellent counsel in determining legal questions that have 
arisen, and assistance in the execution of the law the Board is 
under great obligations. 

An earnest and sincere effort has been made to execute the 
various provisions of the medical law fairly and justly, and to 
secure to the people all the protection and advantages that it can 
afford. It is due the Board to say that perfect harmony has pre- 
vailed in all of its work and deliberations. 

While the work has not been so arduous during the years just 
closed, as in the early history of its duties, yet many difficulties 
have arisen in securing the enforcement of the law in certain dis- 
tricts of the State. In the main, however, the Medical Practice 
Act has met with general favor and compliance by the medical 
profession and has received the endorsement of both the profes- 
sion and the people. Under the operation of the law, a large num- 
ber who were devoid of medical education have either quit the 
practice or left the State. Medical colleges within the State are 
earnestly endeavoring to fulfill every requirement of the Board. 

In compliance with the law, the Board, either as a iKxly or by 
committee, has visited and carefully inspected the equipments of 
each medical college within the State, and informed itself as to the 
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amount find character of work done in eacli college. As will be 
seen further on in the report the colleges in this State have for 
the nioBt piirt fulfilled the requirements of the Board. It ia with 
no little gratificHtion that we are able to sny that the recognized 
medical collegea of our State are earnestly and suceessfully en- 
deavoring to meet the higher requirenienta of not only our own 
law, hut of the medical laws of the several States of this country. 

The members of the Board are especially grateful to the officers 
and faculties of the various medical collegee of fndiana, and of 
the various medical societies in the State, and also to the profession 
at large for hearty co-operation and encouragement, which wo have 
received in all our efforts to enforce the law in the interests of 
honorable medicine. It will be observed that since the enactment 
of the law and the organization of the Board, the recognized medi- 
cal collegfiB of Indiana have all accepted a four years' course of 
etndy. The Board has every reason to believe that they are all 
adhering to the standard of minimum requirementa prescribed by 
the Association of American Medical Colleges as a prerequisite 
for matriculation, and are carefully enjoininff regular attendance 
upon the full per cent, of lecture** and recitations in each of the 
four regular courses of instruction, imd eaniestly cndcnvoring to 
comply with such requirements a-t are enjoined by law. 

The Board in ito work has encountered a class of men who, in 
order to win the title of "doctor" in the eiisieet way possible, and 
to avoid the long rig^d course of study and hard work required by 
reputable medical colleges, have resorted to many forms of decep- 
tions and schemes to secure legal recognition. The Board has not 
attempted to construe the law as limiting any physician to any 
method or means of treating the sick, but does demand that a 
legally recognized physician shall possess a reasonably thorough 
medical education, as demonstrated by a successful examination by 
the Board or the faculty of a medical college giving the regular 
courses of study, hospital and laboratory training. 

There are three olasses of violation of the law: (a) Open and 
defiant violation by those who have no license and who do not ask 
for license. This class is small and growing smaller, (b) Those 
who have no license but contend that they are eligible. These 
are persons who are from nonrecognized institutions, (c) Persona 
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who are engaged constantly in the treatment of the sick and the af- 
flicted; but contend that they are not practicing medicine in the 
meaning of the law, because they avoid the administration of 
drugs. These people claim the right to take into their hands the 
fate of the sick and the welfare of the community without any ade- 
quate preparation. They advertise their extravagant claims and 
boast to the community of their cures, while at the same time they 
do not know and could not tell the difference between smallpox 
and some noninfectious or noncontagious form of disease. Juries, 
prejudiced in favor of what they erroneously call "personal lib- 
ertj/^ and the right of each person to choose his own doctor, acquit 
some of these violators, deciding that they are not practicing medi- 
cine because they do not give drugs. 

A more precise definition of the "practice of medicine^' as the 
term is used in the law would afford the community some protec- 
tion. It is often as dangerous to the sick and to the conmiunity to 
fail to recognize the nature of a case of sickness or the character 
of a disease as to know nothing about the correct treatment or to 
treat it improperly. We would recommend, therefore, a change 
in the law, defining the practice of medicine. 

The Board has from the beginning endeavored to comply with 
that provision of the law which requires it to visit the medical 
colleges of the State and inspect their work, equipment and facili- 
ties for teaching the science and practice of medicine. For the 
most part the officers and faculties have accorded the Board the 
fullest co-operation and assistance in the work. Very naturally, 
however, in instances where a favorable report could not be made, 
and the colleges were in equipment and facilities below the stand- 
ard fixed by the Board, dissatisfaction has found expression. It is 
contended by the officers and faculties of some medical colleges 
not recognized as in good standing that the teaching afforded their 
students does equip tliem for the duties of tlie profession and ren- 
ders them safe and valuable members of the profession. Again it is 
contended that some students in nonrecognized colleges, by reason 
of superior ability and great application, are better equipped after 
graduation than some other students who have had their training 
in the best colleges. The Board believes that in a measure this 
contention is not without foundation, and that all graduates of all 



- medical schools should he placed upon an equal footing bo far as 

possible upon the basis of individual merit and equipment. This 
condition haa been recognized by all medical colleges and by the 
examining Boards of many of the States to meet and provide 
against any injustice to either the college or the applicant for 
license. 

The laws in many States have been amended so that all gradu- 
ates of all medical colleges are required to pass an examination 
before the State Board of the State where application is made. 
We believe this is just and would place not only the applicant upon 
his merit ao far as poaaible, but the college as well. At this time 
the practitioners of medicine of our own State are under the ilis- 
advantage of receiving no reciprocal recognition from many other 
State Boards upon the basis of their standing in the profession in 
Indiana, though this Board has striven to secure it for them. The 
reason assigned by the Boards of tbe other States for refusing 
reciprocal relatione with us is that their requirements are higher 
than in Indiana, in that they require an examination of all appli- 
cants. So we believe that the time has come in Indiana when all 
future applicnuts fnr i-crtificHtes of (|uii]itic-iitioii ^^hnnld br rc>i|\iired 
to pass an examination before the State Board, The objections to 
this provision as an amendment to the present law could not be 
urged as it was urged when proposed as a provision in tlie law 
when it was first enacted, for then it was justly contended that 
such a provision would discriminate in favor of the recent graduate 
fresh from college. But now only that class is under the necessity 
of making application. Those whose qualifications are baaed upon 
years of experience are in possession of the legal right to practice. 

Through such judicious reciprocal arrangements as could be 
effected with other States under a law with provision of this kind, 
no qualified physician of another State would be barred from prac- 
tice in Indiana, nor WQuld our own practitioners be embarrassed 
by the forma of law when desiring to locate and practice medicine 
in States having such relations with us. 

Again, the law should be so amended that the Clerk of the 
Court would be required to file in his oiBce all certificates of quali- 
fication presented to hira by applicants for license to practice. 
The certificates can serve no legitimate purpose in the hands of 
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applicants after license has been issued to them, and would consti- 
tute valuable record thus filed. 

The Board believes thatt inasmuch as it is charged with the duty 
of enforcing the medical law and instituting prosecutions for vio- 
lations thereof, it should be better equipped by the provisions of 
the law for the performance of this duty. 



INDIANA MEDICAL LAW OF 1897, WITH AMEND- 
MENTS OF 1899- 



• [Original law took effect April 14, 1897.] 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, That it shall hereafter be unlawful for any person to 
practice medicine, surgery or obstetrics in this State without first 
gbtaining a license so to do, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. After this law goes into effect, any person desiring to 
begin the practice of medicine, surgery or obstetrics in this State, 
shall procure from the State Board of Medical Registration and Ex- 
amination a certificate that such person is entitled to a license to 
practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana; 
and in order to procure such certificate the applicant shall submit 
to the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
his diploma, with an affidavit setting forth the time and num- 
ber of terms, duration of each term, applicant was required to 
be in attendance at said school in order to complete said course of 
study, and that the affiant is the person to whom such diploma 
issued. Such application shall be accompanied by the affidavit of 
two freeholders resident in the same county in which the applicant 
resides, stating that the applicant is the person named in the ac- 
companying diploma and application for a certificate. All diplomas 
received by the Board sshall be returned to the person owning the 
same, and for failure to return any diploma to its lawful owner 
within a reasonable time the secretarv of said Board shall be liable 
on his bond for damages in the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25). 
Such applicant shall pay to said Board the sum of ten dollars ($10) 
at the time of making such application. All persons w^ho were 
practicing medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana 
on March 8, 1897, and have not complied with the provisions of the 
law, and desiring to continue the same, shall, on or before July 
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lUy, obtain a certificate that they are entitled to do ao b 
eentiiig to the State Board o£ Medioal Registration and Ext 
tion the license possessed by them at the time of the passage of tliis 
law, togetlicr witli an affidavit that they are the legal poasesaora of 
the same, and the persons mentioned therein, and such applicant 
shall pay to the Board the sum of one dollar ($1) at the time of 
making such application. The Board shall thereupon issue to such 
applicant a certitioate, which when (tresented to the C'ounly Clerk 
of the proper county, shall entitle the holder to a license to pr^- 
tice medicine, surgery and obstetrics hi the State of Indiana. In the 
event an applicant for a certificate from the State Board of Medical 
Registration and Esamination shall present a diploma from a medi- 
cal college which is not recognized as maintaining a sufficiently 
high grade or standard of medical education as defined and fixed 
in the records of the Board, the applicant shall have the privi- 
lege of being examined as to his qualifications to practice medi- 
cine, surgerv and obstetrics in such manner as the Board shall 
provide, and if ho shall pass an examination satisfactory to the 
Board he shall receive a certificate, the same as if he had presented 
a satisfactory diploma and other evidences of qualifications for the 
practice of medicine. But if he should fail to pass such examina- 
tion he shall be permitted to submit to another examination within 
twelve months from the time of the first examination. He shall 
pay to the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25): Provided, however. That 
payment of said sum of twenty-five dollars ($25) shall entitle him 
to a re-examination in case of failure at the first or any subsequent 
exaimnation: .\ud provided further, That if such applicant shall 
fail to pass the examination prescribed by such Board of Medical 
Registration and Examination, he shall have the right to an appeal 
to the Circuit or Superior Court of the proper county, requiring 
such Board to show cause why such applicant, should not be per- 
mitted to practice medicine, surgery or obstetrics in the State of 
Indiana, upon the applicant giving a good and satisfactory bond to 
be approved by the court, to secure all costs of suit should the ap- 
peal be determined against him. Upon the receipt of the certificate 
by the applicant fmni the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination, the applicant shall, upon the presentation thereof to 
the Clerk of the county hi which he resides, receive from the 
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County Clerk a license to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics 
within the State of Indiana. The person receiving such license 
shall pay to the County Clerk fifty cents ($0.50) as his fee for issu- 
ing and recording such license as hereinafter provided. In case of 
change of residence from one county to another within this State, 
the holder of a physician's license shall obtain a new license in the 
coimty where he proposes to reside, by filing with the County Clerk 
the license obtained by him in the county in which he last resided, 
in the same manner as provided for on the presentation of his cer- 
tificate from the State Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion, and the Clerk shall issue him a new license. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the county in which 
an applicant resides to issue to the person presenting such certifi- 
cate, as hereinbefore provided for, a license under his ofiicial seal 
in the following form :

The County Clerk shall enter of record the name, age, place and 
birth, address, school or system of medicine to which said applicant 
belongs, and the person so registering shall subscribe to and verify 
by oath before such Clerk an afiidavit concerning such facts, which, 
if willfully false, shall subject the afiiant to conviction for perjury. 
The County Clerk shall furnish annually, on the first day of Janu- 
ary, to the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, 
upon blanks furnished by said Board, a duplicate list of all certifi- 
cates received and licenses issued by him during the preceding 
year, and shall include therein tlie date of issue of said license, and 
the name, age and residence of the person receiving the same. 

Sec. 4. Within thirty days after this law goes into eflFect, it 
shall be the duty of the Governor of the State of Indiana to appoint 
a State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, composed 
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onv^B^memEePB^flio shall serve, two for one year, oaeloTm^ 
years, one for three years and one for four years; and their succes- 
sors for a term of four years each. No school or system of medi- 
cine shall have a majority representation on such Board. Said 
Board shall he non-partisan, and not more tlian three shall he mem- 
bers o£ any one political party. The Governor shall select mem- 
bers of said Board of Medical Registration and Examination from 
reputable physicians in this State who are graduates of any college 
of medicine of good repute: Provided, That no professor or 
teacher in a medical college shall he appointed as a member of such 
Board: Provided, further, That each of tho four schools or systems 
of medicine having the largest numerical repreaent-ation in the 
State shall have at least one representative on said Board. Should 
a vacancy occur in said Board by death, resignation, removal, or 
otherwise, then it shall be the duty of the fJovernor to fill the 
vacancy from the schnol or system entitled to representation by 
virtue of such vacancy. The Governor shall have power to remove 
any member of said Board for incompetency, gross immorally, for 
any abuse of his ofHcial power, or for other good cause, and may 
fill any vacancy thus occasioned by appointment. Any person ap- 
pointed to fill any vacancy on snch Board, whether occasioned by 
death, resignation, removal or otherwise, shall hold for the unex- 
pired tenn of the member whose place he is appointed to filL 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duties of the members of the Statfi 
Board of Medical Registration and E^tamination to meet in theH 
city of Indianapolis within thirty days after their appointment, and 
organize by the election of a President, Secretary and Treasurer, 
wlio shall serve until the second Tuesday in January following, and 
their successors shall be elected on the second Tuesday in January 
annually thereafter. The said Board shall hold regular meetings 
on the second Tuesday in January and July of each year, and i 
often in addition as may be necessary for the transaction of suoh 1 
business as may properly come before it under the provisions of 
this act, and shall have power to make all necessary rules and regu- 
lations for the transaction of its business. For their services the 
members shall receive the sum of sis dollars ($6) per day, and 
their traveling expenses necessarily incurred in the attendance i 
upon the business of said Board. It shall be the duty of the Secre- . 
tary of said Board to keep a record of all applications for certifi- 
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cates, and such record shall contain all the facts set forth in such 
applications, including the action of the Board thereon, and shall 
execute all orders of said Board, and the Secretary shall have for 
such service the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars ($250) per 
annum, to be paid from the funds of said Board, and said Board 
may employ a clerk, and fix his salary at not more than five hun- 
dred dollars ($500) per annum. It shall be the duty of the Treas- 
urer of said Board to pay quarterly all moneys received by the 
Board to the Treasurer of the State, which moneys shall be 
credited to a separate and permanent fund for Medical Registration 
and Examination, which is hereby created. All moneys so paid to 
the Treasurer of State shall remain and be a separate and perma- 
nent fund for the maintenance of the said Board of Registration 
and Examination. The said Board shall, by its President and Sec- 
retary, from time to time, certify to the Auditor of State, the nec- 
essary expenses incurred by the said Board, including the salaries 
and per diem of the members, and the Auditor shall issue his war- 
rant for the same, which shall be paid out of the fund so established 
for the maintenance of the said Board: Provided, That no order 
shall be drawn by any State official on any fund other than the 
above-named fimd for any salaries of the Board incident to the ad- 
ministration of this act. The Treasurer and Secretary of said 
Board shall each give bond in the sum of five thousand dollars 
($5,000) with sureties to be approved by the Governor, which 
bonds shall be filed with the Auditor of State. The members of 
the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination are 
authorized to administer oaths in matters relating to the discharge 
of their official duties. The State Board of Medical Registration 
and Examination is charged with the duty of enforcing this act, 
and it shall be the duty of the Prosecuting Attorney, upon the 
complaint of the Board, to prosecute any violation of this act. The 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination shall from 
time to time establish and record in a record, kept by them for 
that purpose, a schedule of the minimum requirements which must 
be complied with by applicants for examination for license to prac- 
tice medicine, surgery and obstetrics, before they shall be entitled 
to receive such license. The said Board shall also, in like manner 
establish and cause to be recorded in such record a schedule of the 
minimum requirements and rules for the recognition of medical 
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colleges, 90 as to keep these requirements up to the average 
standard of medical education in other States. After the year 1897 
no change shall be made in such schedules of requirements in any 
year after the month of January of such year, nor shall any 
change be made to have any retroactive effect, or that shall 
effect students theretofore matriculated. Such record shall at 
all times be open to examination by the public, and the said 
schedules of requirements, after they have been established and 
recorded, and all changes made therein, shall be printed iu circular 
form, and mailed to all medical colleges in the State, and shall also 
be furnished to any person upon application. Said Board shall not, 
in the establishment of the aforesaid schedules of requirements, 
discriminate for or against any school or system of medicine, nor 
shall it prescribe what system or systems or schools of medicine 
shall be taught in any of the colleges, universities or other educa- 
tional institutions of the State, It shall have power to make and 
establish all necessary rules and regulations for the reciprocal 
recognition of certificates issued by other States, and to prevent un- 
just and arbitrary exclusions by other States of graduates in medi- 
cine from this State who have filled ita requirements. When an 
application for a certificate is made, and a diploma submitted, as 
herein provided, it shall be the duty of the Stat^e Board of Medical 
Registration and Examination to determine, upon the evidence pre- 
sented, whether such diploma rightfully belongs to and was issued 
to the.person making application for a certificate, and whether the 
medicsd college that issued the diploma maintains a standard of 
medical education conforming to that fixed by the State Board of 
Medical Registration and Examination, and whether the applica- 
tion otherwise complies with the rules of the Board. If these 
facts, are shown by competent evidence, it shall be the duty of the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination to issue a 
certificate signed by its President and Secretary, and under its offi- 
cial seal, stating that the person applying for such certificate and 
possessing such diploma is entitled to a license to practice medi- 
cine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana. The Board at 
its discretion may authorize the Secretary to issue a temporary per- 
mit to an applicant, for the interim from date of application until 
the next regular meeting of the Board. The State Board of Medi- 
cal Registration and Examination shall have the right to review the 
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evidence upon which a license has been obtained, and if it shall be 
found that a license has been obtained by fraud or misrepresenta- 
tion, the Board may revoke such license. The Board may refuse 
to grant a certificate to any person guilty of felony or gross im- 
morality, or addicted to the use of liquor or drug habit to such a de- 
gree as to render him unfit to practice medicine or surgery, and 
may, after notice and hearing, revoke a certificate for like cause. 
An appeal may be taken from the action of the Board. If any per- 
son holding a license under the provisions of this act shall be 
guilty of any of the above enumerated acts, the license of such per- 
son may be revoked by the Board, upon the finding and judgment 
as hereinbefore provided that the holder thereof has been guilty 
of any of the above enumerated acts. A specific written charge, 
verified by afiidavit, must be presented to the Board, making defi- 
nite and specific charges of such offense against the holder of such 
license. It shall thereupon be the duty of the Board to refer such 
verified charge to the Circuit Court of the county in which the 
holder of such license resides. The Clerk of such court shall there- 
upon docket the same aB a cause pending in said court. The said 
verified charge shall be treated as a complaint, and summons shall 
issue thereupon to the accused, as in ordinary civil cases. The ac- 
cused may appear and plead to said charge and issues may be 
formed thereon, as in civil cases, which shall thereupon be tried 
by the Judge of said Circuit Court. It shall be the duty of the 
Prosecuting Attorney of said Circuit to appear in such causes and 
represent the Board. The only finding and judgment in such cases 
shall be guilty or not guilty as to each charge. The judgment of 
the court upon such charges shall be at once certified to the Board 
by the Clerk of said court. If the finding of the court is "guilty'' 
as to any one of said charges, said Board may thereupon make an 
order revoking such license. If judgment of "guilty" is awarded 
in such cause, the costs of such proceeding shall be recovered of the 
accused and a fee of ten dollars shall be taxed therein in favor 
of the Prosecuting Attorney. 

Sec. 6. All persons practicing midwifery in this State, and 
who have practiced it for ten years last preceding March 8th, 1897, 
and desiring to continue the same shall, on or before July 11th, 
1899, make application to the State Board of Medical Kegistration 
and Examination by submitting an affidavit, fully attested, giving 
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ike name, age, residpiioe, the length nf time cliirinfi; whicli, and tho 
|tlnce or places ut which the iip])liciint hns boen enj^apod in snnh 
prHCticc, tiiid tim apwiiil cdnciilion, if any, which the iippHcinit has 
*ei'pivw! for snch prnftii^f*. Snch applirntion shall hv iicconipanicd 
By the affidavits of two fropholdore, duly nttwted, that tho nppli- 
jtBiit is know to tlittm as the pt^rson applying; for ii certificate to praa- 
tiee midwifery, and that such applicant has been enf^a^ed in the 
active practice of midwifery, giving the location or IncBtions of 
»«ch practice for the last ten (\0) years provions to the paBsnpe 
:of this act,. Upon Piich appliciition and the payment "f one dollar 
0]) the State Board of Medieal Registration and Examination 
fihaW iBHuo to the applicant a certificate which shall, when presented 
Jfi iho Ofiimty Clerk, entitle the holder to a license ti) practice mid- 
Jwifery in this St^te. AH persons desiring to enter npon the prao- 
jtipo of midwifery in this State after thia law goes into effect ?hall 
jtoesent to the StaU- Board of Medical Bcgistration imd Kxnmina- 
Ijion their diplonins, dnly attested, and proenred from an ohatiftricHl . 
lechool of such standing as shall lie recognized and detemiined by 
itht" Board. Such applicant, shall pay to said Board tho snm of five 
Jdollars (?r)) at the time of making snch npplicution; or such appli- 
icant shall submit to an examination in midwifery as the Board nhall 
H'(|iiire, and pay a fee of ton dollars ($10). Snch evidence of 
<jUnIifieution being satisfactory to the Board it shall issne n certifi- 
.cfltp entitling the holder to a license from ihe Clerk of the county I 
.in which th« ujiplicant resides, which license shall entitle the holder 
tto practice midwifery in this State. The license thns iasncd shall 
flonform to all requirements of registration imposed upon physi- 
cians' liecnsea in section two of this act nnd shall be subject to revo- 
cation for the same cause as provided in sectinii five in >'t\i-i' of li- 
cense to physicians. 

Sec. 7. Nothing in this act shall be (so) eonstrued as to dis- 
criminate against any school or system of medicine, or to prohibit 
grntuitoufl services in caaea of emergency, or to the adndnistration 
of family remedies, This act shall not apply to any commiaaionod 
ofticcr of the United States Ariny, Navy or Marine TToapital 
service in the discharge of his official duties; nor to any physician 
rgeon who is legally qualified to practice in the State or Terri- 
tory in which he rnsidea when in actual consultation with a legal 
Metitioner of this State; nor to any physician or surgeon residing 
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on the border of a neighboring State and duly authorized to prac- 
tice under the laws thereof, whose practice extends into the limits 
of this State : Provided, That such practitioner shall not open an 
office or appoint a place to meet patients or receive calls within 
the limits of this State. This act shall not be construed to prevent 
medical students from practicing medicine and surgery under the 
immediate and direct supervision of a licensed physician for a lim- 
ited period of two years: Provided, however. That the said stu- 
dent had not practiced medicine, surgery or obstetrics prior to the 
passage of this act; in the event the amount of time said student 
has practiced medicine, surgery or obstetrics shall be deducted 
from the said two years herein mentioned; and in no event shall the 
said student open an office or offer to engage in the practice of med- 
icine, surgery or obstetrics. Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof shall subject the offender to a fine of not 
l^ss than twenty-five dollars ($25) nor more than two hundred dol- 
lars ($200). 

Sec. 8. To open an office for such purpose or to announce to 
the public in any way a readiness to practice medicine in any 
county of the State, or to prescribe for, or to give surgical assist- 
ance to those suffering from disease, injury or deformity, shall be 
to engage in the practice of medicine within the meaning of this 

act. 

Sec. 9. Any person who shall practice medicine, surgery or ob- 
stetrics in this State without having a license duly issued as herein- 
before provided, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof shall be fined not less than twenty-five dollars 
($25) nor more than two hundred dollars ($200). . 

Sec. 10. All laws and parts of laws in confiict with this act are 
hereby repealed, and also an act entitled "An act regulating the 
practice of medicine, surgery and obstetrics, providing for the is- 
suing of license to practice, defining certain misdemeanors and 
providing penalties," approved April 11, 1885, and all amend- 
ments thereto be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Additional Section. Twelve hundred copies of the annual re- 
port of the Board to the Governor shall be printed in the same 
manner as is the report of the State Board of Health ; and the print- 
ing and stationery of the Board shall be paid out of the printing 
fund. 



MEDICAL LAWS IN FORCE IN THE UNITED STATES 

AND ITS POSSESSIONS. 



Through courtesy of the University of the State of New York, 
the synopsis of the medical laws in torce in the United States 
and its possessions is published. 

ALABAMA. 

Licensing.— The State medical association determines the standing of 
schools. Comity boards may examine candidates holding diplomas from 
reputable schools. Nangraduates must be examined by the State board. 
The examinations are in writing and, when held by a county board, 
must be reviewed and reported on by the State board. The subjects of 
examination are chemistry, anatomy, physiology, history and diagnosis of 
diseases, physical diagnosis, surgery, mechanism of labor, obstetric opera- 
tions, hygiene, jurisprudence. Fee, $10. Graduates may apply either to 
a county or to the State board. 

Examiuatiotns.— An average of 75 per cent, is required. Candidates re- 
jected by a county board can not be re-examined by a county board under 
one year, but the candidate may at once appeal to the State board and take 
a new examination. The examination occupies from six to ten days. 

Sec. 3260. Board of Medical Examiners.— The board of censors of the 
medical association of the State of Alabama, organized in pursance of the 
constitution thereof adopted at Tuscaloosa, in March, 1873, and the board 
of censors of the several county medical societies in aflSliation with the 
association, and organized in pursuance of its constitution, are constituted 
boards of medical examiners having the authority and subject to the 
duties hereinafter prescribed. 

Sec. 3261. Certificate of Qualification Must Be Obtained.— Without a 
certificate of qualification from an authorized board of medical examiners, 
no person must engage in or pursue the practice of medicine in any of its 
branches or departments as a profession or means of livelihood. 

Sec. 3262. Standard of Qualification.— The standard of qualification, 
the method or system, and the subjects of examination of practitioners of 
medicine, shall be prescribed by the medical association of the State of 
Alabama, and must be observed by the boards of medical examiners. 

Sec. 3263. Certificate of Qualification.— It shall be the duty of the 
boai-d of medical examiners, on application, to examine an applicant for a 
certificate of qualification as a practitioner of medicine, according to the 
rules and regulations made by the medical association of the State, and 
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li' I'ouiid (lunliflp*! "inl or good morni clinrncter, to lesuo to Lliii a certifi- 
cate or quaJIflcatloiii. For such certiflcRte do fee or cLarge must be made 
by the hoard of examiners; liul any actual expenseB necessarily Incurred 
by the board In making or supervising such examination not liicltitllux 
the iiersonal expenses of any uieinber of the hoard iiti.endliig such exain- 
Inatlon. must be paid by the applicant. 

Sec. 3204. Certlfleate of Qualification Reeorded.—The pprlincnlc of 
qualltlcfltioin Issued by an authorized board of medical exaniinfri-B. Is a li- 
cense to the person to whom It In issued for the purpose therein expressed, 
aaid confers authoi-!ty to practice medicine throughout the Slate. Such 
certlflcate must l>e recorded In the offlce of the Judge of probate of the 
county In which the person to whom It is Isaued may reside at (lie Lime 
of the Issue; and upwj the record thereof, the Judge of probate must 
Indorse thereon a certificate of the fact of record, which must lie signed 
by him, and to which he must affix the seal of the court; and for the 
record and certificate he Is entitled to a fee of $1. 

Sec. 82tt5. Certificate Evidence of Authority.— Such certificate, the rec- 
ord ih«reof l*ing certified by the Judge of probate, Is evidence of the 
authority of the person therein named to practice medicine, and If tba i 
orlgloal be lost, a certified copy of Ihe record is sufficient evidence. 

Sec. 320R. Contracts for Medical Services. When Void.— Every coD-fl 
tract or agi-eement, expreBB or implied, the conslderotlon of which Is thej 
service of a phyBlcIan or Burgeon. is void, unless the physician or Kurgeon 
has authority to practice obtained according to the provisions of this chap- 
ter. But proof of Buch Hiithovlty must not be required, unleBs two days' 
notice to make the same is given before the trial of any suit brought 
to recover tic value of Buch services. 

Sec. 8287. Mldwlvps,— The provisions of this chapter do not apply to 
women engaged In the practice of midwifery. 

See. 5333. Practicing Medicine or Surgery Without Certificate ■ 
Quail ficatlon.—Aay persoji. who practices medicine or surgery without^ 
having Urst obtained a certificate of qualification from one of the aiitbopM 
lEccl boards of medical examiners of this State, must, on conviction, 
fined not less than $25, nor more than JIOO. 

Administrative.— The board of censors of the State medical aasoclatloiU, 
and the hoards of censors of the county medical soclellea are constituted 
boards of medical examiners. Executive officer, senior censor for th«J 
State board, or the secretary of a county board. Iteglstration of the cep- 1 
Uficatf of qualification from the State or comity hoard In the office of rJ 
county Judge of probate. Fee, $1. 

Preliminary.— Prescribed l)y the State medical nssoclntloiii. 

Professional.— Prescribed by the State medical nssoolotlon. 

Licensing.— The board grants ii certificate after examination on 
subjects prpBcrlbed by the State m-cdlcal association. 



No Laws.— John Q. Brody. governor of Alaska, Oct. 80, 1808. 

No law cnacled up through the flfty-flfth congress ending Marcb 
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AHIZONA. 

Examination consists of a written essay on a medical subject suggested 
at the time of examination and an oral examination on all the main 
branches, as taught in the best schools and text-books. No other pre- 
liminary requirements than the possession of a diploma from a lawful 
school conferring the degree of M. D. 

Registration.— No other charge than the examination fee is made. 

Section 1. Diploma Necessary to Practice.— It shall be unlawful for 
any one to practice medicine, surgery or obstetrics in Arizona unless such 
person shall have obtained a diploma regularly issued by a medical college 
properly and lawfully organized under tJie laws of the State or Territory 
wherein said college shall be located. 

Sec. 2. Examination Necessary; Exceptions.— It shall be unlawful for 
any person to practice medicine, surgery or obstetrics in Arizona unless 
such person shall have passed a satisfactory examination before the ex- 
amining board hereafter provided; and provided further, that the pro- 
visions of this act shall not apply to women who have practiced obstetrics; 
provided further, that the provisions of this act shall not apply to resi- 
dent practicing physicians or surgeons who have already complied with 
the present existing law. 

Sec. 3. Board of Examiners; Appointment; Compensation.— There 
shall be established in Arizona a board of medical examiners. Said board 
shall consist of five members to be appointed by the governor within 
thirty days after the passage of this act, each of whom shall be a graduate 
physician of at least five years' consecutive practice, and who shall be at 
the time of their appointment actually engaged in the practice of medicine, 
and a bona fide citizen of Arizona, one of whom shall be appointed for the 
term of one year, one for the term of two years, one for the term of three 
years, one for the term of four years, and one for the term of five years. 
And hereafter it shall be the duty of the governor to appoint or re-appoint 
examiners every year as the term of those heretofore appointed shall ter- 
minate, either by resignation, death or expiration of their term of ofllce. 
Said appointments shall be made so that said board of examiners shall 
consist of two physicians of the so-called regular school of medicine and 
two of the so-called homeopathic school of medicine and one of the so- 
called eclectic school of medicine.

Said board shall meet quarterly and at such other times as the 
board may deem advisable, and examine all persons eligible to practice 
medicine under this act, but the examination of each applicant shall be 
conducted by the members of whichever school of medicine the appli- 
cant may choose, and upon their approval a certificate shall be issued by 
the board. 
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See. 5. Practice of Medicine Defined.— Any person shall be regai'ded 
practicing medicine who sball profEBS puhlicly to be a physician or 
who shall prescribe for the sick; but nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strupd to prohibit gratuitoua seryicea in cases of emergency, or Tm- a 
physiciBij or Burgeon of the United States army tn the discharge of their 
dnties as such, hut none of the provlBlona of this act shall apply to those 
who are now and who have heretofore legally practiced medicine in 
Arizona. 

Sec. 6. Penalty for Violation.— Any person violating any of the pro-

Administrative.- -An esnmlning board of two regular, two homeo- 
pathic, one eclectic, graduate physicians appointed by the governor. Ex- 
ecutive officer, secretary. 

Professional.— The candidate must present a diploma from a lawfully 
organised school. 

Licensing.— The hoard isBiiea certificates on examination. Fee, SB. 

ARKANSAS. 

BxnmLnatloii.— County boards examine the candidates that possess no 
diploma, but there are no printed rules and the subjects of examination 
are those usually taught in medical schools. The schools of the American 
ansociation of medical colleges are recognized. A good literary education 
is considered a sufficient qualification for the study of medicine and there 
is aio State authority whose credentials are recognized or reqnired. 

Rejfl strati on .—The possessor of a rec<^nized diploma registers it with 
tlie county clerit and receives a certificate of record, the evidence of bis 
legal Qualification to practice. 

Sec. 4062. PraL-tHloners Must Comply With the ProTiaions of This

Diploma Recorded; Ceitiflcate of Record —Before any one 
shall engage in the practice of medicine and surgery in this State, pos- 
sessing the qualiflcntions as above reqnired he shall exhibit his diploma 
to some county clerk of this State and have the same recorded in a book 
kept for that purpose, for which servlcea the clerk shall receive a fee of 
$1.!W. The clerk shall also give the phTsiWan a certificate of record with 
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the seal of the county attached thereunto which certificate may be at- 
tached to said diploma for which service the clerk shall receive no fee. 

Sec. 4965. Standing of College Issuing Diploma,— In all cases of doubt 
as to the reputablenees of the college issuing the diploma it shall be the 
duty of the clerk of the coimty court where said diploma is offered to be 
recorded to make inquiry of the secretary of State where said college 
exists as to its reputableness and requirements for graduation, and if the

Sec. 4972. Penalty for Violation.— Any one violating the provisions of 
this act shall be adjudged guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
shall be fined in a sum not less than $25 nor more than $100, and each 
day of such practice shall constitute a separate offense.

Medical institutions in good standing in the State of California, include 
only those institutions which require at least three regular courses or 
sessions of six months each, extending over a period of three years for 
graduation. The school shall require of all its applicants for graduation 
credible certificates of good moral character, evidence, by diploma, certi- 
ficate, or thorough examination, of a good ESnglish education, three full 
years of medical study, Including three full courses of lectures; the regu- 
lar lecture terms shall not be less than six months each, and not less than 
two lectures a week shall be delivered by each of the Instructore in the 
seven branches enumerated below, not less than one practical course of 
anatomy in the dissecting room and two terms of clinical and hospital in- 
struction: the school shall show that it has a sufficient and competent 
corps of Instructors and the necessary facilities for teaching; the lecture 
course shall include lectures on anatomy, physiology, chemistry, materia 
medica and therapeutics, theory and practice of medicine, surgery and 
obstetrics. 

Section 1. Persons Practicing Medicine and Surgeiy to Present Di- 
ploma to Board.— Every person in this State practicing medicine or sur- 
gery, in any of its departments, shall possess the qualifications required by 
this act. Every such person shall present his diploma to one of the boards 
of examiners herein named, together with the affidavit mentioned in sec- 
tion 3 of this act. If the board shall find all the facts required to be 
stated in said affidavit to be true, the board of examiners shall issue its 
certificate to that effect, signed by all the members thereof, and sealed 
with the seal of the board, and such certificate shall be conclusive as to 
the right of the person named therein to practice medicine and surgery 
in any part of this State.

Clerk to Keep Register.— The county clerk shall keep, in a 
book provided for the purpose, a complete list of the certificates recorded 
by him, with the date of issue and the name of the medical society repre- 
sented by the board of examiners issuing them. If the certificate be based 
on a diploma or license, he shall record the name of the medical institu- 
tion conferring it, and the date whem conferred. The register of the 
county clerk shall be open to public inspection during business hours. 

Sec. 8. Fees for Examination.— Candidates for examination shall pay 
a fee of $5 in advance, which shall be returned to them if a certificate be 
refused. The fees received by the board shall be paid into the treasury 
of the medical society by which the board shall have been appointed, and 
the expenses and compensation of the board shall be subject to arrange- 
ment with the society. 

Sec. 9. Examinations.— Examinations may be in whole or im part in 
writing, and shall be of an elementary and practical character, but suf- 
ficiently strict to test the qualifications of the candidate as a practitioner. 

Sec. 10. Refusal of Certificates for Unprofessional Conduct.— The 
board of examiners must refuse certificates to individuals guilty of unpro- 
fessional conduct. But before any such refusal, the applicant must be 
cited by a citation signed by the secretary of the board, and sealed with 
its seal, to appear before the board at a time and place certain for the 
purpose of being heard as to such unprofessional conduct Said citation 
shall notify the applicant of the time and place where and when the mat- 
ter of said unprofessional conduct shall be heard, the particular unprofes- 
sional conduct with which the applicant is charged, and that the appli- 
cant shall then and there appear in i>erson, and attended with such wit- 
nesses to testify on his behalf as he may desire, or default will be taken 
against him, and his application for a certificate refused. The attendance 
of witnesses at such hearing shall be compelled by subpenas issued by the 
secretary of the board under its seal; and said secretary shall in no ease 
refuse to issue any such subpena on a fee of 50 cents being paid to 
him for each subpena. Said citations and said subpenas shall be served 
in accordance with existing provisions of law as to the service of citations 
and subpenas generally. At such hearing witnesses shall be examined on 
the part of the board and on the part of the applicant as to the fact of the 
applicant having been guilty of the conduct set out in the citation, and 
either side may examine medical experts as to whether such conduct is 
unprofessional; and if it appear to the satisfaction of the board that the 
applicant is guilty of said unprofessional conduct, no certificate shall be 
issued to him. But no application shall be refused on the ground of 
unprofessional conduct, unless the applicant has been guilty of unpro- 
fessional conduct within one year next preceding his application. If any 
holder of a certificate be guilty of unprofessional conduct, his certificate 
must be revoked by the board granting it; but no such revocation shall be 
valid without said holder being cited to appear, and the same proceedings 
be had as is hereinbefore provided in this section in the case of refusal to 
grant a certificate. Whenever a certificate is revoked, the secretary of the 
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board revoking the snme shiiU certify the fact, under tlie seal of tlie board, 
3 county clerk of the county In which the person whose certificate 
has been revoked is nt the time of Bftid reviwatiom practicing his prof esslon, 
and said clerk shall thereupon write on the margin, or across the face of 
his register of the certificate of auch person, the Cad of such revocation, 
f^gnlng his name thereto, and shall file In his office said certificate of revo- 
callon. Each of said boards may, from time to time, adopt such rules aa 
may be necessary to th« orderly conduct of all proceedings lake-n aoid had 
before it. It shall be the duty of tl>e secretary of the respective boards to 
notify the secretary of aJl other boards provided for under this act of ail 
applicants to whom licensee may have l>een refused, together with the 
reasons of such refusal by such boards. 

Set. 11. Practice of Medicine Defined.— Any person shall be regarded 
as practicing medicine, within Ihe riLeuuiug of this act, who aliall profeas 
publicly to be a physician, or who shall habltnaiiy prescribe for the aict, 
or who shall append to his name the letters "M. D.": but notlilng herein 
contained shall be construed to prohibit gratuitous services in cases of 
emergency. And this act, and the apt to which this act is supplemental 
Bind amendatory, shall not apply to lawCuliy commissioned surgeons of 
the United States array or navy practicing their profession within the lim- 
its of this State. 

Sec, 12. License Imposed on (lertaln Persons.— Any itinerant vender 
who shall sell, or offer for sale, any drug, nostrum, ointment, or applla/nce 
of any kind Intended for the treatment of disease or Injury, or any person 
who shall, by writing or printing or by any other method, publicly profess 
to cure or treat disease, Injury, or deformity by any medlciue, drug, or 
drugs, nostrum, manipulation, or other expedient, shall pay a license of 
SIOO a montli. Such license shall be collected as other licenses are. 

Sec. 13. Penalties for Violation.— Any person practicing medicine or 
surgery in this State without complying with the provlsloms of this act ' 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than $50 nor more than $500, or by "f 
imprisonment in the county jail for a period of not less than thirty daya 
nor more than 365 days, or l]y both such fine and Imprisonment, for each 
and eveiT offense. And any person filing, or attempting to file, as his own, 
the diploma or certificate of another, or a forged aflSdavit of Identification, 
shall be guilty of n felony, and upon conviction shall be subject to sucb 
fine and Imprisonment as are made and provided by the statutes of thia 
State for the crime of forgery.

Sec. 7. MlBdemeanor.- Any person practicing medicine or surgery In 
this State without first having procured a certificate to so practice from 
one of the boards of examiners appointed by one of the societies mentioned 
In section 2 (section 2 preceding) of this act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be subject to the penalties provided In section 13 
^section 13 preceding) of the act to which this act is amendatory and sup- 
plemental, butTio person who Lolda a certificate from oae. of such boards 
of examiners, or who holds a certificate heretofore granted by the hoard 
of examiners heretofore existing by virtue of appointment by the Cali- 
fornia State medical society of homeopathic practitioners, shall be com- 
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pelled to procure a new eertiflcate. And all powers and privileges of said 
boards of examiners, under the act to which this act is supplemental and 
amendatory, are hereby transferred to the boards of examiners created by 
this act. 

Sec. 8. Misdemeanor.— Any person afisnmlng to act as a member of a 
board of examiners, under this act or imder the act to which this act is 
supplemental and amendatory, or who shall sign, or subscribe, or issue, or 
cause to be issued, or seal, or cause to be sealed, a certificate authorizing 
any person to practice medicine or surgery in this State, except the per- 
son so acting and doing be appointed by one of the societies mentioned in 
section 2 (section 2 preceding) of this act, or be authorized so to do by a 
board of examiners appointed by one of said societies, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
$50, or by imprisonment in the county jail for a period of not less than 
thirty nor more than 365 days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. -9. Certain Certificates Made Null.— Should either of the said 
boards issue a certificate to any person whose application for a certificate 
has been previously rejected by another of the said boards within one 
year after the rejection of said application, then in such case the cer- 
tificate issued as aforesaid to said rejected applicant shall be null and void 
and of no effect. 

Sec. 10. Examination of Applicants to Practice Medicine.— If any i)er- 
son not a gradtiate or licentiate of medicine has been unable to present 
himself for examination to amy of said boards, as provided in section 1 
(section 1 preceding) of this act, then and in such case it shall be lawful 
for either of said boards, on good cause shown why said person was un- 
able so as to present himself for examination, to examine such person 
touching his qualifications to practice medicine or surgery, and if said ex- 
amination shall be satisfactory to the board, it shall thereupon issue its 
certificate in accordance with the facts, and the lawful holder thereof 
shall be entitled to all the rights and privileges of graduates or licentiates 
to whom certificates have been issued under this act and the act to which 
this act is amendatory and supplementary, but no such examination shall 
be had after the expiration of sixty days from the time this act shall take 
effect. 

Administrative.— Three boards of examiners consisting of seven mem- 
bers each, appointed annually by each of the State medical societies, 
medical, eclectic, homeopathic. Executive oflBicer, secretary. Registration 
of the certificate from a board in a county clerk's oflBice. The usual fee 
for making a record. 

Preliminary.— Established by the rules of the resi)ective boards. 

Professional.— The .candidate for certification must furnish a diploma 
or license from a legally chartered medical institution in good standing. 

Licensing.— Each board issues a certificate to its applicant that fur- 
nishes satisfactory proof of diploma or license. Each board examines the 
diplomas of its candidates, requires the diploma, an aflSdavit concerning it 
and farther testimony as the board deems proper (a letter of recommenda- 
tion from a regular physician). Pee, if diploma is genuine, $5; if fraudu- 
lent, $20. 
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Licensing.— A physician may secure a liceuse to practice medicine If 
be brlnga before tbe clerk of a district or a county clerk five I'eaponsible 
persons who make oatb by affidavit before tbe clerk that be bas practiced 
medicine for ten years continuously as a business. The clerk sball state 
That be knows tbe affiants to be persons of integrity. An applicant must 
appear In person before tbe board at a regular meeting. 

Sec. 3547. Board, How Constituted.— That a board Is hereby estab- 
lished which shall be known under the name and style of the State board 
of medical examiners, to be compoeed of nine practicing phyalclana, of 
known ability and Integrity who are graduates of medical schooU of un- 
doubted respectability, giving each of the three schools of medicine 
(known as the regular, boraeopathio, aind eclectic schools) a representation 
as follows, to wit: Six physicians of the regular, two of tbe homeopathic, 
and one of the eclectic school or system of medicine. 

Sec. 3548. Appointment of Board; Term of Office.— The governor of 
this State shall, as soon as practicable after this act shall have become 
a law, appoint a. State board of medical exnmlners, as provided in section 
1 [3ri47] of this act. and the members first appointed shall be so designated 
by tbe governor that the term of office of three sball e^ipire In two ypars 
from the date of appointment, tbe term of office of three shall expire In 
four years from tbe date of appointment, and the term of office of three 
shall expire In six years from the date of appointment. Tiiereafter the 
governor shall biennially appoint three membei-a. possessing quallfleatlons 
as specified In section 1 [35471. to serve for the term of six years, and he 
shall also fill alt vdcaneles that may occur, as soon as practicable: pro- 
vided, that in making biennial appointments or filling vacancies the rep- 
resentation of the medical schools in the boanl shall not be changed from 
the original basis, as In section 1 [3M7! of this act. 

Sec. 3549. Organization; Rules.— Tbe board of medical t'xaminera 
shall, as soon nCter their appointment as practicable, organize by the 
election of one of their members as president, one as secretary, and one aa 
treasurer, and adopt such rules as are necessary for their guidance In the 
performance of the duties assigned them, and also adopt a seat, which 
shall be affixed to all certificates issued by them to practitioners of med- 

Sec. 3550. Certificate to Practice Medicine; Examination.— That every 
person practicing medicine. In any of Its deparlments, shall possess tbe 
qaallfications required by this act. If a graduate In medicine, be shall 
present hia diploma to the State board of medical examiners for verifica- 
tion, or furnish other evidence concltislve of his being a graduate of a 
legally chartered medical school In good staiidlng. The State board of 
medical examinera shall issue Ha certificate to that effect, sigoecl by a 
majority of tbe members thereof, and such diploma, or evidence and certi- 
ficate, shall be conclusive as to the rights of the lawful bolder of the same 
to practice medicine in this State. If not a graduate of a legally chartered 
medical school in good standing, the person practicing or wishing to 
practice medicine In this State shall present himself before said board of 
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medical examiners, and submit himself to such examinatlooi as defined 
in section 7 [3553] of this act; and if the examination be satisfactorr 
to the examiners, the said board of medical examiners shall issue its 
certificate in accordance with the facts, and the lawful holders of such 
certificate shall be entitled to all the rights and privileges herein men- 
tioned. All persons who have made the practice of medicine aiUd surgery 
their profession or business continuously for the period of ten years, and 
can furnish satisfactory evidence thereof to the State medical examiners, 
shall receive from said board a license to continue practice ip the State of 
Colorado. 

Sec. 3551. Powers and Duties of Boards; Certificates.— The State 
board of medical examiners, within ninety days after the passage of this 
act, shall receive, through its president, applications for certificates and 
examinations. The president of said board of medical examiners shall 
have the authority to administer oaths and the said board of medical 
examiners to take testimony in all matters relating to Its duties. It shall 
issue certificates to all who furnish satisfactory proofs of having received 
diplomas from some legally chartered medical institution in good stand- 
ing. It shall prepare two forms of certificates, one for persons in pos- 
session of diplomas, the other for candidates examined by its members. 
It shall furnish to the county clerks of the several counties a list of all 
persons receiving certificates. Certificates shall be signed by a majority 
of the members of the board of medical examiners granting them. 

Sec. 3552. Fees.— There shall be paid to the treasurer of the State 
board of medical examiners a fee of $5 for each certificate issued to 
graduates or practitioners of ten years' standing, and no further charge 
shall be made to the applicant. Candidates for examination shall pay a 
fee of $10 in advance. 

Sec. 8553. Examinations, What Subjects.— All examinations of per- 
soois not graduates shall be made directly by the State board of medical 
examiners. Examinations may be in whole or part in writing, and the 
subjects of examination shall be as follows: Anatomy, physiology, chem- 
istry, pathology, surgery, obstetrics and practice of medicine (exclusive 
of materia medica and therapeutics). 

See. 3554. Records of Certificates; Clerk's Fees.— Every person hold- 
ing a certificate from the State board of medical examiners should have it 
recorded in the oflSce of the clerk of the couiuty in which he resides, and 
the record shall be indorsed thereon. Any person removing to another 
«*()unty to practice shall procure an indorsement to that effect on the cer- 
tificate from the county clerk, and shall record the certificate in like 
manner in the county to which he removes, and the holder of the certifi- 
cate shall pay to the county clerk a fee of $1 for making [the] record. 

Sec. 3555. County Clerk Keep Register.— The county clerk shall keep 
in a book provided for the purpose a complete list of the certificates 
recorded by him. If the certificates be based on a diploma, he shall record 
the name of the medical institution conferring it and the date when con- 
ferred. This register shall be open to public inspection in business hours. 

Sec. 3556. Revocation of Certificates; Causes.— The State board of 
medical examiners may refuse certificates to individuals who have been 
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convicted of conduct or a criminal nature, and they maj revoke certlfl- 
cates for like cause. 

Sec. 3557. Effect of Signing M. D. or Surgeon.— Any person shall be 
1-egarded as practicing medicine withlu tbe meaning of rtils act wbo shall 
profess publicly to be r physician and preBcrlber for the sick, or shall 
attach to his name tbe title "M. D.," or "surgeon," or "doctor," In a 
medical Bcuse. But nothing In Ihls act shall be construed to prohibit 
gratuitous services In case of emergency- 
Sec. 3K8. Penally for Violating Ihe Law.— Any person practicing 
medicine or surgery In any of their departments. In this State, without 
complying wlib Lhe provisions of Ihls act, shall be punished by a flue of 
not less Ihan $00 nor more Uian S300 or by imprlsonmpint In the county 
Jail for not less than len riaya, nor more than thirty days, or by Qne and 
Imprisonment, for each and every offense; and nny person, filing or at- 
tempting to file, as his own, the diploma or certificate of another, or who 
shall glre false or forged evidence of any kind, shall be guilty of a felony, 
and upon conviction Ehalt be subject to such fine and Imprisonment as are 
made and provided by the slatutea of this State for the crime of forgery. 
Sec. STiDO. Disposition of Fees and Pines.— All fees received by the 
treasurer of said hoard of examiners, and nil flncs collected by any otflccr 
of the law, under this act, shall he paid Into the State treasury; and all 
necessary cxpoiiHes of tbe board shall be paid for out of the funds of the 
State treasury not otherwise appropriated: hut no fee shall be required or 
accepted by any member of the board for services. 

Sec. 3500. Meetings of Board.— The State board of medical exarainers 
shall meet as a board of medical examiners In the city of Denver, on tbe 
first Tuesday of .January, April, .luly, and October of each year, and nt 
such other times and piaffes as uiay be found necessary for the per- 
formance of their duties. 

Sec. 3501. Board Issue Certificates Without Prejudice as to School or 
System.— No person shall be deemed to have violated the provisions of this 
act or the act of which it Is amendatory, who has compiled wlih Its provl- 
eloas on their part; and It shall be the duty of tho State board of medical 
examiners to issue certificates to all persons, authorialng them to practice 
medicine in ihls State, who shall have complied with the provisions of 
this act, and the act of which It is amendatory, including graduates of the 
electropathlc school, witliout prejudice, partiality or discrimination, as to 
schools or systems of practice or medicine. That only courts of record, In 
Hie State of Colorado, shall have Jurisdiction over and power to enforce 
the provisions of this act. 
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State Medical Committee— IJcenslng.— In fach subject ten ciuestlons, 
the candidate to select any eight. Applicants to practice midwifery will 
he examined In ohstetrica only. Fee, .$10, payable In advaaice, successful 
candidates pay an arldlllonai fee of 20 cents for revenue stamps, condi- 
tioned candidates JW for re-examlnatlon, rejected candidates fnll fee for 
another trial. Graduates of medical schools should present their diplomas 
for Inspection at the opening of the eesslon. 
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Examination.— Candidates must obtain a standing of 75 per cent, in 
each subject; may be conditioned for four months in one or two branches, 
then appear for re-examination and become entitled to a certificate on 
attaining the requisite standing. Examinations must be in writing and in 
English, and will be held on the second Tuesdays of March, July, amd No- 
vember, at the city hall, New Haven, beginning at 9:30 a. m. and lasting 
two days, closing at 4 p. m. of the second day. Registration. On passing 
the examination amd receiving duplicate copies of certificates, the candi- 
date must file these copies with the secretary of the State board of health, 
together with duplicate statements subscribed and sworn to by him on 
oflScial blanks, giving name, age, place of birth, present residence, whether 
a graduate of any medical school, its name and the date of graduation. 
The State board of health issues to the applicant a certificate of registra- 
tion on the receipt of the statements, a fee of ^2 and 20 cents for revenue 
stamps. 

Eclectic Committee.— The rules agree with those of the State com- 
mittee. 

Homeopathic Committee.— Its rules agree with the State medical com- 
mittee's except that the candidate is required to answer all the questions 
in each branch; must attain a general average of 7.5 on the scale of 10; 
must also attain a standing of 7.5 in anatomy, surgery, materia medica 
Including therapeutics, practice including pathology and diagnosis, obstet- 
rics including gynecology; but may be admitted on a general average of 
7.5 provided he attains at least 5 in each of the two branches, physiology, 
medical chemistry and hygiene. If the applicant attains a general average 
of 7.5 and falls below the required standard in only one or two branches, 
he may be conditioned for four months and then appear for re-examina- 
tion without additional fee. 

Sec. 1. Who May Practice. — No person after the first day of October, 
1893, shall, in this State, for compensation, gain or reward, received or 
expected, treat, operate, or prescribe for any injury, deformity, ailment, or 
disease, actual or imaginary, of another person, nor practice surgery or 
midwifery, unless or until he has obtained a certificate of registration as 
hereinafter provided, and then only in the kind or branch of practice as 
stated in said certificate; but this act shall not apply to dentists while 
practicing dentistry only; aior to any person in the employ of the United 
States government while acting in the scope of his employment; nor to 
any person who shall furnish medical or surgical assistance in cases of 
sudden emergency; nor to any person residing out of this State who shall 
be employed to come into the State to assist or consult with any physician 
or surgeon who has been registered in conformity with the provisions of 
this act; noir to any physician or surgeon then actually residing out of this 
State who shall be employed to come into this State to treat, operate, or 
prescribe for any injury, deformity, ailment or disease from which any 
person is suffering at the time when such non-resident physician or 
surgeon is so employed, nor to any actual resident of this State recom- 
mending, by advertisement or otherwise, the use of proprietary remedies 
sold under trade-marks Issued by the United States government In so far 
and to the extent only as the use of such remedies are concerned, nor to 
any chiropidlst or clairvoyant who does not use in his practice any drugs,. 
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Ohrletlan science nor to any otter ijerson who does not uae or prescribe 
In his tientment of mankind dnigB po!r-onH medhine djemkalB or no8- 
trunia [As amended 189T tti 1S7 section 21 ] 

Sec. J. Filing of Statement of Practice.-Any ri'sident of this State 
who at the time of the passage of thlB act shall be, or previously thereto 
has been, aelually engaged in this State In the practice of medicine, Hur- 
gery. midwifery, or any alleged practice of lieallng, may. before the flrat 
day of October, 1833, file with the State board of health duplicate stale- 
menta subacrlbed and sworn to by him upon blanks funilshed by said 
board, giving his name, age, and place of birth, and present reBldence, 
stating whetlier be is a graduate of any medical college or mot. and, !f 
Bo. of what college, and ihe date of such graduation, and, if practicing 
under a license from any of the medical soclelles of this State, stating 
which society and the date when said license was obtained, and also 
stating the length of time during which said person has been engaged in 
practice in this Stale and how long in practice elsewhere: and he shall 
also state whether he has been engaged in general practice, or only In 
some special branch of medicine or surgery; and. If so, what branch. 
Upon the receipt of such stntemcints, lis afoivaald, the State board of health 
BhHll issue, upon the receipt of $2, to the person dling the same, a certifi- 
cate of registration which sliall state the kind or branch of practice In 
which the person named therein is engaged. 

Sec. 3. Filing of Statement of Graduates.— Any person who shall, 
subsequent to said first day of Octol>er, 1S03, file with said State board of 
health duplicate statements lii the form prescribed in the preceding aee- 
Hon, showing that he Is a graduate of B medical college which la recog- 
nized as reputable by any one of the chartered medical societies of the 
State, shall receive from said State board of health, upon the payment of 
S2, a certificate of refdstration, which shall state the kiud or branch of 
practice In which the person named therein Is engaged or la to lie engaged. 

Sec. 4. Residents of Adjoining States.— Any person residing in any 
town In another State which town adjoins the bouudary line of Connecti- 
cut, who at the time of the passage of this act shall be actually engaged in 
such town in the practice of medicine, surgery, midwifery, or any branch 
of practice, may. before the first -flay of October, 1893, obtain from the 
Slate board of heallh of this Slate a like certificate of registration, upon 
the payment of S2 and upon filing duplicate statements la the form pre- 
scribed In section 2, which statements shall also show tbat he Is entitled 
to receive such certificate under the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 5. Examination: Certiflcate of Registration.- Except as provided 
In sections 2, 3, and 4, of this act, no person shall, after the first day of 
October. 1803, olilaln or receive a certificate of regiatratinu. as reijuired 
by the provisions of section 1. until he has passed a satisfactory 
tion before a committee to be appointed for the purpose by the Slate 
board of health, as hereinafter provided, nor until he has filed with said 
board of health duplicate certificates as aforesaid, together with duplicate 
certificates signed by a majority of one of said ejcamloing committee, 
stating that they have found him qualified to practice either medicine.

surgeiy, or midwifery, and any person filing said certificates shall receive 
from said State board of health, upon the payment of $2, a certificate of 
registration which shall state that the person named has been found qual- 
ified so to practice. 

Sec. 6. Medical Associations Suggest Members of Examining Com- 
mittees.— During the month of December, 1893, the Connecticut medical 
society, the Connecticut homeopathic medical society, and the Connecticut 
eclectic medical association shall each file with the State board of health 
the names of five physicians, and annually in the month of December 
thereafter the name of one physician practicing in this State, who shall 
have been recommended by the respective medical societies as persons 
competent to serve upon the examining committees to be appointed by the 
State board of health as hereinafter provided; and from time to time, in 
case any vacancy occurs upon any of said examining committees, the 
president of the respective society shall nominate and the State board of 
health shall appoint such person to fill said vacancy. 

Sec. 7. Examining Committees; Appointment; Term.— In the month 
of January, 1894, the State board of health shall appoint three examining 
committees, each consisting of five physicians, which committees shall 
severally be composed wholly of the persons nominated by one of the 
said medical societies respectively, as aforesaid. One of the members 
of each of said committees shall be appointed for one year, one for two 
years, one for three years, one for four years, and one for five years. 
Thereafter, in the month of January of each year, the State board of 
health shall appoint one member of each of said committees who shall 
have been nominated for such office as aforesaid, to serve five years; 
and said board shall, in the same manner, fill any vacancy occurring at 
any time in any of said committees. 

Sec. 8. Examinations; Time; Subjects; Fee.— The State board of 
health shall designate when and where said committees shall hold said 
examinations, but shall call a meeting of a committee within thirty days 
after receipt of application for examination by it. Applicants to practice 
medicine or surgery shall be examined in anatomy, physiology, medical 
chemistry, obstetrics, hygiene, surgery, pathology, diagnosis, and thera- 
peutics, including practice and materia medica. Each committee shall 
frame its own questions and conduct its examinations in writing, and both 
questions and answers shall be placed on file with the State board of 
health. Each applicant shall have the right to choose which of the three 
committees shall be the one by whom he shall be examined: but before 
taking such examination he shall pay to the committee their expenses, not 
exceeding, however, the sum of $10.

Registration of certificate with the county 
clerk. Fee, $1. 

Licensing.— The board issues certificates to graduates, to examinees 
and to practitioners. A graduate must present a diploma from a legally 
chartered medical college in good standing. An examinee shall pass a 
satisfactory examination in anatomy, physiology, chemistry, pathology, 
surgery, obstetrics, and practice of medicine (exclusive of materia medica 
and therapeutics). A practitioner must furnish evidence of ten years' 
continuous practice.

DELAWARE. 

Licensing Requirements.— Application is made on oflftcial blanks exe- 
cuted before a justice of the peace and sent to the secretary of the medical 
council with the fee, ten days before the examination. 

Examination.— Candidates must attain a general average of 75 per 
cent. The handwriting must be legible. Examinations are held the third 
Tuesday of June and the second Tuesday of December. 

Sec. 1. Medical Council Established; Members.— That there shall be 
established a medical council of Delaware, consisting of the chief justice 
of the State, and of the presidents of the two State boards of medical 
examiners provided for in this act. 

Sec. 2, Name: By-Laws; Office; Quorum.— The said council shall be 
known by the name and style of the "Medical Council of Delaware," and 
may make and adopt all necessary rules, regulations and by-laws for their 
own government, not inconsistent with the laws of this State or of the 
United States, and shall have power to locate and maintain an oflQee 
within this State for the transaction of business. Two members of said 
council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 3. Organization.- The said council shall organize within ten days 
from the date of the organization of the two boards of medical examiners, 
and shall elect from its own number a president and a secretary, who 
shall also act as treasurer, both of whom shall hold their oflSces for one 
year, or until their successors are chosen.

Sec. 9. Organization of Examining Boards; Meetings.— The first meet- 
ing of each of the examining boards, respectively, shall be held on the first 
Tuesday of July, 1895. At such meeting of each of the boards, respec- 
tively, an organization shall be effected by the election from their own 
membership of a president and secretary, for the purpose of examining 
applicants for certificate for license. Each of said boards of medical 
examiners shall hold two or more stated or special meetings in each year, 
due notice of which shall be made public at such times and places as 
they may determine.

After each examination the board of medical examiners 
having charge thereof shall, without unnecessary delay, act on the same.

Method of Applying for Examination; Qualifications of Ap- 
plicants.— From and after the passage of this act, any person not hereto- 
fore authorized to practice medicine and surgery in this State, and desir- 
ing to e«nter upon such practice, shall deliver to the secretary of the 
medical council, upon the payment of a fee of $10, a written application 
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, togetlier with satlBfactory proof thnt the applicant Is 
more than twenty-one years of age. Ib of good moral character, has ob- 
tained a competent common school eiluvtitloii, and haE received a. dlpluma 
conferring the degree of medicine from some legally iucorporatei! medical 
college. Applicants who have received their degree In medicine ufter the 
passage of tbla act niuBt have pnraned the study of medicine for at least 
four years, Including three regular courses of lectures in different years. 
In some legally incorporated medical college or colleges prior to the grant- 
ing of said diploma.

Sec, 15. Llceuae Issued by Clerk of the Peace.— The clerk of the peace 
of any of the counties of tbis State shall Issue a license signed by the 
governor and countersigned by the secretary of State and sealed with the 
seal of his office, certifying that such person is authorized to practice med- 
icine and surgery in this State, conformably to the laws thereof, to any 
person who shall present to him a certificate as provided In this act, or 
who shall have been qualified In one of the counties of this State prior to 
the passage of this act, and to no other person. 

Sec. 16. Construction of Act.— The provisions of this act shall not 
apply to physicians who are praetitioncrs of any other State coming into 
this State In cooaultatlon with any lawful practitioner of medicine and 
surgery In this State. 

Sec. 17. Penalty for Violation.— Any person practicing or attempting 
to practice medicine or siirE"ery within this State contrary to the pro- 
visions of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof in the court of general seaslona of the peace and Jail delivery of 
the county wherein the offense was committed shall pay n fine of not more 
than .$500 nor less than $100, or be Imprisoned for a term of not more 
than one year.

Sec. 1. Refusal or Revocation of Licenses.— That the medical council 
of Delaware may refuse to issue a certificate for a license to practice 
medicine and surgery or may revolve a certificate issued for a license 
to practice medicine or surgery for the following causes, to wit: Chronic 
and persistent inebriety; the practice of criminal abortion; conviction of 
a crime involving moral turpitude or for publicly advertising special 
ability to treat or cure chronic incurable diseases, or where any person 
shall present to the said medical council any diploma, license or certifi- 
cate that shall have been illegally obtained or that shall have been 
signed or issued unlawfully or under fraudulent representations; in com- 
plaints for violating the provisions of this section the accused person shall 
be furnished with a copy of the complaint and given a hearing before the 
said medical council in person or by attorney.

by the aflftdavit of the president and secretary of such board, showing 
also that the standard of requirements of the said board at tile time said 
license or certificate was issued was substantially the same as that re-

medical society or of the eclectic medical society of the DlHtrict of Co- 
lumbia, after fifteen days' notice by the commissioners of the District of 
Columbia, to submit the list of names aforesaid, said commissioners may 
appoint the members of the board of homeopathic medical examineca or 
of the board of eclectic medical examiners without restriction as to 
nomination by the society In default; And provided further, that said 
commissioners may at any time remove any member of eltber of the 
boards named In this act for neglect of duty or other Just cause, and that 
in case of the death, resignation or removal of any member the vacancy 
for the unexpired term of said member shall be filled in the same manner 
88 other appointments are made. 

Sec. fi. Organization of Boards: Meetings: Duties.— That each mem- 
ber of said boards of medical examiners of the District of Ooiumbin shall, 
before entering upon the discharge of his duties, take an oath to adminis- 
ter fairly and impartially the provisions of this act. Each board shall 
eiect from its own members a president and a Becrefai7. Each board 
shall hold a meeting for examination !n the city of Washington on the 
second Thursday in January. April. July, and OctotMT of each year, anfl 
continuing so long as may be. necessary to examine all applicjints, and 
other meetings shall be held at such times as the board of medical super- 
visors shall direct. Each of said boards shall examine, at the meeting 
Immediately following the receipt of the proper certlflcatea from the 
board of medical supervisors, all applicants for licenses to practice med- 
icine and surgery In the District of Columbia so certified. 



Sec. 7. Questions for Examinations; Subjects; Report of Results.— 
That the several boards of medical examiners shall, not less than one 
week prior to each examination, submit to the board of medical super- 
visors of the District of Columbia questions for thorough examinations in 
anatomy, physiology, chemistry, pathology, materia medica and thera- 
peutics, hygiene, histology, practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics and 
gynecology, diseases of the eye and ear, medical jurisprudence, and such 
other branches as said board of medical supervisors may direct. From 
the list of questions so submitted said board of medical supervisors shall 
select the questions for each examination, and such questions shall be the 
same for all candidates, except that in the departments of therapeutics, 
practice of medicine, and materia medica the questions shall be in har- 
mony with the system of medicine selected by the candidate. Said ex- 
aminations shall be conducted orally and in writing, in accordance with 
the rules and regulations prescribed by the board of medical supervisors, 
and shall embrace the subjects as stated in section 3 of this act. An 
official report of the result of each examination, signed by the president 
and the secretary and each acting member. of the board of medical ex- 
aminers conducting such examination, stating the average attained by 
each candidate in each branch, the general average, and the result of the 
examination, whether successful or unsuccessful, shall be transmitted to 
the board of medical supervisors within fifteen days from the date of such 
examination. Said report shall embrace all the examination papers, ques- 
tions and answers thereto. All such examination papers shall be kept for 
reference and inspection for a period of not less than five years. 

Sec. 8. License Issued by Board of Medical Supervisors; Who May 
Omit Examination; Register.— That if in the opinion of a majority of the 
board of medical supervisors, after a careful examination of the report 
of the board of medical examiners by which any applicant was examined, 
said applicant has fairly and successfully passed such examination as 
hereinbefore provided for, the board of medical supervisors of the District 
of Columbia shall, as soon thereafter as possible, issue to him a license 
signed by the pi^esident and the secretary of said board and attested by 
the seal of the District of Columbia, which license shall entitle said appli- 
cant, after it is* i-eglstered as hereinafter provided, to practice medicine 
and surgery in the District of Columbia; provided, that a license shall be 
issued upon application, free of cost and without examination, to each 
physician who is registered at the health office of the District of Columbia 
at the time of the passage of this act, and to physicians who may change 
their residence to the District of Columbia from any State or territory 
where medical laws and medical examining boards exist, the presentation 
of a certificate or license from a medical examining board, if found upon 
due inquiry to be true and genuine, being sufficient evidence of right to 
registration and certification under the provisions of this act; provided, 
that the medical laws and examining boards of such States and territories 
grant equal rights and recognition to the licentiates of the board herein 
created. All licenses issued by said board shall be numbered consecu- 
tively, and a register shall be kept by the secretary showing the number 
of each license, the date of issue, and to whom issued. 

Sec. 9. Midwifery; License; Examination.— That the board of medical

Sec. 13. Penalty for Violation.— That from and after the passage of 
this act any person practicing medicine and surgery or midwifery in the 
District of Columbia, or who shall publicly profess to do so, without first 
having obtained from the board of medical supervisors of the District of 
Columbia a license and registered the same as herein provided, or in vio- 
lation of any of the provisions of this act or any of the rules and regula- 
tions made by authority conferred herein, or after his license or registra- 
tion has beeoi canceled by order of said board of medical supervisors of 
the District of Columbia, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, 
upon conviction thereof, shall be punished for each offense by a fine of 
not less than [$] 50 nor more than $500, or by imprisonment in the Dis- 
trict jail for a period of not less than ten nor more than ninety days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment.

Administrative.— A board of supervisors consisting of the presidents 
of the boards of examiners and two persons not physicians, appointed by 
the commissioners of the District, administers the law through the regu- 
lar, homeopathic and eclectic examining boards of five physicians each, 
appointed by the commissioners from nominees recommended by the three 
societies. Executive oflScer, secretary of the board of supervisors. Regis- 
tration of license from board of supervisors in the oflice of the clerk of 
the supreme court and in the health office of the District. Fee, 50 cents. 

Professional.— The candidate for examination must present a diploma 
showing, if issued subsequent to June 30. 1898, that he has studied 
medicine and surgeiy not less than four years in a school authorized by 
law to confer the degree of M. D. 

Licensing.— The board of supervisors certifies that the licensee has 
given satisfactory evidence of age, character, medical education and all

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other matters required by law. The esamlnatlouB are prepared fi'om 
questions submltteil to the hoard of BuperviBors by the examining boaida, 
which mark the answers and report the reeults to the board of supervisors. 
E^ch candidate must pass In anatomy, physiology. chemlBtry, pathology, 
hygiene, histology, snrgery, obstetrics find gynecology, diseases of the 
eye and ear, materia medica, therapeutics, practice of medicine, Jurispru- 
dence and such oilier branches as said board ot superTisora may direct;

Bee. 801. Appointment of Medical Examiners.— The governor shall ap- 
point a. board of medical examiners in and for each Judicial circuit of the 
State, and he shall appoint one board of homeopathic medical examtneta 
for the State at large. 

Sec. 802. Qualification of Examiners.— Each circuit hoard of medical 
examiners shall be composei] of three practicing physicians of known 
ability, who shall be graduates of some medical college recognized by the 
American medical association, who shall be graduates in good standing 
of such reputable medical college or university, and who shall be residents 
of The circuit for which they shall be appointed. Said board of homeo- 
pathic medical examiners shall be composed of three practicing homeo- 
pathic physicians of itnown ability, who shall be graduates in good stand- 
ing of some medical college recognized by the American institute of 
homeopathy. 

Sec. SOS. Terms of Office.— The appointment of each member of each 
of said boards shall continue for four years from tlie date of such ap- 
pointment. Whenever a vacancy shall occur In any of said boards the 
same shall be tilled by appointment by the governor for the unexpired 

Sec. 804. To Elect rresident and Secretary and Make Rules.— Every 
board shall elect one of their number president and one secretary, and 
shall adopt all necessary rules for the guidance and control of their 
meetings. 

Sec. 805. Regular Meetings.— Each bnard shall meet regularly semi- 
annually at some central point In tlielr circuit lo conduct examinations 
and grant certificates as herein provided, and they shall give at least one 
month's public notice of their meeting hy pnblication in i 
newspaper published In the circnit In which such meeting is to be held, 
and If there be no such newspaper published In the circuit, it shall be

the following named subjects: anatomy, physiology, surgery, gynecology, 
therapeutics, obstetrics and chemistry, but no preference shall be given 
to any school of medicine: provided, that it shall be the duty of the board 
of homeopathic medical examiners to examine thoroughly every appli- 
cant for certificate of qualificatioin to practice medicine in any of its 
branches or departments, upon the production of his diploma from a 
college recognized by the American institute of homeopathy, upon the 
following named subjects: anatomy, physiology, surgery, gynecology, 
materia medica, therapeutics, obstetrics and chemistry; but no preference 
shall be given to any school of medicine. 

Sec. 807. Certificates.— When the board shall be satisfied as to the 
qualifications of an applicant they shall grant to him a certificate to that 
effect, which certificate shall entitle the person to whom granted to 
practice medicine in any county when the same shall have been recorded 
as required by section 809. 

Sec. 808. Two May Grant Certificates; Temporary Certificates.— Amy 
two members of said board may grant a certificate of qualification to an 
applicant [See laws 1897, sections 1 to 4, following, for temi>orary 
certificates]. 

Sec. 809. Record of Certificate.— The certificate provided for in the 
two preceding sections shall, before the person to whom it is granted 
shall be entitled to practice by virtue thereof, be recorded in th^ office of 
the clerk of the circuit court of the county in which such practitioner 
may reside or sojourn, in a well bound book to be kept by the clerk for 
that purpose, and when so recorded the clerk shall certify thereon under 
his official seal the fact and date of such record, and shall return such 
certificate to the person to whom the same was granted, and shall be 
entitled for such service to collect from the holder of such certificate 
the legal fee for recording. 

Sec. 810. Examination Pee.— The board shall be entitled to demand 
and receive from each applicaint examined the sum of $10 whether a 
certificate be granted such applicant or not. 

Certificates to Former Practitioners.— All practitioners who 
have been engaged in the practice of medicine, in any of its departments,

Applicants of Fifteen Years' Pi'actice.— Tbat when amy person 
has practiced medicine successfully and continuously for a period of 
fifteen years in the State of Florida, aud is of good moral character, upon 
proof of these facts being made to the board of medical examiners of the 
Judicial circuit of fhe State where applicant resides, the said board of 
medical examiners upon the application of anch ptiysician shall examine 
said applicant in any rpcogniKed scliool of practice that said applicant may 
elect to lie examined in and if such physician is fotiud to be competent 
the said lioard of m<>dlcal examlni'rs sliall Issue to such applicant a certifi- 
cate as is now provided for by law.

Sec, 1. Board of Eclectic Examiners.- Tlie governor shall appoint b,J 
board of eclectic medical examiners for the State at large; said board shall J 
be composed of three practicing eclectic physicians of known ability, vhty '. 
shall be graduates of a college of the eclectic school of medicine. 

Sec. 2. Examination of Applicants.— The saio board of eclectic med- 
ical examiners shall he authorized to examine all applicants, who shall 
present a certificate of graduation (showing that sncb applicant has taken 
not less than a two years' course), from some college of the ecleclle school 
of medicine, and shall not have autborlty to examine any applicant from 
any other school of medicine. 

Sec. 3. Duties of Board.- The duties of the board of eclectic medical 
examiners, as to organization, time and place of meeting, and in all other 
respects, except as stated In this hill, shall be the same as the powers 
conferred by law on the board of homeopathic medical examiners.

Licensing.— Legally organized medical schools are recognized. The 
subjects of examination are those usually taught in medical schools. 
Examination.— A general average of 75 per cent, is required. 

Sec. 1477. Who May Practice. — No person shall practice medicine 
within this State, unless he has been heretofore legally authorized so to 
do, or shall be. hereafter authorized so to do, by a diploma from an incor- 
porated medical college, medical school, or university, or has, after attend- 
ing one or more full terms at a regularly chartered medical college, been 
in active practice of medicine since the year 1866, or who was by law 
authorized to practice medicine in 1866, or shall have been licensed by the 
medical board. 

Sec. 1478. ''Practice Medicine" Defined.— For the purpose of this chap- 
ter, the words "practice medicine" shall mean to suggest, recommend, pre- 
scribe or direct, for the use of any person, any drug, medicine, appliance, 
apparatus, or other agency, whether material or not material, for tne cure, 
relief, or palliation of any ailment or disease of the mind or body, or for 
the cure or relief of any wound, fracture, or other bodily injury or any 
deformity, after having received or with the intent of receiving therefor 
either directly or indirectly, any bonus, gift, or compensation. 

Sec. 1479. Practitioners Must Register.— Every person lawfully en- 
gaged In the practice of medicine within this State, before commencing 
to practice, shall register in the office of the clerk of the superior court of 
the county wherein he resides and is practicing, or intends to commence 
the practice of medicine, in a book to be kept for the purpose by said 
clerk, his name, residence, and place of birth, together with his authority 
for practicing medicine, as prescribed in this chapter. The person so reg- 



istering shall subecribe or verity, by oatb or alHriuation, before a peraon 
duly ijuiillfied to ndmlnlster oatbs under the laws of this State, an affidavit 
(containing such facts, and whether such authority Is hj diploma or license, 
and tbe elate oC the same, and by whom granted, which shall be exliibtted 
to the connty Plerb before the arpUcaut shall be allowed to register. The 
county clerk shall receive a fee of -TO cents for each registration, to be 
paid by the person so registering. 

See. 1480, Must Register Again on Remova!.— Any snch registered 
physician in lliis State, who may chauge his residence Croui one county 
into another county In lhls\ State, shall register within the clerk's office 
of the county to which he removeB and wherein he intends to reside, and 
to practice meiJlcine. as provided in the preceding section. 

Sec. 1481. Medical Officers Excepted.— Nothing In this chapter shall 
apply to commlssloDed medical officers of the United States army or navy, 
or to the United States marine hospital service, or to legally qualified 
dentists in the pi^ctlce of their profession, or to any woman practicing 
only midwifery. 

Sec. 1482. Medical Boards, How Appointed.— The governor shall ap- 
point for this State three separate boards of medical examiners of five 
members each, as follows: One hoard to consist of five members of the 
regular school of medicine: one board of five members of the eclectic 
school of medicine; and one board of five members of the homeopathic 
school of medicine. The members of each of said boards shall be men 
learned In medicine and suigei?. of good moral and professional char- 
acter, and graduates of reputnhle medical colleges; but noue of them shall 
be members of the faculty of any medical college. Each of said tliree 
hoards shall be wholly Independent of and separate from the other two In 
the performance of Ihe duties herein required of each of aald boards.

Sec. 1483. Terms of Offlre.— The term of office of said members sball 
be for Ihe term of three years: provided, that two members of each hoard 
shall first be appointed for one year, two for two years, and one for 
three years; and subsequently each appointment shall be for the full 
term of three years. Any vacancy that may occur in said board, in conse- 
quence of ileath, resignation, removal from the State, or from other cause, 
shall he filled for the uuexplrrf term by the g<ivernor. 

Sec. 1484. Oath of Office.— Immediately and before entering upon the 
duties of said office, the menihers of said boards of medical esamlnera 
shall take the following oath: "I do swear (hat I will faithfully perform 
the dtities of a member of Ihe hoard of medical examiners for the State o( 
Georgia, to Ihe best of my ability— so help me <!od;" and shall flle the 
same in the office of the governor of the State, who, upon receiving the 
said oath of office shall issue to each examiner a certificate of appolnt- 
meot. 

Sec. 1486. Officers and MeetingB.— Immediately after the appointment 
and qualifleation of said members, each board shall meet and organize. 
The officers of said hoard shall he a president, vice-president, and secre- 
tary (Who shall act aa treasurer). Said officers shall be members of and 
elected hy their respective boards. Each board shall hold at least two 
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regular meetings in each year. One meeting shall be held on or Just before 
graduation day of each medical college now chartered, or that may here- 
after be chartered, in this State, and the board of examiners, after con- 
sultation with the faculty of said college, shall fix a time for its meeting 
to suit a majority of the studeoits graduating from said college; the other, 
on the second Tuesday in October. The meetings of each board may be 
held in such city as each board may determine for itself. Special meetings 
may be held upon the call of the president and two members of each 
board, but there shall be not less than two regular meetings in each year. 
Each board may prescribe rules, regulations, and by-laws for its proceed- 
ings and government, and shall keep permanent record of its actions. And 
each board shall examine and pass upon the qualifications of applicants 
for the practice of medicine in the State, as herein prescribed. 

Sec. 1486. Who May Be Examined.— It shall be the duty of each 
board, at any of its meetings, to examine only persons making application 
to it, who are graduates of an incorporated medical college, school, or uni- 
versity, that requires not less than three full courses of study of six 
months each, who shall desire to commence the practice of medicine or 
surgery in the State, and who shall not by the provisions of this article 
be exempt from such examination; but any person now matriculated as 
a student of medicine at any medical college, after graduation, and any 
person from another State who shall have graduated prior to April 1, 1895, 
at a lawfully chartered medical college requiring only two full courses 
of study, shall be eligible for examination and license: provided, always, 
that the applicant for such examination shall hold a lawfully conferred 
diploma from an incorporated medical college which conforms to the 
system of practice represented by the board to which the application shall 
be made; unless the applicant desires to practice a different system from 
that recognized in his diploma, then he shall appear before the board 
which represents the system that he proposes to practice.

never be appointed from nor represent any one school of medicine, and

Sec 5 Peiaons Now Tract icing —All persons except as hereinafter 
provided who aie legally engaged in the actual practice of medicine and 
surgery or either of them within the State at the time of the passage of 
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this act, under the provisions of the medical act of 1887, shall be licensed 
without examination to continue such practice under this act, by making 
application to the State medical examining board upon suitably prepared 
blanks to be furnished by said board, within six months from the taking 
effect of this act. The applicant shall be required to transmit with said 
application a certificate from the county recorder from the county in 
which he or she may reside, that said applicant is a bona fide resident 
of the State aind has recorded his or her diploma under the provisions of 
the medical act of 1887, giving date of such record. Persons who re- 
ceived a license under the now defunct medical law of 1897 will simply 
be required to transmit such license. The fee for license under this sec- 
tion shall be $5 and shall in each case accompany the application. Upon 
fulfilment of the requirements herein stated, the board shall issue to said 
applicant a license to practice medicine and surgery within this State. 
Persons for whom the provisions of this section are intended, failing or 
refusing to avail themselves of the same, shall be and are hereby subject 
to the requirements of section 6 of this act. 

Sec. 6. License on Examination.— After the passage of this act, every 
person, except as hereinafter provided, desiiring to commence the practice 
of medicine and surgery, or either of them, within the State, shall, 
immediately and prior to commencing the same, make a written applica- 
tion to the State medical examining board, upon suitable prepared blanks, 
to be furnished by the board, for a license so to do. The applicant shall 
transmit with said application his or her diploma, together with an afll- 
davit setting forth that said diploma is genuine and that the applicant is 
the rightful possessor thereof and the identical person named therein, 
and that same was obtained by pursuing the regular course of study or 
examination in said institution, and setting forth that he or she is a 
citizen of the United States, or has declared their intention of becoming 
such. If the said diploma has been issued by a reputable college of 
medicine in good standing, said applicant shall be eligible to examination. 
All applicants shall be examined in the applied branches of the theory 
and practice of medicine and surgery or either of them, as those branches 
are taught in the reputable chartered schools of the system of medicine to 
which the applicant belongs and which the applicant intends to practice, 
and such examination* shall in all case^ include anatomy, physiology, 
pathology, diagnosis, hygiene, chemistry, histology, and toxicology. No 
applicant for license shall be allowed to practice medicine and surgery or 
either of them until such license shall have been granted. The board shall 
cause the examination to be scientific and practical and sufllciently thor- 
ough to test the applicant's fitness to practice medicine and surgery or 
either of them, and if the applicant correctly answer at least 75 per cent. 
of all the questions submitted, said board shall grant the applicant a 
license to practice medicine and surgery in this State. Every applicant 
for license under any of the provisions of this act must furnish sufficient 
evidence to the board that they are of good moral character. All appli- 
cations under this section must be accompanied by ^25, which is the fee 
for examination under this section. Should the applicant fail to pass said 
examination, the fee is not returnable. The cost of transmission to and 
from the board of all papers belonging to an applicant under this or any 
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other section of this act sliall be paid by the applicant. In the case an 
applicant Cor an examination Calls to pass the rcQuired esaminatlon, he or 
she may he re-examined after the expiration of six months, and within 
one year, without the payment of an additional fee, and thereafter said 
applicant may be examined as often as desired at any regular or special 
meeting of the board on the payment of the regnlar fee for such examina- 
tion. Said board may also refuse a license, for unprofessional conduct, or 
conduct oC a criminal, immoral or dishonorable nature. 

Sec. 7. UnprofeBslonal Conduct Defined.— The words iinpTofessional 
or dishonorable conduct, as used in section f! or any other section of this 
act, is hereby declared to mean, first, the procuring or aiding or abetting 
In procuring a criminal abortion; second, the employment of what are 
popularly known as cappers or steerers in procuring practice; third, the 
obtaining of a Cee on the assurance that a manifestly incurable disease 
can be permanently cured; Courth. a wilful betrstya! of the professional 
secret to the detriment of a patient; fifth, all advertlBementa of medical 
business in which untruthful and improbable statements are made: sixth, 
all adTcrtisements, of any bind, of any medicine or means whei-eby the 
monthly periods of women can be regulated or the menses can he re- 
jBtablished if suppressed; seventh, conviction of any offense involving 
moral turpitude; eighth, habitual Inlemperance in the use of ardent spirits, 
narcotics, or stimulants. 

Sec. 8. Method of Holding Esominatloii.— All questloiis upon the dif- 
ferent branches of medicine and surgery submitted by said board to candi- 
dates for examination shall be either written or printed, or partly written 
and printed, and the ijuestion on each branch shall be arraJiged opon sep- 
arate sheets of paper and numbered consecutively. The candidates shall 
be supplied with a list of the questions upon but ooe branch or subject at 
a time, which, after completing his or her answers thereto, he or she shall 
be entitled to the next list of ciuestlons. and so on iti like manner until 
said candidate shall have been examined in nil the branches required. 
All answers to the riuestions thus submitted shall be in writing, upon 
suitable paper furnished by the board, no candidate being permitted to 
furnish his or her own paper for such written answers. Each list of the 
candidate's answers shall bear the same title as the corresponding list of 
questions, and each answer shall be numbered fo correspond with the 
question to which it refers. The questions submitted by tie board to each 
candidate examined, together with the answers thereto, shall be placed 
and kept on file In the office of the secretary of said board, and shall con- 
stitute part of the records of said olfice. 

Sec. 9. Complaint oC Unprofessional Conduct; Duties of Board; Juris- 
diction of District Courts.— When complaint is made to the board, of 
unprofessional or other conduct, on the part of any licentiate, under the 
provisions of this act, meriting a suspension, revocation or cancelation of 
hiB license, the board shall have power to hear evidence Cor and against 
the accused, touching such complaint, and iC the board be satisfied from 
the evidence of the justice of such complaint, Ihe board must institute 
proper proceedings in the district court in and for the county where such 
licentiate resides, for the suspension op revocation and cancelation of such 
liwn&e, and the district courts of this State are hereby vested with Juris- 
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diction to hear and determine all such proceedings, and to suspend or 
revoke and cancel any license at issue in any such proceedings. The 
accused shall be entitlecT to appear in person or by counsel at every stage 
of any such proceeding, from the first hearing of said complaint before the 
board to the final disposition of the case in the district court. All costs 
incident to any such proceeding in the district court shall be assessed by 
the court as the justice of the case, in the discretion of the court, may 
require. In all such proceedings the county attorney shall appear for the 
board in the district court. In case the board refuse to grant a license 
to practice* under this act, the applicant shall have the right to have the 
action of the board refusing such license reviewed by the district court 
in and for the county in which the meeting at which the license was 
refused was held, or such other county as may be agreed upon: provided, 
proceedings for such review be instituted within ten days after notice of 
such refusal upon the applicant. 

Sec. 10. Penalty for Violation.— Any person practicing medicine and 
surgery within this State, without having obtained the license herein pro- 
vided for, or contrary to the provisions of this act, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than 
$50 nor more than $300, or by imprisonment in the county jail not less than 
ten days, nor more than six months, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment, in the descretion of the court, together with the costs of prosecution, 
and each day such person continues to practice medicine and surgery, con- 
trary to the provisons of this act, shall constitute a separate offense. 

Sec. 11. License Recorded; Records.— Every person receiving a license 
under this act shall within thirty days thereafter have the same recorded 
in the office of the county recorder, within the county where the licentiate 
intends to practice. Otherwise, said license is void. The county recorder 
of each county shall have, suitably prepared, a separate book of record, in 
which all the licenses under this act, presented to them, shall be recorded, 
and on the first day of December of each year, furnish the secretary of 
State medical examining board a list of the licenses on record in his office, 
and upon notice to him from said secretary of the revocation of any license 
on record in his office or of the death or removal from the county, of any 
person whose license is on record therein, said recorder shall make a note 
of the fact on the page containing the record of said license, so that the 
records kept by said county recorder shall correspond with the records of 
his county, as kept by the secretary of said medical board. 

Sec. 12. Licenses.— All licenses issued by the board shall be numbered 
consecutively and in the order issued. Each license shall be signed by the 
president and secretary of the board, under the official seal of the board 
issuing the same. Four members of the board shall constitute a quorum 
to transact business at any regular or special meeting. 

Sec. 13. Reputable College Defined.— The words respectable or reput- 
able medical college or university in good standing are hereby declared to 
mean such medical colleges or universities as are legally chartered, reput- 
able, and in good standing within the State or country where they are 
located. 

Sec. 14. Practice of Medicine Defined; Not to Apply.— Any person shall 
be regarded as practicing medicine and surgery, or either, who shall adver- 
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TlS^nB^BMner, or bold blmself or herself oot to the public aa a phyri- 
cian aud surgeon, or ellher, !n Ihls Stat*, or who bIibII investigate or 
ililifmosllfnle iir offer tn Tuvfstlsale or diii^tnimtii'alP noy physical or 
mentol ailment of any person with a view of relieving the same as is com- 
monly done by phyaloiane and surgeona, or Buggeet, recommend, preecrlbe, 
or direct, for the use of any person, sick, injured, or deformed, any drug, 
niedicliie, means or nppllance for tlie lateniled rolipf, palliation, or cure of 
tlie Bame, with the Intent of receiving therefor, either directly or iudl- 
reclty, any fee, gift, or compensation whatsoever; provided, however. 
thlB act shall not apply to dentlsta and registered pharmaelstB or mldwives 
in the legitimate practice of their respective professions, nor to services 
rendered In cases of emerguncy. where no fee Is chargeil. Any person who 
shall present to the board, as his oi' her own, tiie dlplonia of another, or a 
. forged afllclavlt of tdentifirntion, or who rtliall attempt to personate another 
practitioner of a like or different name, shall upon conviction tliereof be 
subject to such line and imprisonment as are made and provided by the 
statutes of the State oC Idaho for the crime of forgery. 

Sec. IS. Prosecuting Officer; Board to Investigate Complaints.— It 
shall be the duty of the county attorneys to prosecute nil violations of this 
act within their respective counties. And all chbbs of appeal to the 
Hiipreme court of the State, the attorney general thereof shall represent 
said hoard upon such appeal. The board shall investigate all eomplalnta _ 
of noa-eom pi lance with or violations of the provisions of this act, and fa 
bring all such eases to the notice of the proper prosecuting officers. 

See. 16. Act Not to Apply.— This act shall not apply to commissioned 
medical officers of the United States army, navy, and marine hospita 
service In the (liseharge of llieir official duties, 'iior to railway surgeons l| 
the discharge of olBelal dntles, nor to legally qualified physiclana aad B 
geons from other States, when called in consultation with any fegally 
qualified physician and surgeon of this State. 

Sec. 17. fompensatlon of Poard —The niemliers of said hoard shall 
look alone to the revenues of this act for reimbursement nf ticfual expenses 
incurred in attendance upon the biiBiness of sessions of said tioard and 
they shflll look alone to the same soni-ce for their per diem allowance, 
which shall not exceed the sum of $5 per day eacii, for each day t 
board may be In actual session. 

Administrative,— An examining hoard of sis graduate phyBlclans of 
good moral repute representing the three schools of medicine, no school la 
the majority, appointed by the governor. Executive officer, secretaiT.j 
Registration of the license In the office of the county recorder Fee oq^ 
given. 

Professloual.- The candidate for examination must present a dlplomvfl 
from a legally chartered medical school la good standing. 

LIceusiag.— The hoard grants llcpnaes on examination. The candidataifl 
must pass a written examination in anatomy, physiology, pathology. dlag^T 
nosis, h.vptene, chemistry, hislology, toxicology; must give evidence tbafcfl 
he Is a citizen of the United States and of good moral character, A resl-^ 
dent legal practitioner, prior to March. 1889. may he licensed wlthont e 
amination. Fee for examinees $25. for practitioners $1S. 
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ILLINOIS. 

Resolutions Concerning the Good Standing of Medical Oolleges.-- 
(Adopted Jnly 11, 1890.)— 1. That the phrase *'medical college or institution 
in good standing," in the first paragraph of section 2, of the act to regulate 
the practice of medicine in the State of Illinois, in force July 1, 1890, is 
hereby defined to include only l^^lly organized, properly conducted med- 
ical institutions, having a sufficient and competent corps of instructors 
and ample facilities for teaching, dissections, ambulatory and hospital 
clinics, which conform to the requirements relative to the preliminary 
education of matriculates, the course and period of study, the number, 
-character and length of lecture terms, the duration of attendance on 
hospital and clinical instruction, which obtain in the majority of medical 
colleges in the United States. 

2. Tnat the Illinois State Board of Health will not consider In good 
standing, after January 1, 1900, any medical institution which does not 
require of all students (except graduates of reputable colleges of arts and 
sciences or of reputable colleges of dentistry, pharmacy, or veterinary 
medicine, to whom one year's advance standing may be granted) as a 
condition of graduation, an attendance of four full courses of lectures of 
at least six months each, in four separate years, no two courses commenc- 
ing or ending in the same calendar year of time. 

3. That no medical college issuing a catalogue or announcement in 
which are contained misrepresentations respecting its teaching, clinical or 
hospital facilities, its faculty or its courses of study, or false represen- 
tations as to the number of students matriculated or In attendance, will 
be regarded as in good standing. 

Licensing.— Resolution Concerning the Recognition of Medical Colleges 
in Illinois.— (Adopted July 11, 1899).— Whereas, section 2 of an net to regu- 
late the practice of medicine in the State of Illinois, and to repeal an act 
named therein, approved April 24, 1899, in force July 1, 1899, gives the 
State board of health discretionary power as to granting certificates 
without examination to graduates of legally chartered medical colleges in 
Illinois in good standing as may be determined by the board; and, 

Whereas, It is evident, notwithstanding the discretionary power 
granted to the board, that the true intent and purpose of this act is to re- 
quire all persons to prove their qualifications to the State board of health 
by passing an examination ; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That all applicants for a State certificate to practice med- 
icine and surgery in the State of Illinois, who are graduates of medical 
colleges in jrood standing as may be determined by this board, shall, before 
receiving a certificate, be obliged to pass an examination such as contem- 
plated in section 2, of an act to regulate the practice of medicine in the 
State of Illinois, in force July 1, 1899. 

State certificates authorizing the practice of medicine and surgery In 
the State of Illinois are issued by the State board of health on complying 
with the following requirements, based on the act to regulate the practice 
of mcHlicine in the State of Illinois, in force July 1, 1899. 

1. The applicant must present to the State board of health, for verlfl-

Luon, at the office of the aeorptary, in Sprljigfleld, or In Chicago at 
time of the examintitloD, the diplonin or license of a legally chartered 
medical institution In good starding. The diploma oi' license, when sent 
(o S|n-ingfleid. Kliould he rorwfirded, pH'pnid, liy exprcRs or registered mall. 
If by mall, letter postag[e mnat be atBxed to the package. 

2. Said diploma or license must be acL-ompanled by the affidavit of 
the holder and applicant on the blank form furnished by the board, that 
he or she is tlie lawful possessor of the same and Is the person named 
therein. The affidavit must shnw, also, the number of years the applicant 
hns studied niedlcliii'. Inrtudliig the time spent in iilteiidnin'c at medlrjil 
collegeB. 

3. Tlw affidavit must be accomiianied by lf>tters of recommendation 
with ivfirinl to tlie moral aiiid jirofessional i liai'Hi'Iei' of the nppUi'Hiif from 
at least two reputable medical men who live In IlUnots, or, If from non- 
resldejils of Ihe State, huch letters mnst Iw Indorseil by ivpntable medical 
men of Illinois. 

Examination. — I. The ai^llc-unts must pass nil exnniinatioii In tliose 
general stibjects and topics a knowledge of which is commonly and gen- 
erally riMiulred of candidates for the degree of doctor of medicine by 
reputable medical colleges in the United States. 

5. The fee of JIO for an examination must be paid in advance. If not 
paid In person, tlie fee Rhould be transmitted by postal money order, draft 
or check made payable to the secretary of the State board of health. No 
resiioiislblllty will be assumed for fees transmitted in any other manner. 

Tlie fee of 55 for a certifloate can lie paid In advance, or when the 
Jipplicmit i.'j notified that a. cerllflcate will be Issued. 

Reg-lstration.— (I. Persons desiring to take an csnmtBation should file 
their applications with the secretary as early an possible, so as to enable 
the board to determine as far as practicable the number to arrange fo''. 
If Is preferi'ed that Ihe affidavit and letters of recommendation be sub- 
mitted in due form to the secretary at Springfield before the esnminatlou. 

Time ami Character of Examination.— Examinations will be held qiiar- 
terlj- in Chicago, at the (Jreat Northern Hotel, in .Tanonry. April. July, 
and October, or. In escpptionnl Instancps. In the office of the hoard at 
Springfield. 

At the present time the examinalion comprises the following sulijecte: 
Anatomy, chemistry, gynecology, hygiene, materia medica. and thera- 
peutics, medical Jurlsqinidence. obstetrics, pathology and bacteriology, 
practice of medicine, physiology, surgery. Ten questions are asked on 
each hraach, the answers to which must be written. 

Applicants of the homeopathic, eclectic or physlomedieal schools of 
medicine will be examined in the subjects of practice of medicine and 
materia medica and therapeutics, In accordance with the tenets of the 
respective schools. 

Examinatiuns In a Poreigti Language.— An applicant who desires to be 
examined In another than the Bngliah languap\ should notify the wc- 
refaiy of the board of llie fact at least two weeks liefore the exam- 
ination, and forward with said notification a translation fee of *!!>. 
This fee should be remitted In a separate order, check or draff, or prefer- 
ably in currency In a registered letter. 
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The filing of application or taking of examination does not entitle ap- 
plicant to practice medicine. All con*espondence relating tb the practice 
of medicine should be addressed to the secretary, at Springfield, 111. 

In seeking information relative to the standing of any particular col- 
lege, applicants should give the correct name of the college, Its location 
and the particular session for which the information is desired. 

Sec. 1. State Board of Health; Organization.— That the State board 
of health shall organize within three months after the passage of this act; 
it shall procure a seal and shall receive through its secretary applicatioais 
for certificates and examinations. The president and secretary shall have 
the authority to administer oaths, and the board to take testimouy in all 
matters relating to its duties. 

Sec. 2. I^icense Necessary; Examinations; Graduates.— No person shall 
hereafter begin the practice of medicine, or any of the branches thereof, 
or midwifery, in this State without first applying for and obtaining a 
license from, the State board of health to do so. Application shall be in 
writing, and shall be accompanied by the examination fee hereinafter 
specified, and with proof that the applicant is of good moral character. 
Applications from candidates who desire to practice medicine and surgery 
in all their branches shall be accompanied by proof that the applicant is 
a graduate of a medical college or institution in good standing, as may 
be determined by the board. When the application aforesaid has been 
inspected by the board and found to comply with the foregoing provi- 
sions, the board shall notify the applicant to appear before it for examina- 
tion, at the time and place mentioned in such notice. Examinations may 
be made in whole or In part in writing by the board, and shall be of a 
character sufficiently strict to test the qualifications of the candidate as 
a practitioner. The examination of those who desire to practice medicine 
and surgery in all their branches shall embrace those general subjects 
and topics, a knowledge of which is commonly and generally required of 
candidates for the degree of doctor of medicine, by reputable medical 
colleges in the United States. The examination of those who desire to 
practice midwifery shall be of such a character as to determine the quali- 
fication of the applicant to practice midwifery. The examination of those 
who desire to practice any other system or science of treating human ail- 
ments who do not use medicines internally or externally, and who do 
not practice operative surgery shall be of a character sufficiently strict 
to test their qualifications as practitioners. All examinations provided 
for in this act shall be conducted under rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the board, which shall provide for a fair and wholly impartial 
method of examination. Provided, that graduates of legally chartered 
medical colleges in Illinois in good standing as may be determined by the 
board, may be granted certificates without examination. 

Sec. 8. License; Uestrictions.— If the applicant successfully passes 
his examination, or presents a diploma from a legally chartered medical 
college in Illinois in good standing, the board shall Issue to such applicant 
a license authorizing him to practice medicine, midwifery or other system 
of treating human ailments, as the case may be: provided, that those 
who are authorized to practice other systems can not use medicine in- 
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^THSSIi^o^eHe^BT^^te' perform eurKical operations: provided, further, 
that oiily thoee who are authorized to practice medicine and surgery In 
all their branches shall call or advertise themselves aa phyaicians or 
doctors: ;iiid provided, further, that fhoBe who arc authorized to practice 
midwifery shall not use any drug or medicine or attend other than cases 
of lahor. Such license shall be in such form aa may be determined by 
tiie t>oard, and in accordance with the provisions of this act: provided, 
however, that any wilful violation oa the part of an appllcjuit of any of 
tbe rulea and regulatioas of the board, governing examinations, shall be 
aufflclent cause for the board to refuse to Issue a license to such applicant. 
Such certificates shall be signed by all members of the board aud attested 
by the secretary. 

Sec. 4. (Jertiflcate Recorded: Register.— Every person holding a certifi- 
cate from the State hoard of health shall have it recorded In the office of 
the clerk of the comity in which he resides or practices within tliree 
months from its date, and the date of recording shall be tiidoraed thereon. 
Until such certificate is recorded, as herein provided, the holder thereof 
shall not esereise amy of the rights or privileges conferred therein. Any 
person practicing in another county shall record the certificate In like 
manner in the county in which be practices, and the holder of the certifi- 
cate shall pay to the county clerk the usual fee for making the record. 
The county clerk shail keep, in a hook provided for the purpose, a complete 
list of the certitfcates recorded by bira. with the date of the issue of the 
certificate. The register of the courrty clerk shall be open to public inspec- 
tion during business hours. 

Sec. 5. Fees.— The fees for examination and for a certificate shall be 
as follows; JIO for examination in medicine and surgery, and $5 for a cer- 
tificate If issued. $5 for an examination in midwifery, and S3 for a cer- 
tificate if issued. For all other practitioners $10 for an examination and 
S5 for a certificate issued. 

Sec. 6, Refusal and Revocation of Certificate.— The State board of 
bealtb may refuse to issue the certificates provided for to Ibis act to indi- 
viduals who have been convicted of the practice of criminal abortion, or 
who have by false or fraudulent representation obtained or sought to 
obtain practice In their profeBsion, or by false or fraudulent representation 
of their profession have obtained or sought to olituiii money or any other 
thing of value, or who advertise imder names other than their own. or for 
any other nn profess ioinnl or dishonorable conduct, and (he board may re- 
voke such certificates for like causes. Provided, that no certificate shall 
be revoked or refused unfit the holder or applicant shall l>e given a hearing 
before the board. 

Sec. 7. Practice of Medicine Defined; Not to Apply.- Any person shall 
be regarded as practicing medicine, within the meaning of this act, who 
shall treat or profess to treat, operate on or prescribe for ajjy physical ail- 
ment or any physical injury to or deformity of another: provided, that 
nothing in thia section shall be construed to apply to the administration 
of domestic or family remedies in cases of emergency, or to tlie laws 
regulating the practice of dentistry or of pharmacy. And this act shall 
not apply to surgeons of the United States army, navy or marine hoapt- 
tal service in the discharge of their official duties, or to any person who 
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ministers to or treats the sick or suffering by mental or spiritual means, 
without the use of any drug or material remedy. 

Sec. 8. Itinerant Vender.— That any itinerant vender of any drug, nos- 
trum, ointment or appliance of any kind intended for the treatment of 
diseases or injury, or who shall, by writing or printing, or any other 
method, profess to the public to cure or ti-eat disease or deformity by any 
drug, nostrum, or application, shall pay a license of $100 per month into 
the treasury of the board, to be collected by the board in the name of the 
people in the State of Illinois, for the use of said board. And it shall be 
lawful for the State board of health to issue such license on application 
made to said board, said license to be signed by the president of the board 
and attested by the secretary with the seal of the board; but said board 
may for suflacient cause refuse said license. And such itinerant vender, 
who shall, by writing or printing, or any other method, profess to cure 
or treat disease or deformity by any drug, nostrum or appliance without 
a license so to do, shall be deemed guilty of a violation of this section, 
and upon conviction shall be subject to the penalties hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 9. Penalty for Violation; Not to Apply.— Any i)erson practicing 
medicine or surgeiy or treating humain ailments in the State without a 
certificate issued by this board in compliance with the provisions of this 
act, or any itinerant vender violating the provisions of section 8 of this 
act, shall for each and every instance of such practice or violation forfeit 
and pay to the people of the State of Illinois, for the use of the said board 
of health, the sum of $100 for the first offense, and $200 for each subse- 
quent offense, the same to be recovered in an action of debt before any 
court of competent jurisdiction, and any person filing or attempting to file 
as his own the diploma or certificate of another, or a forged affidavit of 
identification, shall be guilty of a felony^ and upon conviction shall be 
subject to such fine and imprisonment as are made and provided by the 
statutes of the State for a crime of forgery: provided, that this section 
shall not apply to physicians who hold unrevoked certificates from the 
State board of health issued prior to the time of the taking effect of this 
act. 

Sec. 10. Judgment; Appeal.— Upon conviction of either of the offeaises 
mentioned in this act the court shall, as a part of the judgment, order that 
the defendant be committed to the common jail of the county until the 
fine and costs are paid, and upon failure to pay the same immediately 
the defendant shall be committed under said order for first offense not 
more than thirty days, and for each subsequent offense not more than 
ninety days: provided, that either party may appeal in the same time and 
manner as appeals may be taken in other cases, except that where an 
appeal is prayed in behalf of the people, no appeal bond shall be required 
to be filed, whether the appeal be from a justice of the peace or from the 
county or circuit courts, or from the appellate court. But it shall be 
sufficient in behalf of the people of the State of Illinois, for the use of the 
State board of health, to pray an appeal, and thereupon appeal may be 
had without bond or security. 

Sec. 11. Annual Report.— On the 30th day of September of each year 
the State board of health shall make a report of its proceedings, showing 
all items of receipts from all sources and disbursements for all purposes. 
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aud all funds in Ibe trvasui-y on said (iat<- wbicb liiive been ret-elved in tLe 
enforcement of this act stisll be paid into the State treasury. 

Administrative.— The State board of iieoltb n'lministei's the law. Bx- 
etutlve olItL*r, secretaiT. Itegislrallon of the certificate in a county deck's 
office. I.*gal foe for rei-ordLiig. 

Liceu Ring.— The board grunts ceitlficuteB on examination. Tlie appli- 
cant who desires to practice medicine and surgery in all tbeir branches 
must give proof that be is a graduate of a school approved hy the board, 
and ninBt Rubniit to bd pxanilnatiou in those general subjects required for 
file degree of doctor of medicine by reputable medical schools lu the 
Unit^l States, The applicant desiring to practice any other system or 
science of treating human ailments can not nee medicine Internally ot 
externally or perform surgical oporatlonB, and must puss an esainlnation. 
eufflcltntly strict to teat bis qualifications as a practitioner. Graduates of 
legally chartered schools lu Illinois approved by the board may I>p granted 
certificates wlthont examination (inoperative) Fee for examination SIO, 
certificate ?5.

Cherokee Nation. 
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—Laws 1802, Chapter 33.— 

Sec 741. Boards of Medical Esaminers; Appointu««it; Duty,— 
principal i-hief shall appoint In each supreme Judicial district thi 
reputable physicians, citlaens of the Cherokee nation, graduates of a 
iilar school of medicine, to constitute a board of medical examiners foe 
said district, and to grant license to such applicants as may preaent t 
him, from one of these boards, oi' boards of appeals, horeinafter provideftB 
for, a certificate of satisfactory examination. 

See. 742. Board of Appeals; Term.— Oue member elected from each o 
these three boards shall Jointly constitute a board of appeals, also a boarj 
of health, with gdvisoiy powers. The term of office of the members o 
said boards shall he four years, or until their successors are appointed. 

Sec. 743, Meeting*.— It shall be the duty of the aald district boards t 
hold a regular meeting at stated intervals of not less than nl.nety day«J 
provided, that when there is no applicant for examination it will not Mv 
necessary for the lumrd to convene. The hoard of appeals shall be. I 
convened upon a call of the presldeait or the request of two of Its memberB^.J 

Sec, 744, Record of Esarainatlous.— The board shall keep a record of 1 
all examinations which shall Ims conducted In writing, and after each meet- 
ing publish lu at least one newspaper of the Cherokee nation the Jiamed 
of successful applicants for license. 
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See. .7.45. Compensation of Boards; Fees.— The compensation to mem- 
bers of the district boards shall not exceed $10 (United States currency) 
and shall be collected from the applicant. The board of appeals shall be 
entitled to a fee of $25 in examinations on appeals. 

Sec. 746. License Necessary; Not to Apply; Qualifications for License. 
— All persons, not holding license to practice medicine in the Cherokee 
nation by virtue, of having been examined by the legally constituted 
medical board of the same, shall be subject to the operation of this law, 
whether he or she be a Cherokee citizen or not, and, before engaging in the 
practice of medicine in said nation, shall secure a license as hereinafter 
provided: provided, that this act shall not be construed as applying to 
persons who have been continually engaged in the practice of medicine 
in the nation for three years next preceding its passage, nor to medicines, 
nor to domestic medication, nor to enchantments in any form; provided, 
no license to practice shall be issued to any person not a graduate from 
tsome medical school of reputable standing. 

Sec. 747. Be-examination.— No rejected candidate shall be entitled to 
a re-examination by any board other than the rejecting one, until after the 
lapse of three months, after which time he shall be entitled to a re-exam- 
ination by the board of appeals upon payment of a fee not to exceed $25, 
upon whose certificate he or she shall be entitled to a license to practice 
medicine within the Cherokee nation. 

Sec. 748. Penalty for Violation.— Any person practicing medicine in 
violation of this act shall, upon conviction thereof, if a citizen of the 
Cherokee nation, be fined in the sum of $100, and in default of the pay- 
ment of the same shall be confined in the national prison at the rate of $1 
per day until paid, or, if not a Cherokee citizen, shall be removed from the 
country as provided by law for intruders. 

Sec. 749. Itinerant Vendoi*; License; A'iolation.— A.ny itinerant vendor 
of any drug, nostrum, ointment or appliance of any kind, intended for the 
treatment of disease or injury, or who shall by writing or printing, or any 
other method publicly profess to cure or treat diseases, injuries or de- 
formities by any drug, nostrum, manipulation or other expedient for a 
consideration, shall pay to the Cherokee nation a license of $50 per month, 
to be collected as provided by law, as all other licenses are now collected, 
and anybody violating the provisions of this act shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and, if a citizen of the Cherokee nation, upon conviction 
thereof, be fined in the sum of $200, or, in default of payment, be confined 
in the national jail for a term not exceeding six months. Any person not 
a citizen of the Cherokee nation, violating the provisions of this section, 
shall be an*ested and turned over to the Indian agent for expulsion from 
the Cherokee nation. 

Choctaw Nation. 

—Laws 1893, Page 235.— 

/ Sec. 1. Board of Physicians; Appointment; Duty.— The principal chief 
is authorized and required to appoint a board of physicians to consist of 
three persons, citizens of the Choctaw nation, who are regular graduates 
of some well-known medical college, and residents of said nation, whose 



duty It Hhull be (o examine all persons not pltizeue of this nation, wSd 
have located or may locate hereafter within tlie limits of said nation for 
the pvirpose of practicing medicine. 

Sec. 2. Application for Esamlnation.— Any person desiring to come be- 
fore the board for examiuation. Bhall make appllcatiun lii writing to said 
board, and shall accompany siicb application with Bufflclent reference of 
his or her moral character, tiy fonr or more citizens of the nation of good 
standing, to whom the applicant is known. Tlic fee for examinatloii of 
each applicant shall be S25. and in default of the payment of which In 
advance, the board are not required to make the examination. 

Bee. 3. Certificate on Examination; on Diploma.— If an applicant shall 
stand a satisfactory examination, or shall hold a diploma such as may be 
aalisfactory to said board, they shall grant said applicant a cei'tlflcate 
upon which the principal chief shall authorize the judges of the county 
CourtB to grant a permit to such applicant to practice mediclue; aud with- 
out the autiiorlty of the principal chief, as above mentloueil, the county 
Judge is hereby prohibited from granting the same. 

Sec. 4. Violation.— Any person, not a citlaen. who shall practice medi- 
cine In this nation In violation of the provisions of this act, shall be held 
to be aji intruder and dealt wllli accordingly. 

Muskogee or Ceeek Nation. 
—Laws 1893. Chapter 24.- 

Sec. 316. Board of PhysicIanH: Appointment; Duty.— The board of 
physicians shall be appointed by the principal chief and shall be composed 
of three regular graduates of some reputable and well authenticated 
medical college, and who are engaged In the regular practice of medicine. 
They shall be either citizens or inter-ma riled, residing in the Muskogee 
natiou. They shall examine all persons who desire to locate In this nation 
for the purpose of pracllclng medicine. 

Sec. 317. Ceitificnte on Diploma .—Any person desiring to practice 
medicine in this nation shall file his diploma with the board, and if, upom 
examluatioti, the diploma is found to be valid and authentic, the board 
shall give such applicant a certificate signed by the president and secretary 
of the board; which certificate thus signed shall entitle the applicant to 
practice medicine in this nation. The board may charge and collect a 
registration fee of $5 from each applicant. 

Bee. 318. Certificate on Bxamlnatlrai. -Every nongraduate who may 
desire to practice medicine In this nation shall make application to the 
board, and accompany his application with sufficient proof of good moral 
character, together with a fee of J25, which shall be a fee for examination; 
and If the board shall find the applicant qualified to practice medicine they 
shall gramt him a certificate which shall entitle him to practice in thla 
nation. 

Sec. 319. Violation.— Any nonclttaen claiming to be a physician who 
shall fall to comply with these reciulremenls shall be deemed an intruder 
and be dealt with accordingly; and the examining board shall report to 
the principal cblef any person practicing medicine In violation of s; 
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Sec. 320. Druggists.— No druggist or apothecary shall have the right 
to prescribe for or treat any patient until he shall first have complied with 
these requirements imder penalty of having his license revoked.

Choctaw nation.— Admiinistrative.— A board of three graduate physi- 
cians, citizens of the Choctaw nation, appointed by the principal chief. 

Licensing.— The board grants a certificate to the holder of a satisfac- 
tory diploma; a ndngraduate must submit to an examination and giv^ 
proof of good moral character. Fee $25. 
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Licensing.— The State board of medical examiners issues certificates on 
examination to graduates of recognized medical schools. To satisfy the 
minimum conditions of recognition schools must require for admission cer- 
tificates of good character from two reputable physicians of the State 
from which the applicant comes, a diploma or certificate of graduation

All persons beginning the practice of midwifery In this State after the 
passage of this act shall appear before one of the Stale boards of exam- 
iners and submit 10 such examination In midwifery as the board shall 
i-equlre. and .f such examination is satisfactory the said board shall 
njiou the receipt of S5 Issnc a certiflcate the same as provided for mid- 
wives, in practice at the time of the |>assage of Ihla act, which certifi- 
cate shall be registered as in the manner provided for mldwivcs In practice 
lit ilie time of Ihe passage of this ad. Imt for such registration with the 
secretaiy of the State board of health or with the clerk of n district court 
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the holder of said certificate shall be required to pay a fee of 50 cents only. 
This section does not apply to the so-called midwife of rural districts and 
plantation practice, who, in the sense of this act, are not considered as 
practicing midwifery as a profession. 

Sec. 6. Examiners, Officers, Seal.— That the boards of medical exam- 
iners are authorized to elect such officers and form such by-laws as may 
be necessary for the efficient operation of the boards. The boards shall 
have a common seal, and the president and secretary of their respective 
boai-ds shall be empowered to administer oaths in the taking of testi- 
mony upon any matters pertaining to the duties of said boards. 

Sec. 7. Meetings of Board.— That the board of examiners shall hold 
two regular meetings each year, one in the city of Orleans, and one in 
the city of Monroe, I>a., but the president of the board may call meetings 
elsewhere in the State whenever the board may deem it necessai*y or 
expedient. The call to be issued by the secretary and signed by the 
president. 

Sec. 8. Temporary Certificates.— That to prevent delay and incon- 
venience, one member of a board of medical examiners may grant a per- 
mit, after a satisfactory examination, to any applicant, and shall report 
thereon to the boards at the next regular meeting; such temporary permit 
shall not continue in force longer than until the next regular meeting of 
the boards, but such temporary permit^ shall in no case be granted within 
six months after the applicant has been refused a permit by the boards. 

Sec. 9. Certificates, How Recorded.— That the certificates issued in 
accordance with section 2 of this act shall be recorded in the office of the 
clerk of the district court of the parish, in which he or she resides, who 
shall make this recordation in a book to be kept for that purpose only, 
and also certify to such recordation by an indorsement on the original 
certificate, which the holder thereof shall transmit or deliver to the State 
board of health; and the clerk recording the same shall be entitled to a 
fee of $1. Such certificate transmitted or delivered to the State board of 
health shall entitle the holder to be placed on the list of registered physi- 
cians and surgeons, the publication of which is hereinafter provided for. 
Said board of health shall preserve such certificates, and a copy thereof, 
signed by its secretary, shall be received as evidence in the courts of this 
State; and for such copy a fee of 50 cents shall be paid. Until such 
recordation is made, the holder of such certificate shall not exercise any 
of the rights or privileges therein conferred to practice medicine. 

Sec. 10. List to Be rublished.— That it shall be the duty of the State 
board of health to publish annually in the official journal of the State 
(and if there be no such journal, in one of the daily newspapers published 
in the city of New Orleans) a list of the registered physicians and surgeons 
in the State and their residences; and such published list shall be received 
in evidence by the courts of this State as proof that the physicians and 
surgeons therein named are duly registered as required by law, and the 
said State board of health is hereby required to strike from said list 
the name of any person whose certificate may have been revoked by the 
State boards of medical examiners, as herein provided for. 

Sec. 11. Compensation of Examiners.— That the members of said 
boards of medical examiners shall receive, as a compensation for their ser- 
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vices, f lU per da; duriug tLelr BetisloD, and. in addition thereto" 

and traveling expensea bv the most direct route to and from (heir respect- 
ive places of residence to be paid out of any moneys In the treasury of the 
boards upon the e -tifl at of the president and secretary. The boards 
aie mjoneitd to demand a fee of [$] 1 for the Issuing of eaeh certificate. 
The fee tfir exnminntion shall be $10 If the appllcaot falls to pass a 
satisfactory examination and no certificate la issued to him or her, $5 
nly of his r hei fee Is to W letained The fee for certificate ot tempo- 
rary permit shall be $5, to be paid Into the treasury of the boards, said fee 
to be accredited to the applicant when he applies to the board for a perma- 
nent permit. 

Sec. 12, Itinertint Venders of Drugs.— That any itinerant vender ot" 
any drug, nostrum, ointment, or application of any kind, Intended for the 
treatment of disease or injury or who may, by writing, print or other 
niethoda, profess to cure or treat disease or deformity by any drug, 
noBtiTim, manipulation, or other expedient in this State, shall if found 
guilty, be fined In any sum not less than S2S and not exceeding $tOO Cor 
each otEense. to be recovered In an action of debt, before any court of 
competent .iurisdlctlon, or shall be imprisoned for a term of not less than 
ten days uor more than thirty days, or be both fined and imprisoned. 

Sec. 13. Who Will Be Considered as Practicing.— That any person 
shall be regarded as practicing mei^iclne, in any of its departments, within 
the meaning of this act, who shall append the letters M. D. or M, B. to his 
or lier name or repeatedly prescribe or direct, for the use of any person, 
or persona, any drug or medicine or other agency for the treatment, curt' 
or relief of any bodily injury, inflrmtty or disease. Tiiia act shall not 
apply to fanners and planters when exclusively practicing, without com- 
pensation, on their employes and tenants. 

Sec. 14. Penalties for Violation.— That if any person shall practice 
medicine in any of Its deportments, in this State, without first having 
obtained the certificate herein provided for, or contraiy to the provisions 
of this act, the board of medical examiners created by this act iii:iy. 
through their respective presidents, cause to issue In any competeait court 
a writ of injunction forbidding and enjoining said person from further 
practicing medicine in any of its departmenta In this State, until such 
person shall have first obtained the certificate herein provided for and 
under the provisions of this act. That said injunction shall not be subject 
ii> being released upon bond. That In the same suit in whch said injuiic- 
tiiiu may be applied for, the said boards, through their respective presi- 
rtents aforesaid, may aue for and demand of the defendant a penalty 
not to exceed JKXI; and in addition thereto attorney's fees not to exceed 
(60, besldee the costs of court; judgment for which penally, attorney's 
fees, and costs may be rendered in the same judgment In which the 
injunction may.be made absolute. That the trial of aaid proceeding shall 
be summary, and be tried by the judge without the Intervention of a 
jury. 

Sec. 15, Revocation of Certificates.— That the said boards shall have 
power to revoke any permit or certificate issued by them wheuevei' it 
shall appear that the physician thus licensed has been convicted of Im- 
■^nioral conduct before a competent conrt. 
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Sec. 16. Disabilities Imposed When.— That any practitioner of medi- 
cine, in any of its departments, failing to comply with the requirements of 
this act shall not be exempt from jury or military duty, nor be permitted 
to collect any fees or charges for services rendered nor be allowed to 
testify as a medical or surgical expert in any court in this State* nor 
execute any certificate as a physiciam or surgeon, or to hold any medical 
oflSce nor to be recognized by the State or parish or municipal corporation 
^s a physician or surgeon; nor shall be entitled to enjoy any of the privi- 
leges, rights or exemptions granted to physicians or surgeons by the laws 
of this State. 

Sec. 17. To Whom Act Is Not Applicable.— That this act shall not 
apply to any commissioned surgeons of the United States army, navy or 
marine hospital service; to physicians or surgeons from other States or 
Territories in actual consultation with a registered physician of this State; 
nor to any physician actually practicing in this State before the passage 
of this act and in accordance with then existing laws. 

Sec. 18. Annual Report of Board.— That the said boards shall report 
to the prosecuting officer of the State of Louisiana all persons violating 
the provisions of this act. They shall report, annually, to the governor 
of the State upon the condition of the practice of medicine in the State, 
its recommendations for the improvement of the practice, as well as a 
record of the proceedings of the board during the year; together with 
the names of all physicians or surgeons to whom the said board shall 
have issued certificates during the year, in accordance with the provisions 
of section 2 of this act. 

Sec. 19. Revenues of Board; Counsel.— That it shall be lawful for 
the said board of medical examiners, or any member thereof, in any man- 
ner whatever, or for any purpose, to charge or obligate the State of 
Louisiana for the payment of any money except as provided for in act 44 
of the acts of 1882 relating to the publication of registered physicians, etc., 
and the said boards shall look alone to the revenue derived from the 
operation of this act for the compensation designated in section 11 of 
this act. And if said revenue is not sufficient to pay each member in 
full, as per section 11, then the amount thus received shall be prorated 
among the members. But if at the end of the year there should be a 
greater revenue derived than sufficient to defray the expenses of the 
board at all their sessions for the year, as provided in section 7. such 
surplus shall remain in the treasury to be used in the expenditures of

Sec. 2, Organization; Mi-ctings: Powers.— The tiiembers of said board 
shall meet on the second Tuesday of .Tuly next, at such time and place as 
they may determine, and shall immediatel.v pi-oceed to organize by electing 
a chairman and secretarj', who shall hold their respective offices for the 
term of two years. The secretaiy shall give to the State treasurer a bond 
in the penal *>nm of $1,0011, with sufficient sureties, to be approved by the 
governor and council, for the faithful discharge of tJie dnties of his otHce.

three years next prior to the passage hereof, shall upon exhibition of 
satisfactory proof thereof to said board and upon the payment of a fee of 
$2 be entitled to registration, and j^aid board shall issue to him a certifi- 
(•at<^ signed by tlie chairman and secretary and sealed, and said certifi- 
cate shall state the facts and the cause of said registration, and must be 
publicly displayed at the person's principal place of business as long as 
said person continues such practice for gain or hire. 

Sec. 4. Applicants for Examination: Certificate; Revocation of Cer- 
tificate; Disposition of Fees.— Any person not entitled to registration as 
aforesaid shall, upon the payment of a fee of $10, be entitled to examina- 
tion, and if found (jualified by a majority of the members of the board 
present shall l>e registered as a physician or surgeon, and shall receive 
a certificate thereof as provided in section 3. Any person refused regis- 
tration may be re-examined at any regular meeting of said board, within 
two years of the time of such i-efusal, without additional fee, and there- 
after may be examined as often as he may desire uixon the payment of 
the fee of $10 for each examination. Said board, after a conviction before 
a proper court, for crime in the course of professional business, and after 
hearing, may by unanimous vote revoke any certificate issued by them 
and cancel the registration of the person to whom the same was issued.

Sec. 5. Compensation of Board.— 'I'lic compensation, incidental and 
traveling expenses of the board shall be paid from the treasuiy of the 
State. The compensation of members of the board shall be $5 each for 
every day actually spent in the discharge of their duties and ;") cents per 
mile each way for necessary traveling expenses in attending the meetings 
of the board, but in no case shall any more be paid than has actually 
been expended. The secretaiy shall be allowed extra compensation for 
books, stationeiy, postage and other necessary expenses actually incurred.

8ee, 7. Board to InveBtlgate Complaints of Violation.— It shall be the 
duty ot the board, its members or agentB, to InveBtlgate all complaints 
regarding noncompliance with or violation of the provisions of this act 
and to bring all such cases to the notice of the proper prosecuting officers. 

Sec. 8. AppllcaatB After January 1, 1896, Must Be Examined.— On and 
after tbe &rBt day of January in the year 1898, the board shall examine 
all applicants for registration as licensed physicians oi' surgeons. Eacli 
applicant must give satlafaciory proof of being 21 years of age and of 
having good moral character, and possessing a reasonable amount of 
average knowledge In the branches of science he desires to practice In, 
and must pay tbe fees herein provided. Examinations Bhall be, in whole 
or In part, In writing and shall be of an elementary and practical charac- 
ter. They shall embrace the general subjects of anatomy, physiology, 
pathology, materia medlca, therapeutics, surgery, the principles and prac- 
tice of medicine, obstetrics, or such brancheB thereof as the hoard may 
deem necessary for the applicant to posBess. 

Sec. 9. Penalty for Violation.— On and after the flrst day of January, 
1896, It shall be Illegal for any person not duly registered by this board to 
practice medicine or surgery, or any branch thereof for gain or hire within 
ihls State. Whoever not being registered aa aforesaid Bhall so practice or 
shall advertise or hold himself out to the public aa a physiclain or surgeon 
in this State who apijeuds to his name the letters "M. D.," or who uses the 
title of doctor or physician, meaning thereby a doctor of medicine, shall 
be punished by a flne of not less than [J] lOOnor more than ?500 for each 
offense, or by Imprisonment In Jail for three months or both. 

Sec. 10. Act Not to Apply.— This act shall not apply to the commis- 
sioned officers of the United States army, navy or marine hospital service, 
or to a physician or surgemi who Is called from another State to treat a 
particular case and who does not otherwise pra<:tico In this State, nor to 
prohibit gratuitous service or the rendering of aBslstanci^ in emergency 
cases, nor to medical students who prescribe or operate under the direc- 
tion of some registered physician or phyalcians, nor to midwlvee who lay 
no claim to the title of phyaician or doctor. 

Sec. 11. Further Excep 11 on b.— Neither shall this act apply to clairvoy- 
ants or to persons practicing hypnotism, magnetic healing, mind cure, 
nmasage, Chrlatlan science, so called, or any other method of healing if 
no poi^onoua or dangerous dnigB an? employed nor surgical operations 
performed; provided, such peraons do not violate any ot the provlalonB of 
section 9 of this act in relation to the use of "M. D." or the title of doctor 
or physician. 
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Administrative.— A board of registration composed of six graduate 
physicians appointed by the governor. Executive oflScer, secretary. Reg- 
istration of certificate by the board. Fee not given. 

Professional.— The applicant must possess a reasonable amount of 
average knowledge in the branches of the science he desires to practice. 

Licensing.— The board grants certificates on examination. The appli- 
cant must pass in anatomy, physiology, pathology, materia medica, thera- 
peutics, surgery, the principles and practice of medicine, obstetrics, or such 
other branches as the board may determine; must give evidence that he is 
more than 21 years of age, is of good moral character. Fee for examina- 
tion $10, for certificate $2. 



MARYLAND. 

Sec. 39. Who Affected by This Act.— Every person not now practicing 
medicine and surgery, who shall hereafter begin to practice medicine, and 
surgery In any of its departments, except dentistry, in the State of Mary- 
land, shall possess the qualifications required by this act. 

Sec. 40. Boards of Examiners; Term; Qualifications of Members.— 
From and after the first Tuesday in June, 1892, there shall be and continue 
to be two separate boards of medical examiners for the State of Maryland, 
one representing medical and chirurgical faculty of the State of Maryland, 
and one representing the Maryland State homeopathic medical society of 
the State of Maryland. Each board shall consist of seven members, and 
each of said members shall serve for a term of four years, or until their 
successors are appointed and qualified, each board to have exclusive rights 
to examine, pass upon the qualifications of, and license its own applicants, 
said members of the first or old-school board to be appointed by the 
medical and chirurgical faculty of Maryland, of which two shall be .from 
the counties of the eastern shore, and five from the western shore, of 
which latter number two shall be from the counties west of the Blue 
Ridge mountains; and said second or homeopathic board to be composed of 
seven physicians appointed by the Maryland State homeopathic medical 
society, of which three shall be resident of Baltimore, and four of the 
State at large; the appointees shall be physicians actually engaged in the 
practice of medicine, and of recognized ability and honor; the term of 
oflSce of each board shall commence on the first Tuesday in June, 1892. 
No member of any college or university, and no physician, having a 
pecuniary interest in the trade of pharmacy, shall be appointed to serve 
as a member of either of said boards; vacancies occurring in such for 
unexpired terms shall be filled by the board, in accordance with the fore- 
going provisions of this section, and for expired term in same manner as 
for first appointees. 

Sec. 41. Meetings; Organization; Register of Applicants.— That each 
board of medical examiners shall meet within thirty days after receiving 
official notice of their appointment. At the first meeting of each of the 
boards respectively, an organization shall be effected by the election, from 
their own membership, of a president and secretary, for the purpose of 
examining applicants for license each of said boards of medical examiners 
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shall bold one or more stated or special meetinga iu each year, due Jiotlce 
of whicli shall be made public, at such times and places as may be 
determined by the members thereof respectively; at said stated or special 
meet-liigB a majority of the members of the board sball constitute a 
i|Horum thereof. Each of said boards of medical examiners shall keep 
ail official register of all applicants for examination for n license to prac- 
tice medicine nnd surgery In tills State, said register for license shall show 
the name, age, and iaat place of residence oC each candidate, I he school 
from whicli lie or she may have graduated, and whether such applicant 
was rejected or licensed under this act, but such matters shall not be 
written In said register or made public until after the examination. 

Sec. 42. Examinations; Subjects, Character.— At the first meeting of 
an examining board, or at a stated or special meeting held snbsequently, 
suitable provisions shall be made by each of the examining boards to pre- 
pare a schedule of writtwi ex am io at ions upon anatomy, physiology, chem- 
iatiT. surgery, practice of liicdlclnL', materia medica and therapeutics, 
obstetrics, gynecology, pathology, luedlcol Jnrlsprudence, and hygiene and 
Bball require the same standard of excellence from all candidates. In the 
department of therapeutics and practice the questions shall be in hnrmooy 
with the tenets of the school selected by the candidate; the standard of 
acquirements therein to he established b.v each hoard for itself. When- 
ever members of any hoard are necessarily absent from meetings held 
tor the esnmlnation of nppllcaoits for license, suitable temporary provision 
shall be made for thorough examination In each and all of the aforesaid 
subjects by the members present.

lias been lieretofore improperly and wrongfully registered as physiclniu or 
surgeon, or both, upon his own application and affidavit upon the register 
of physicians or hook kept for such purpose in any court of this Stare, 
for the reason (aa said petitioner is empowei-ed) that such person was not

that said practitioner prays that the name of such person shall be struck 
from the registry of physicians aforesaid. Upon the filing of such peti- 
tion the court or one of the judges thereof shall pass an order requiring 
the person therein alleged to be wrongfully or improperly registered to 
answer the same, under oath, on or before a date to be named within 
thirty days from the date of such order, and to show cause, if any there 
be, why the prayer of such petition should not be granted, which order 
shall be stnved upon said last named person; and if said petition shall 
not be answered within the time named, as aforesaid, or if the answer 
thereto shall be adjudged insufficient by the court, then the court shall 
pass an order directing that the name of such person alleged to be wrong- 
fully or improperly registered shall be stricken from the registry of physi- 
cians or surgeons where the same shall have been registered; but if said 
petition shall be answered by the defendant, being the person against

gratuitous services; nor to clairvoyants, or to persons practicing hypmo- 
tism, magnetic healing, mind cure, massage methods, Christian science, 
cosmopathic or any other method of healing: provided, such persons do 
not violate any of the provisions of section 10 of this act. 

—Laws 1896, Chapter 230.— 

Sec. 1. Form of Applications.— All applications for registration as 
physicians or surgeons under the provisions of chapter 458 of the acts 
of the year 1894 shall be made upon blanks to be furnished by the board 
of registration in medicine and shall be signed and swora to by the 
applicants. 

Sec. 2. Who May be R^^gistered.- Said board shall examine all appli- 
caiuts. and only such as are foimd qualified and shall give satisfactory 
proof of being twenty-one years of age and of good moral character shall 
HH'eive certificates of registration as provided in said act: provided, how- 
ever, tliat said l)oard shall register without examination any applicant 
whom it may find to be of good moral character, of moi^e tliau sixty years 
of age. and a graduate of a legally chartered medical college having power 
to confer degrees in medicine, and who has been a practitioner of mediciine 
in this commonwealth for a period of ten years next prior to the passage 
of this act, and who otherwise complies with the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 3. Revocation of Certificates.— Said board may by a unanimous 
vote, after a liearing, revoke any certificate issued by it to. and cancel the 
registration of. any person convicted of any crime in the practice of his 
professional business or convicted of a felony. 

Sec. 4. Practicing lender Assumed Name.— Any person who shall prac- 
tice medicine or surgery under a false or assumed name, or under a name 
other than that under which he is registered, or who shall personate 
another practitioner of a like or different name, shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than $100 nqr more than $500 for each offense, or by 
imiM'isonment in jail three months, or by both. "^^ 

Administrative.— A board of registration of seven graduate physicians 
appointed by the governor. Executive oflScer, secretary. Registration of 
certificate liy the board. Fee not given. 

Licensing.— The board issues certificates to practitioners and exam- 
inees. Practitioners must be graduates of legally chartered schools, with 
ten years' practice in the commonwealth next prior to the passage of 
tills act: must lie more than sixty years of age, of good moral character. 
Examiaiees must pass in anatomy, surgery, physiology, obstetrics, and 
practice of medicine; must be more than twenty-one years of age, of good 
moral character. "Fee for examination $20, for certificate $1. 
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The State board of registration comprises ten members, with Malcolm 
C. Sinclair, M. D.. Grand Rapide, for president and Beverley D. Harison, 
M. D., Sault Ste. Marie, for secretary. The committees for 1899-1900 are 
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(1) auditing, |2) siHUdHrdt^ ittid L-ulltges. (3) exainltiatloua, (1) legislation 
and lUlgntion. 15) supplies. (C) registration, among which (2) and (4) ai'e 
very inniortant. None of them liave reporled, but any time after the 
middle of January the secretary can furniah a full report of the rules aud 
regulations as flnally adopted by the board.— Pres.

Sec. 1, Board of KeglHtration; Appointment: Qualiflcationa.— That thie 
governor shall appoint, by and with the advice and consent of the senate.

167 of 1883, as amended in 1887, entitled "An act to promote public 
health." The fee for applicants of this cla«s shall be $1. 

2. The applicant shall be registered and given a certificate of registra- 
tion if he shall present a certified copy or certificate of registration or 
license which has been issued to said applicant in any foreign nation 
where the requirements for registration shall be deemed by said board to 
be equivalent to those of this act: provided, such countiy shall accord a 
like privilege to holders of certificates from this board. The fee for regis- 
tration from applicants of this class shall be $25. 

3. The applicant shall be registered and giveo a certificate of registra- 
tion if he shall satisfactorily pass an examination before the board upon 
the following subjects: anatomy, physiology, chemistry, pathology, thera- 
peutics, toxicology, histology, hygiene, public health laws of Michigan, 
practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics, gynecology, diseases of the eye 
and ear, bacteriology, and medical jurisprudence; said examination to be 
conducted as follows:

Who May Practice; Diploma Must Be Recorded.— Any person 
having a diploma regularly Issued by the American school of osteopathy 
of KirkavIHe, Missouri, or any other legally chartered and regularly con- 
ducted school of osteopathy, who shall have biien In personal attendajiee as 
student o( anatomy, physiology tiud dlsi'asea of the human structure. In 
such school, for at least four terms of not less than live months each, be- 
fore graduation, shall be authorized to ti'eat diseases of the human body 
according to such system, without the use of medicine or surgery, after 
having filed such diploma for record with the clerk of the county in which 
snch person proposes to practice, aud having filed with such clerk an

Fee for practitioners $1, 
foreign licentiates $25; examinees, graduates and licentiates from other 
States, $10. 

MINNESOTA. 

Licensing.— Examinations are held at the regular meetings of the 
board. A general average of 75 per cent, is required. The successful 
candidate must secure 75 per cent, in practice of medicine, surgery, materia 
medica, obstetrics, diseases of women and children, and a minimum of 65 
per cent, in each of the remaining subjects. In case of failure, the candi- 
date may enter any subsequent examination. The examinations are in 
writing and in English. Two hours is allowed for each subject. 

Sec. 671. Appointment; Term of Office.— The governor of this State 
shall appoint a board of examiners, to be known as the State board of 
medical examiners, consisting of nine members; who shall hold their office 
for three years after such appointment and until their successors are ap- 
pointed: provided, that the members thereof first appointed under this 
act shall be divided into three classes, each class to consist of three. The 
first class shall hold office under said appointment for the period of one 
year, the second class for two years, and the third class for three years 
from the date of their appointment.

Sec. 675. Penalty to Practice Without License.— Aaiy i)erson practic- 
ing medicine or suigeiy within this State without first having obtained the 
license herein provided for, or contrary to the provisions of this act. shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined 
not less than [.$1 50 nor more than Jf^lOO, or by imprisonment in the county 
jail not less than ten days, nor more than ninety days, or both tines and 
imprisonment. Any ijerson shall be regarded as practicing within the 
meaning of this act who shall ai)pend the letters "Af. D." or "M. B." to his 
or her name, for a fee prescril)e. direct or recommend for the use of any 
person any drug or medicine, or other agency for the treatment, care or 
relief of any wound, fracture or bodily injury, infirmity or disease: pro- 
vided, however, this act shall not apply to dentists.

Sec. ()7(5. This Act Not to Apply.— This act shall not apply to commis- 
sioned surgeons of the I'uited States army or navy, to physicians or sur- 



geaas In actual consultatloii from other States or tMTitorl«B, or to actual 
niedU-al studeiitR practicing medicine under the direct supervlHloii of a 
preceptor.

Osteopathy. 
—Laws 1897, Chapter 415.— 

Sec. 1. Osteopathy Not the Practice of Medicine. — The system, 
method or science of treating diseases of the human body, commonly 
known as osteopathy, and as taught and practiced by the American school 
of osteopathy of Kirksville, Missouri, is hereby declared not to be the 
practice of medicine and surgery within the meaning of article I, chapter 
110, of the revised statutes of Missouri of 1889, and not subject to the 
provisions of said article. 

Sec. 2. Who May Practice; Piling Diploma; Fee.— Any i)erson having 
a diploma regularly issued by the American school of osteopathy of Kirks- 
ville, Missouri, or any other legally chartered and regularly conducted 
school of osteopathy, who shall have been in personal attendance as a 
student in such school for at least four terms of not less than five months 
each before graduation, shall be authorized to treat diseases of the human 
body according to such system, after having filed such diploma for record 
with the clerk of the county court of the county in which such person 
proposes to practice: and having filed with such clerk an affidavit that 
the diploma is genuine, and that he or she is the person to whom the 
same was issued, and that all the provisions of this act were fully com-. 
plied with before the issuing of such diploma; whereupon the clerk shall 
record such diploma in a book to be provided by him for that purpose, and 
shall indorse upon such diploma the date of filing and recording the same, 
for which he shall receive from such person a fee of $1. 

Sec. 3. Penalty for Violation.— Any person who shall practice, or pre- 
tend, or attempt to practice or use the system, method or science of oste- 
opathy in treating diseases of the human body without having complied 
with the provisions of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof, be fined in a sum of not less than [$] 50 nor 
more than $100 for each offense: provided, that nothing in this act shall be 
construed as prohibiting any legally authorized practitioner of medicine or 
surgei-y in this State from curing or relieving disease, with or without 
drugs, or by any manipulation by which any disease may be cured or 
alleviated. 

Administrative.— The State board of health administers the law. Ex- 
ecutive officer, secretary. Registration of the certificate with a clerk of 
the county, in St. Ix)uis with the city register or health commissioner. 
Usual fee for recording. 

Licensing.- The board issues certificates to applicants that furnish 
satisfactory proof of diploma or license from a legally chartered school.

MONTANA. 

Licensing.— The medical schools recognized are those recognized by 
the Illinois board of health. In the examination a general average of 
75 per cent, is required. 

Sec. (lOO. Board of Examiners; Appointment; Term.— The governor, 
with the advice and consent of the senate, shall appoint seven learned, 
skilled aaid capable physicians, who shall have been residents of the State 
of Montana for not less than two years preceding their appointment, not 
more than two of whom shall be from the same county, and who have 
attended three courses of lectures, and are graduates of accredited col- 
leges of medicine, who shall constitute the board of examiners for the 
purposes of this act. The physicians so appointed shall hold their re- 
spective offices for seven years; provided, that the terms in office of those 
constituting the present board shall not be affected by the provisions of 
this act; and the terms of their successors shall be so arranged as to 
succeed the present incumbents as their terms expire; and provided, also, 
that all vacancies occurring shall l>e likewise filled by appointment by 
the governor by the advice and consent of the senate.

The 
president and secretary shall have the power to administer oaths in exam- 
ination of applicants for certificates, and witnesses called before the board 
in the transaction of business under the i)rovisions of this act. The board 
of examiners must hold meetings for examinations at the seat of govern- 
ment on the first Tuesdays of April and October of each year, and at such 
other times and at the same and other pla(*es as the board may determine.

Application for ('iM'tificate; Diploma; Examination; Tem- 
porary Certiticate.- Every person hereafter wisliing to practice medicine 
or surgery in any of their departments in this State, shall apply to said 
board for a certificate so to do. Every person applying shall present his 
or her (lii)I()nia to the said board of examiners for verification as to its 
genuineness: if the diploma is found genuine and is issued by a medical 
school legally organized and in good standing, whose teachers are gradu- 
ates of a legally organized scliool, which facts the said board of examiners 
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shall determine, and if the person presenting and claiming said diploma 
be the person to whom the same was originally granted, at a time and 
place designated by said board, or at a regular meeting of said board, 
said applicant shall submit to an examination Ln the following branches, 
to wit: anatomy, physiology, chemistry, histology, materia medica, thera- 
peutics, preventive medicine, practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics, 
diseases of women and children, diseases of the nei-vous system, diseases 
of the eye and ear, medical jurisprudence, and such other braoiches as the 
board may deem advisable, and present evidence of having attended four 
courses of lectures of at least six months each, but such evidence of 
having attended four courses of lectures shall not be required of applicants 
graduating prior to July 1, 1898; said board shall cause such examination 
to be both scientific and practical, but of sufficient thoroughness and 
severity to test the candidate's fitness to practice medicine and surgery: 
when desired, such examination may ])e conducted in the presence of 
the deaai of any medical school, or the president of any uunlical society 
in this State. After examination, such ])oard shall, if the candidate has 
been found qualified, grant a certificate to such candidate to practice 
medicine and surgery in the State of Montana: which said certificate 
can only l>e granted by the consent of not less than four members of the

The hearing provided for herein must 
take place within twenty days after the service of the copy of the charges 
upon the applicant, unless delayed by. or further time is granted to the 
applicant, and the decision of the board must not be later than ten days 
after the day of liearing. If the decision is not rendered within said 
period of ten days, the applicant is not subject to any penalties for prac- 
ticing without a certificate during the time that elapsi^s l>efore the decision 
is made. The board, with the concunvnce of four members thereof, may 
revoke a certificate for unprofessional, dishonorable or immoral conduct. 
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Before aiich revooiiliou vau lake place, a written complaJiit speoiflcally 
stating the charges agahiet th« person whose certificate Is Bought to be 
revoked must be delivered to the boftrd and a copy thereof lie aerved upon 
such person twenty days Iwfore the time fixed by the board for the 
hearing of such charges. The board must fix the time and place for the 
hearing, at whicli the peraou charged may appear and produt-e testimony 
la refutation ot such ehargee. If, after such hearing, the board revoke 
the certificate of Kuch pernon, the ground upon which sncli revocation 
is made must be Hpeeltically elated by the board in writing, and a copy 
thereof detlvered on demnud, to the person whose certificate Is revolted. 
Ill all cases of the refusal or revocation of n certifli:nte to practice medi- 
cine by the said board, the person aggrieved thereby may appeal from tlie 
deoisiou of tlie board to the district court of the county In which sncb 
revocation or refusal was made. The appeal le taken by the appellant 
serving notice of itppeal upon any officer of the board within thirty daya 
after receiving from the board a copy of the decision, and filing within 
the same time with the ciprk of the proper district court a verified copy 
of the aecision appealed from, together with a verified copy of any 
charges furnished by the board to the appellant. The appeal is conducted 
to a determination in all respects as un appeal from a decision of a board 
of county commissioners diBallowjug a claim. The dlals'ict cotirt must 
nftli'm or revei'Se the decision of the board of medical examiners. In 
case of reveranl. a certified copy of the judgment la equivalent to a cer- 
tificate permitting the appellant to iiractice medicine and surgeiy. An 
appeal may be taken from tlie judgment of the district court by either 
party to the supreme court within plxty days from the entry thereof, in 
like manner as In civil cases. In case of an appeal from a decision revok- 
ing a certificate the appellant may be permitted. In the dlacretioTi of the 
court, to practice during the pendency of the appeal. 

Sec. 804. Certificate to Be Recorded.— Ev)a"y person obtaining a cer- 
Uflcate from the board must, within sixty days from the date thereof, 
have the same recorded In the nfllce of llie county clerk in the county 
wherein he resides; if he removes from one county to another to practice 
medicine or Burgery, his certificate must immediately be recorded in the 
county to which he removes. The county clerk must Indorse upon the 
certificate the date of record, and he is entitled to charge and receive bis 
usual fees for such services, the fee to l>e paid by the applicant. Until 
the certificate be recorded, as provided by this Heotiou, the physician prac- 
ticing under It is subject to the penalties prescrllied in the penal code for 
practicing wllbout a certificate. 

Sec. 606. Not to Apply.— This act shall not apply to midwlvea of skill 
and experience, iiimmlssioned surgeons of the Unitecl States army and 
navy in the discharge of their offlelal duties, nor to physicians and 
surgeons In actual consultation from other States and territories. 

Sec. finfi. Penally for Violatiou; Prnctiee of Medicine Defined.— .\ny 
person practicing medicine oi- surgery within this State contrai? to the 
provisions of this act. shall, for each violation of the provisions of this 
act. be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not 
more than JSOO nor less than flOO, or by imprisonment In the county jail 
(or not more than ninety days nor less than' thirty days, or by both 
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said fine and imprisonment as the court may determine. Any i>er8on 
shall be regarded as practicing within the meaning of this act who shall 
appeoid the letters M. D. to his or her name, who shall profvss publicly 
lo be a physician or surgeon, or who shall recommend, prescriln* or direct, 
for the use of any person, any drug, medicine, appliance, apparatus or 
other agency, whether material or not material, for the cun\ ivllef or 
palliation of any ailment or disease of the mind or lK)dy, or for the cure 
or relief of any wound, fracture or bodily injury or othei* deformity, after 
having received or with the intent of receiving therefor, either directly or 
Indirectly, any bonus, gift or comi>ensation. 

Sec. 607. Fee; Disposition of Funds. — Candidates for examination 
shall pay in advance to the secretary of the boaixi of nuMllcal examiners 
a fee of $15, which fee shall defray the entire expense of said candidates 
for examination before the aforesaid board of examiners. Any one 
failing to pass the required examination shall be entitled to a second 
examination within six months, without fee. And the moneys so rec<»lved 
shall be turned over to the State treasurer, to be by him deposited In the 
medical board fund as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 608. Compensation of Board; Medical Board Fund; Annual Ho- 
port.— Each member of the boai'd is hereby allowed tlie sum of $5 per 
day and railage while in the active and necessary discharge of his duties.

Tlie Htato 
treasure!* is hereby directed and required to set such sum apart to the 
credit of such fund, subject to the orders and dlsbnrH<»menis as herein 
provided for. The money in such fund shall only be paid out by wnrrant 
on said fund on an order drawn by the secretary of said bonrd, coiMit4?r- 
signed by the president. The rate of mileage and att^endance Imfore said 
board shall be the same as is now allowed in justice; of the peace courts. 
And the board must report annually on the first Monday of NovemlH»r to 
the governor, which report must show all the transactions of the bcmrd, 
giving the number of applications received, and from whom received, the 
number of certificates granted and rejected, and the names of those re- 
ceiving certificates and those reject^'d, giving the reasons therefor, the 
amount of money received, the expenses, the f(»es and mllwige paid, and 
by whom received, and the amount of money remaining in said fund.

wlioiu shall tM" of the acliiiol known as the "(»cleeli<'," whenever the 
resident physicians of the Stale shall afford HutHclent members of these 
lesijeetlve Ki-hools. Tliey slmll be ni>polnted bj the govf'nior for the terms, 
renpectively. one for five years, one for foor yeni's, one for three ycnra. 
one for two yt'ara, and one for one year, from the date of their appolut- 
m«nts. In ease of a vacancy occuri'injr In wild Ijoant through death. I'eslg- 
natlon or iiei'maneiit removal from llie State, aueh vaeauey shall he tilled 
by the governor liy the appointment of a person duly (lualiflwf under this 
ael to till tile unexpired lorm of Uip person In whose siead the appolnt- 
nu-nt is made. Bach appointment, after the exiilralioM of the terms for 
which appolntmentR shall flist be made, nhall l)e for live years next 
ensnloiK tlie period for whleli the said ilrst appointmeutR itre made. 

Sec. 2. Organization of Board: Meetings,— Said l>oard shall choose one 
of Its members president and one thereof secretary, who sliall hold their 
oftieeM for one year from tiie date of their selection. The first meml>e.rH 
apiNjInled on said board shall meet and orgnailzi' at tlip State capltol in 
(;iii'son_ City. Nevada, on the first day of May, INTO, and Thereafter they 
shall meet twice in each year, on the first Monday of May aiid November, 
at such place as shall he most convenient to the said booi'd and the appli- 
cants for authority to practice in this State. And due notice shall tie 
given hy pulilieatlon in a uewspaiior of all such nieetinigs. 

Sec. -H. Powers and Duties of Board.— Said Ixiard shall procure a seal 
and shall receive through their president or secretary applications for ex- 
andnatfoiis or I'erlitlcates; the president and secretni^' shall have authority 
to administer oaths and the hoai'd to take testimony in all matters relating 
to its duties: it shall issue certificates to all who fuimish satisfactory proof 
of having rei*ived diphimas or licenses from reptitalile and legally ehar- 
terod medical iusfltutloua of tJie United Stittes which are in good standing, 
or from the State exaraininB hoai-d of any State of the T'nited States, pro- 
viding the hoirtei" of said State certificate has boen practicing in this State 
for at least five years. It shall prepare two forms of certificates, one for 
persons who pi-eaent to it satisfacIuiT diplonms or licenses, and the othei" 
for candidates who may he examined hy the board, and whenever a cer- 
tificate is issued iiy said tioard it shall notify tlie i-espectivc county clerks 
of the several counties within this State of tb* issuance of sueli certificate 
or certificates: and It shall be the duty of said clerhs to keep and file said 
iiotlees and also keep a list of the persons to wliom issued. 

Sec. 4. Applicants That Must Be Examined: Subjects of Bsaminatiou. 
— Sufil iMinrd shall also issue a i^ertlfieate to any [lerson who shall have 
.been regularly enftnged in llie practice of medicine and sui-gery within 
this Slate for five years immediately preceding llie passa)^ of this act. and 
^ who. after an examination hy said hoard, siiall be fo\i(nd to lie iinalifled 
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to practice medicine and surgery. It shall also issue a certificate to any 
person who has had issued to him a diploma or license from any reputable 
school or college of medicine and surgery, which is located without the 
United States, upon the applicant being found competent after haviog 
passed a satisfactorj^ examination l)y the said board. When the board 
is not in session its secretary may issue a temporary certificate when- 
ever ain applicant shall have deposited the usual fee and filed his di- 
ploma or license with him, and such temix>rary certificate shall entitle 
the holder to practice until the next regular meeting of said board. And 
all examinations of applicants to practice shall be thorough and searching, 
and shall be in the following ])ranches: anatomy, physiology, chemistry, 
materia medica, therapeutics, principles and practice of medicine, princi- 
ples and practice of surgery, gynecology, obstetrics, ophthalmology, path- 
ology, and all subjects relating to the practice of medicine and surgery. 
The board may judge whether the college and institution which issued 
any diploma or license presented to it is reputable and legally chartered 
and worthy of recognitiotn, subject to the action of the courts in cases of 
abuse of its discretion in this respect. 

Sec. 5. Fees.— With each application for authority to practice med- 
icine and surgery there shall be deposited with the board, or its president 
or secretary, the sum of $25, lawful money of the United States, and all 
money collected by said board shall l)e used by it to defray its legitimate 
exi)enses. 

Sec. 0. Fraudulent Diplomas; I*enalty.— It shall be unlawful for any 
persoai to present to said board any forged or fraudulent diploma or 
license, or one which is not issued to the person presenting the same, and 
any person who shall so present such a diploma or license shall ])e deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be pimished 
by a fine of not less than .$oO() or l)y impnsonment in the county jail for 
a period of not less than fifty nor more than 180 days, or both such fine 
and imprisonment for each and every such offense. 

Sec. 7. Certificate on Diploma.— Any person to whom a diploma or 
license has been issued may present the same in person, by letter or by 
proxy, to the board, accompanied by proof to the satisfaction of the board 
that such diploma or license was issued to the person presenting the same, 
and if the board shall be s^atisfied with such proof, and also satisfied as to 
the character and standard of the college or institution within the United 
States which issued such diploma or license, said board shall thereuixw 
issue its certificate to the applicant. 

Sec. 8. Certificate to Be Recorded. — Every person t(,> whom a certifi- 
cate from the board of examiners shall have been issued, shall l>efore he 
enters upon the practice of medicine or surgery in this State have such 
certificate recorded in the oflice of the county recorder of the county in 
which he resides. 

Sec. U. Board May Refuse or Revoke a Certificate.— The board may 
refuse a certificate to any individual guilty of unprofessional or dishonor- 
abh^ conduct, and may revoke any certificate for a like cause. In all cases 
of refusal or revocation the party aggrieved may appeal to the coui*ts for 
adjudication of the controversy. 

Sec. 10. Who Shall Be Regarded as Practicing.— Any person shall be

Bxpenses of IJoards.— All moneys received 'by this board shall 
be paid out on Its order for its actual necessary (Expenses (iiid the expenses 
of Its members incurred in attending its meetings, and in case the money 
received by said board shall be Insufflcient to meet its actual expenses and 
the actual traveling expenses of its members in attending its meetings, 
then the board shall certify to the State controller, under Its seal and over

Penalty for Violation.— Any person practicing medicine or 
surgery in this State without first complying with the provisions of this 
act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction tiiereof 
shall be pimlshed by a line of not less than $1(W, or by imprisonment in 
the county jail for not less than fifty days nor more than 180 davs for each 
and every such offense, or liy Poth such fine and imprl'fonmenf Any 
person may institute procepdings at law pioilded for In this act and It 
ahull be the duty of the board of medical e^amineis oi anv member 
thereof, whenever sntiHlleci that any of the provisions of this act have 
beein violated, to Institute or cause to be instituted tht proper proceedings 
for a punishment thereof. 

Sec. 14. Board to Receive No Compensation.— No member of the board 
of medical examiners of this State shall receive any compensation for any 
service or services rendered under the provlHions of this act. 

See. in. When to Take Effect.— This act shall take effect, so far as the 
certificates provided for are concerned, and be in force lu that respect, 
on and after the first day of May. 1890, and In all other respect.'^ it shall 
take effect upon its approval. 

Administrative.- Au examining board appointed by the governor, con- 
sisting of three regular, one homeopathic, one eclectic graduate, practicing 
physicians. Executive officer, secretary. Registration of the certificate 
with the county recorder. Fee not given. 

licensing.— The hoard issues certlflcntes on examination. The appli- 
cant must pass In anatomy, physiology, chemistry, materia medica, thei-a- 
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peutics, principles and practice of medicine amd surgery, gynecology, ob- 
stetrics, ophthalmology, pathology. Graduates of a legally chartered 
United States school approved by the board may be licensed without ex- 
amination. Fee $25. 

NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

Examination.— In each subject ten questions are given. An average 
standing of 75 per cent, with not less than 50 per cent, in any branch is 
required. Examinations are held in January and June. 

Sec. 1. Qualifications for Practice.— No person shall hold himself out 
to the public as a physician amd surgeon, or advertise as such, or use the 
title of M. D. or Dr. (or any title which shall show or tend to show that 
the person using the same is a practitioner of any of the branches of 
medicine) in New Hampshire, after September 1, 1897, unless previously 
registered and authorized, or unless licensed and registered as required 
by this chapter; nor shall any person practice medicine and surgery whose 
authority to practice is suspended or revoked by the regent of a State 
board. 

Sec. 2. Boards of Examiners; Appointment; Term.— Within sixty days 
after the passage of this act, the governor and council shall appoint three 
separate State boards of medical examiners, of five members each, so ap- 
pointed that the term of office of one member shall expire each year, 
and the members thereafter appointed shall hold office five years, or until 
their successors are appointed and qualified. One board shall represent 
the New Hampshire medical society, ome the New Hampshire homeo- 
pathic medical society, and one the New Hampshire eclectic society. 
Each of these three societies shall nominate annually twice the number 
of examiners to be appointed in that year on the board representing it. 
The names of such nominees shall be an/nually transmitted under seal 
by the president and secretary to the governor and council, who shall ap- 
point from such lists the examiners required to form the boards and to 
fill any vacancy that may occur from expiration of oflBce or otherwise. 
Each nominee, before appoi/ntment, shall furnish to the governor and 
council satisfactory proof that he has received the degree of doctor of 
medicine from some registered medical school, and that he has legally 
practiced medicine in this State for at least five years. If no nominees 
are presented from a society to the governor and council, they may ap- 
point from members in good standing in such society without restriction. 
The governor and council, upon recommendation of the board, may re- 
move any examiner for misconduct, incapacity, or neglect of duty. 

Sec. 3. Commission of Appointment; Oath of Office; Powers.— Every 
medical exami/ner shall receive a commission of appointment from the 
State, and before beginning his term of office shall file with the Secretary 
of State the constitutional oath of office. Each board, or any member 
thereof, may take testimony and proofs concerning all matters within its 
jurisdiction. Each board may make any by-laws and rules, not Incon- 
sistent with law, necessary in performing its duties.

Sec. 9. Place of Exauiinations; How Oonducted.—Bx ami nations f(M^| 
license shall be given at Concord in this Stale, and at least twice annuaU7>fl 
and aliall be exclusively in writing and in fhiglish. Bach examliiati^fl 
shall be condncited by the regent or a competent examiner app<dnted l^fl 
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him, who shall not be one of the medical examiners. At the close of each 
examination the regent or examiner in charge shall deliver the questions 
and answer papers to the board selected by each candidate, or to its duly 
authorized committee, and such board, without unnecessary delay, shall 
examine and mark the answers and transmit to the regent an official re- 
port, signed by its president and secretary, stating the standing of each 
candidate in each branch, his general average, and whether the board 
recommends that a license be granted.

Sec. 10. r^icense to Practice; Number; Record.— On receiving from a 
State board an official report that an applicant has successfully passed the

liim a license to practice medicine. Every license shall be issued by the 
regent under seal and shall be signed by each acting medical examiner of 
the board selected and by the regent, and shall state that the licensee has 
giveoi satisfactoi-y evidence of fitness as to age, character, preliminary 
and medical educa.tion, and all other matters required by law, and that 
after full examination he has l)een found properly qualified to practice. 
Applicants examined and licensed by other State examining boards regis- 
tered 1)^' the regent as maintaining standards not lower than those pro- 
dded by this chapteir, and applicants who matriculate in a New Hamp- 
shire medical school before .Tanuaiy 1, 1898, and who receive the degree 
AI. I). .TanuaiT. 1, l'>03, may, without further examdnation, on payment of 
$5 to the regent and on submitting such evidence as may be required, re- 
ceive an indorsement of their licenses or diplomas conferring all rights 
and privileges of a regent license issued after examination. Before any 
license is issued it shall be numbered and recorded in a book Icept in the 
regent's office, and its number shall be noted in the license. This record 
shall be oi^n to public inspection, and in all legal proceedings shall have 
the same weight as evidence that is given to a record of conveyance of 
land. 

Sec. 11. Construction of Act.— This chapter shall not be construed to 
affect commissioned medical officers serving in the United States army, 
navy, or marine hospital service, while so commissioned, or any one while 
actually serving on the resident medical staff of any legally incorporated 
liospital, or any legally registered dentist exclusively engaged in practic- 
ing dentistry; or any manufacturer of artificial eyes, limbs, or orthopedic 
instruments or truHses in fitting sucli instruments on persons in need 
thereof; or any lawfully (lualifled physician in other States or countries 
meeting legally registered physicians in this State in consultation; or any 
physician residing on a border of a neighboring State and duly authorized 
under the laws theivof to practice medicine tiiei'eln. whose practice ex- 
tends into this State, and who does not open an office or appoint a place 
to meet patients or receive calls within this State, or to the regular or 
family physicians of persons not residents of this State, when called to 
atteaid them during a temporary stay in the State, or to the hotel physi- 
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dun ripgiilarly emiiloyed by Ihe Intidlord of rlic sncuiiier hotel tn the care 
of hlB giieats nr wiiployes; neither shall tlie provlsious of Ihls act apply 
til claln'oyaDts or to pRraona praetloitig hypnotism, magnetic healing, mind 
citre, niasBage. ChriBtian science, so called, or any other method of heal- 
ing If no drugs are employed or surgical operations are performed; pro- 
vided such persona do not violate any of the provisions of this act la 
relation to the use of M. D. or the Mtle of doctor or phyBldan. 

Sec. 12. Penalty for Violation.— Any person who. not being then law- 
fully authorized to practice medicine within this State and so registered 
According to law, shall hold himself out to the public as a pbyslelan and 
surgeon, iir adyertise as such, within this Btate, without lawful registra- 
rion or In violation of any provision ijf this chapter; and any person who 
Hhfill buy, sell, or fraudulently obtain any medical diploma, license, record, 
or registration, or who shall aid or abet such buying, selling or fraudu- 
lently obtaining, or who shall practice medicine under cover oC any medi- 
cal diploma, license, record, or registration illegally obtained, or signed or 
issued unlawfully «r under fraudnleni representallons or mistake of fact 
in a material regard; and any person who shall append the letters Kf. D. 
to his or her name; or shall assume or advertise the title of doctor (or any 
title which shall show or tend to show^ that the peraon aasnming or adver- 
tising the same is a practitioner of any of the branches of medicine) in 
such a iniannt-r as to convey the impression that he or she is a legal prac- 
titioner of medicine, or of any ot Its branches, without having l^ally 
received the medical degree, or without having received a license which 
eonstituted at the time an authority to jn^actice medicine under the laws 
of this State then in force, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on con- 
riction thereof shall he punished by a fine of not more, than ¥10l», or 
imprisonment for three months, for the first offense; and on the convic- 
tion of any sulisequeni ofTense. by a fine of not more than $2S0, or Impris- 
onment for rnot less than bIk months, or by both fine and impriaoumcnt. 

Sec. 13. Persons Already Practicing.— Every person who la a prac- 
titioner of meiTicine and surgeiy in this State prior to the passajre of Ihis 
act shall be, upon satisfactory proof thereof to the regent and upon the 
payment of a fee of $1. entitled to registration; and the said regent shall 
issue to him a certitlcnte signed b.y himself and the chairman and secre- 
tary of such board of medical examiners as the applleant may elect; and 
said certificate shall state the facts and the cause of said registration, 
am] sliall entitle the said pei-son to prnctice medicine legally in the State 
of New riampshii-e. 

Sec. 14. First Meeting of Boards.— The llrst meeting of Ihe boards 
may be called by any one of the members by a notice In writing, stating, 
the time and place of meeting, sent hy mail to each of the other members 
at least one weei; prior thereto. 

Administrative.— Three State hoards of examiners each cc)mposed of 
five graduate physicians, appointed hy the governor and council from 
iiomhiees recommended hy the three medical societies. Rxeeutive ofl3cer, 
Mipcrintfiideiif of pttblic instruction as regent of the Imard. Registration 
of license from regent In the regent's office. 

Preliminary.— Applicant must give evidence that he has graduated 
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from a registered college, or completed a full course in a registered acad- 
emy or high school, or had a preliminary education considered by the 
regent as fully equivalent 

Professional.— The candidate must give evidence that he has received 
the degree of bachelor or doctor of medicine from some regularly organ- 
ized medical school, or a diploma or license conferring full right to prac- 
tice in some foreign country; that he has studied medicine not less than 
four full years of nine months each, including four satisfactory courses of 
six months each in different years in a medical school registered as main- 
taining at the time a satisfactory standard. 

Licensing.— The regent certifies that the licensee has given satisfactory 
evidence of fitness as to age, character, preliminary and medical education 
and all other matters required by law. The examinations conducted by 
the regent are prepared from questions submitted by the examining boaixis 
which marli the answers and report the results. Each candidate must 
pass in anatomy, physiology and hygiene, chemistry, surgery, obstetrics, 
pathology and diagnosis, therapeutics, practice, materia medica. Fee $10. 



NEW JERSEY. 

Licensing.— Applicants must present certificates of moral t'liaractor 
from two reputable physicians, one a resident of New Jersey; must have 
graduated from a recognized college or completed at least a throe years* 
course in an accredited high school or academy, or received a preparatory 
education covering orthographj% arithmetic, English grammar and compo- 
sition, geography, history of the United States, algebra, physics, but an 
equivalent for these branches will be accepted. 

Professional.— Five or more years of reputable practice or one 
years' service as member of the resident medical staff of any legally 
incorporated charitable or municipal hospital or asylum may be accepted 
as equivalent to one year's study. On written request and the payment of 
the regular fee, a temporary license, for not less than two weeks nor for 
more than four months, may be granted to a legally qualified physician 
of another State to take charge of the pra(?tice of a legally qualified phy- 
sician during the latter's absence from the State. The standing of medical 
schools is determined by the report of the Illinois State board of health. 
Licentiates of the State boards of N<*w York and Pennsylvania may 
secure a license to practice medicine In New Jersey without an examina- 
tion. The application on an official blank authenticated by the seal of the 
institution graduating the candidate, a certified check or money order for 
$25 and certificates of academic education must be forwarded to the secre- 
tary of the board ten days prior to the examination. The applicant unable 
to furnish the academic certificates may take a special examination before 
the State superintendent of public instruction. 

Examination.— An average of 75 per cent, is required, providing that 
the standing in no section be less than 50 per cent. Should the average 
in one section be less than 50 per cent, and the total average In all other 
sections be 75 per cent, or more, the candidate may at once be re-examined 
on the one section. A candidate having less than 50 per cent, in more

some legally ^'hnrti-red mi-dical college or universlly In good standing. 
or Borne medical society having power by law to grant dipiomas; and such 
person before entering npon said practice shall deposit a copy nf his or 
her diploma with the clerk of the county in which he or she may sojonm 
or reside, and ehall pay said clerk 10 cents for filing the same in his ottlce; 
said copy to be a matter of record and open to public inspection. 

Sec, (1, I'pnally for Violation; ICsceptionB.— That any person who sliail 
commence or continue to practice medicine or surgery without conforming 
to the reqnlrenientB of the flrst section [section 5] of this act shall be 
deemed (tuilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be punished by a 
fine of S25 or impriaonmeut in the county Jail not exceeding six months, 
or both at the dificretioii of the court, for each prescription made, opera- 
tion perfoimed or piofessioual service rendered; provided, that any person 
who shall have had twenty years' experience in the practice of medicine

Diploma Recorded Within Certain Time,— That any physician 
residing and practicing medicine or surgery in this State, and being B 
graduate of a legally chartered medical college or university haviog powar 
to grant diplomas, who, within one year after the passage of the act to 
which Ibis la a supplement [March 12, 1880], shall have deposited a copy 
of his or her diploma with the clerk of the county, as required by said 
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act, shall not be liable to any of the fines or penalties prescribed by said 
act for a failure to comply with the terms thereof. 

Sec. 13. List of Diplomas and Affidavits; Index of Names.— That in 
order to secure to the State board of health a full record of all physicians 
and surgeons who under the laws of this State are required to give 
certificates of death, it shall be the duty of the county clerk of each county 
of the State to furnish to the State board of health a list of the names of 
all physicians and surgeons who have deposited with him copies of their 
diplomas, together with the date of their respective diplomas, and the 
name and place of the institution purporting to confer such diploma, 
and each county clerk shall yearly furnish to the State board of health 
a similar list of those physicians and surgeons hereafter depositing di- 
plomas with him, and shall include in such list also the names of those 
physicians and surgeons filing affidavits with him, as mentioned in the 
second section [section 6J of this act, and each county clerk shall keep 
in a suitable book an index of the names of all physicians and surgeons 
depositing diplomas or filing affidavits in pursuance of this act or the 
acts to which this is a supplement; and for every name indexed and fur- 
nished to the State board of health as hereinbefore provided, the county 
clerk so indexing and furnishing such name shall be entitled to receive 
from the State board of health, through its secretary, the sum of 6 cents. 

Sec. 36. Homeopathic Defined.— That whenever the term "homeo- 
pathic" is applied to a physician or a member of a medical school, in 
any law of the State of New Jersey, the term shall be construed to mean 
that said physician or member of a medical school shall be a graduate 
of a homeopathic medical college, or a member of the homeopathic State 
medical society, or a member of a homeopathic county medical society 
in the State of New Jersey. 

Sec. 17. Registered Physician May Practice.— That it shall be lawful 
for any physician who has been registered, in any county of this State, 
to practice in any part of this State, provided he shall exhibit proof of 
such registry officer whose duty It is to keep such registry, a certificate 
of the fact that he has been registered as a practicing physician, for 
which certificate he shall pay to said county clerk, or other officer, the 
sum of 50 cents.

How Person Now Practicing May Obtain Certificate.— That 
every person now practicing midwifery in cities of the first and second

Filing of Certificate.— That the person so receiving said cer- 
tificate shall file the same or a true copy thereof with the clerk of the 
county in which she resides, and said clerk shall file said certiflcate or 
a copy thereof, aud enter a memoraDdum thereof, giving the date of 
said certificate and the name of the person to whom the same U issued, 
and the date of said filing, In a book to be provided and kept for that 
purpose, and for which registry the said county clerk shall be entitled to 
demand and receive from each person registering the sum of 25 cents. 

Sec. 22. Examinations by State Board.— That the State board of med- 
ical examiners are hereby antliorlzpd and empowered to execute the pro- 
visions of this act, and shall hold examinations of candidates for certifi- 
cates in midwifery at such times and places as may he deemed 
expedient. 

Sec. 23. Refusal or Revocation of LieeuseH.— That the State board of 
medical exaininers may refuse licenses to persons guilty of unprofessional 
or dishonorable conduct, and may revoke licenses for like cause, or for 
neglect to make proper returns to the various health oftlcers, o( hirtha, 
and the cases of puerpei-al and other contagious diseases occurring Id 
their practice. 

Sec. 24. Midwlfeiy Deflned.- Tba) iiiij person shall he I'egarded as 
practicing midwifery wlthlu the meaning of this act who shall publicly 
profess tiy advprtisenipnt, sign, curd or otherwise to be a midwife, or 
who shall, for a fee, attend to women in childbirth, but nothing In this 
act shall be construed to pi-ohiblt gratuitous service in case of emergency 
nor to legally qualified physicians or surgeons of this State. 

Sec. 25. Penalty for Violation.— That any person practicing midwifery 
Id this State without first complying with the provisions of this act, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than flO nor more than $50, or by imprisonment Id the county jail 
for not less than ten nor more than thirty days, or lioth, in the discretion 
of the court. 

Sec. 27. Board of Examiners: Appointment; Term.— That the gov- 
ernor shall appoint, by and with the advice and consent of the senate, a 
board of examiners to be known as the Slate board of medical examiners, 
said board to consist of nine members, who shall be persons of recognized 
professional ability and honor; the term of office of said board shall be 
three years, or until their successors are appointed; provided, however, 
that the members of the board first appointed shall be divided Info three 
classes, each class to consist of three persons; the first class shall bold 
office under said appointment for one year, the second for two years and 
the third for three years from the date of their appointment, and there- 
after each member shall be nppoiuled for a term of three years; and pro- 
vided further, that said l)oard shall consist of live old school physicians, 
three homeopaths and one eclectic; and said appointees sball, wltbln 
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thirty days after the receipt of the respective commissions, talie, sub- 
scribe and file, in the office of the Secretary of State, the oath or affirma- 
tion prescribed by law. 

Sec. 28. Organization of Board.— That said board shall elect a presi- 
dent, a secretary and a treasurer from its membership; it shall have a 
common seal, and its president shall be empowered to issue subpenas 
and to administer oaths in taking testimony in any matter pertaining 
to the duties of said board; it shall make and adopt all necessary rules, 
regulations and by-laws not inconsistent with the laws of this State or 
of the United States, whereby to perform the duties and to transact the 
business required, under the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 29. Meetings for Examinations; Record; Register.— That said 
board shall hold meetings for examinations at the capitol building of this 
State on the third Tuesday of June and September of each year, and at 
such other times and places as the board may deem expedient; said board 
shall keep an official record of all its meetings, and an official register 
of all applicants for a license to practice medicine and surgery in this 
State; said register shall show the name, age, nativity, last and intended 
place of residence, of each candidate, the time he or she has spent in 
obtaining a competent common school education, and in medical study, 
in or out of medical school, and the names and location of all medical 
schools or examining and licensing boards which have granted said appli- 
cant any degree or certificate of attendance upon lectures upon medicine 
and surgery or State examinations; said register shall also show whether 
said applicant was examined, licensed or rejected under this act, and 
said register shall be prima facie evidence of all matters therein con- 
tained. 

Sec. 30. Qualifications of Applicants for Examination.— Tliat all per- 
sons hereafter commencing the practice of medicine or surgery in any of 
its branches in this State shall apply to said board for a license so to do; 
applicants for examination shall present to the secretary of this board, 
at least ten days before the commencement of the examination at which 
he or she is to be examined, a written application on a form or forms 
provided by said board, together with satisfactory proof that the applicant 
is more than twenty-one years of age, is of good moral character, has ob- 
tained a competent common school education, and has either received a 
diploma conferring the degree of doctor of medicine from some legally 
incorporated medical college (which in the opinion of said board was in 
good standing at the time of issuing said diploma) in the United States, 
or a diploma or license conferring the full right to practice all the 
branches of medicine and surgery in some foreign country, and has also 
studied medicine four years, including three courses of lectures in differ- 
ent years in some legally incorporated American or foreign medical college 
or colleges prior to the granting of said diploma or foreign license; pro- 
vided, however, that two courses of medical lectures, both of which shall 
be either begun or completed within the same calendar year, shall not 
be considered to satisfy the above requirement, and if said application is 
approved, and the said applicant shall have deposited the sum of $25 
with the treasurer of such board as an examination fee, which said sum 
shall be returned to such applicant in case of failure to pass such examina- 
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[1 slgu hlfi or her name oppoalte t 
boob kept for that purpose hy the setretary, and ahall mark hla or her 
examination paper wtth said nuniher, and shall he known to the members 
of aald board only by nald number until hla or her papers have been 
examined and marked; nppll(!autH examined and lloensed by or who are 
or have been members nf State examining and licensing boards of other 
States, upon the paynieiit at $50 to the ti'eaaurer of said hoard, and on 
ailng with the secretary of said board n copy oC his or hev license or cer- 
tificate, certified by the nffldavlt of the president and secretary of sneh 
hoard, showing al^iii that the standard of requirements of said board 
at the time of said ilcense or certificate ivas issued was substantially 
the same as that required by the said board, and of his or her affidavit 
as to the personality thereof, may be granted a license by anld board, 
without further examination thereby. 

See. 31. Character of Examinations; Subjects; License Isatied.— Th&t 
all examinations ahall be written In the English language, and the 
qneatlons and answers shall be, except in materia medlca and thera- 
peutics, such as can be answered in common by all schools of practice: 
If tbe applicant Intends to practice homeopathy or eclecticism, the member 
or raenibcrs of said board of those schools respectlrely sliall examine 
eald applicant in the materia medlca and therapeutics of the school In 
which such applicant intends to practice; the examinations shall be In 
Hie following subjects, namely, materia medloa and therapeutics; obstet- 
rics and gynecology; practice of medicine, including diseases of the shin, 
nose and throat; surgery. Including surgical anatomy and diseases of the 
eye, ear and gen Ito-url nary organs: anatomy, physiology, chemistry, 
histology, pathology, bacteriology, hygiene, medical Jurisprudence, and ttt'l 
such other subjects as the board may decide: all examinations ahall hn-l 
both scientific and practical, and of sufficient severity to test the candl''* 
date's fitness to practice medicine and surgei?; If said examination iiin 
satisfactory, the board shall Issue a license, entitling the applicant t 
practice medicine and surgery In this State: the votes of all examlnent'] 
shall be yes or no. and written with their signatures upon the backs of tbo 
examination papers of each candidate; said application and examination 
papers shall be deposited In the State library. In the capitol building, and 
Ihey shall be prima fade evidence of all matters therein coutalned; all 
llcenaes shall be signed by the president and secretary of the board, and 
shall be attested by the seal thereof. 

Sec. 32. Refusal or Revocation of License.— That the board may re- 
fuse to grant or may revoke a license for the following causes, to i 
chronic and persistent inebriety; the practice of criminal abortion; c 
viction of crime involving moi'al turpitude or for publicly advertising!! 
special ability to treat or cure chronic and Incurable diseases; or where' 1 
any [lerson shall present to this Imard any diploma, license or certificate 
that shall have been Illegally obtained, or that shall have been signed or 
issued unlawfully or under fraudulent representations; in complaints 
for violating the provisions of this section, the accused person shall be 
furnished with a copy of the complaint, and given a bearing before said 
board tn person or by attorne.v: aiid any person, after such refusal or 
revocation of license, who shall attempt or continue tbe practice of medl- 
flne, shall be subject io the penalties hereinafter prescribed. 
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Sec. 33. Filing of License; Removal from County.— That the person 
so receiving said license shall file the same or a certified copy thereof, with 
the clerlj of the county in which he or she resides, and said clerlt shall 
file said certificate or copy thereof and enter a memorandum thereof, 
giving the date of said license, with the name of the person to whom 
the same is issued, and the. date of said filing, in a book to be provided 
by this board and to be kept for that purpose, and for which registry the 
said county clerk shallbe entitled to demand and receive from each person 
registering the sum of $1; in case the person so licensed shall move into 
another county of this State, he or she shall procure from the said clerk 
a certified copy of such registration, and then file the same with the clerk 
of the county to which he or she shall remove, and the said clerk shall 
file and enter the same with like effect as if the same was an original 
license, and for which registry the said clerk shall be entitled to demand 
and receive the sum of $1; and each county clerk in the counties of this 
State shall, upon the last day of November of each year, furnish to the 
secretary of said board a list of all the certificates of this board filed in 
his oflBce during the previous year, and upon notice to him of the cfiahge 
of location or death of the person so licensed, or of the revocation of said 
license, said county clerk shall enter at the appropriate place in the records 
so kept by him, a memorandum of said fact, and said memoranda shall 
be furnished to the secretary of this board in the annual report above 
required. 

Sec. 34. Practice of Medicine Defined.— That any person shall be re- 
garded as practicing medicine or surgery, within the meaning of this act, 
who shall use the words or letters "Dr.," ''Doctor," *'Professor," "M. D." 
or "M. B." in connection with his or her name, or any other title intending 
to imply or designate him or her as a practitioner of medicine or surgery 
in any of its branches, and who in connection with such title or titles or 
without the use of such titles, shall prescribe, direct, recommend, ad- 
vise, apply, give or sell, for the use of any person or persons, any drug 
or medicine or other agency or application for the treatment, cure or relief 
of any bodily injury, infirmity or disease; and it is further provided, that 
the use of any one of the aforementioned titles or the exposure of a sign, 
circular, advertisement or anj'^ other device or information, indicating 
thereby the occupation of the person or persons, shall be considered prima 
facie evidence; and it is further provided that the provisions of this act 
shall apply to all persons professing and attempting to cure diseases by 
means of the so-called systems of "faithcurism," "mind-healing," "laying- 
on-of -hands," and other similar systems. 

Sec. 35. Construction of Act.— That this act shall not apply to the 
commissioned surgeons of the United States army, navy or marine hos- 
pital service while so commissioned, or to lawfully qualified physicians or 
surgeons residing in other States meeting registered physicians and sur- 
geons of this State in consultation, or to any legally qualified physician 
or surgeon of another State taking charge of the practice of a legally 
qualified physician or surgeon of this State temporarily during the latter's 
absence therefrom and upon the written requests to said board therefor, 
or to any physician or surgeon of another State, and duly authorized 
under the laws thereof, to practice medicine and surgery therein; pro- 
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vlded, ihat sucli practitioner shall Jiot o[)en an olDce or a pi: 
practk-e of hie profegaion within tlie borders of this State, or 
while Ht'lually serving uh a member of tlie resident meilicnl atafC iif uoy 
legally lueorpovated charitable or mualelpal hospital or asylum, or to any 
legally tiunllfiecl and registered dentist exduaively eugaged iu practicing 
the art of dentlsLi'y, or to any person daiming 1jie right to practice uedl- 
clue and surgery In this State who lias been practicing ilierein since before 
the fourth day of July, 1880; provided, said right or title was obtained 
upon a duly r^glHtered diploma, of which the holder and applicant was the 
lawful possessor, isnued by a legally chartered medical institution which, 
In the opinion of Bald board, was In good standing at the time said diploma 
was iHBued, or to any jtersou resident of this State who lias been con- 
tinuously engaged In giving treatment by electricity herein during the 
past seven yearn; provided, that said person has graduated from a legally 
incorporated electro-therapeutic school in good standing. 

See. 36. Peunlty for Violation.— That any iwrsou hereafter coui- 
menclng or continuing the practice of medicine and surgery )n any of lis 
branches In this State without first baving obtained and Hied the UcL'Use 
herein provided for or contrary to the provisions of this act, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof aball be 
punished for the first oO'ense by a flue of not less than $100 or by imprison- 
ment in the county jail for a period of not leas than thirty days, or by 
both fine and imprisonment, and for each subsequent offense the punish- 
ment shall be double that of the preceding one; and It shall be the duty 
of the respective district attorneys of the counties of this State to pi'oae- 
cute violation of the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 37. Disposition of Fees.— That the eJcpenses of said board and of 
the examination shall be paid from the license fees above provided for, 
and if any surplus remain, the same may be distributed among the mem- 
bers of said board na a compensation for their services as members, hnt 
otherwise they eball receive no compemeatlon whatever. 

Administrative.— A board of examiners appointed by the governor, 
consisting of five regular, three homeopathic, one eclectic, pliyslclnns. 
Executive officer, secretary. Registration of the license In a c'OHUly 
clerk's office. Fee $1. 

PrellmlnajT,— The candidate must give evidence of a competent com- 
mon school education. 

Professional.— The cniidldate must furnish evidence that he has either 
received the degree of doctor of medicine from some legally incorporated 
medical school, or a diploma or license conferring full rights to practice 
medicine In some foreign country, that he has studied medicine not less 
than four yeui's. Including three courses of lectures in different yeni-s iu a 
legally incorporated school. 

Licensing.- The board grants a certificate on e.J!amliitttion, The candi- 
date must pasH in anatomy, ptiysiology. chemistry, histology, pathology, 
bacteriology, hygiene, medical Jurisprudence, materia medlea and thera- 
peutics, obstetrics and gynecology, practice of medicine. Including disease! 
of the skin, nose and throat, surgery, Including surgical anatomy and 
diseases of the eye, ear and gen Ito- urinary organs; must give evidence 
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that he is more than twenty-one years of age, is of good moral character. 
The board also indorses a license from other States whose requirements 
are practically the same. Fee for examination $25, for indorsement of 
license $50. 

NEW MEXICO. 

Licensing.— Diplomas issued between July 1, 1890, and July 1, 1897, 
from medical schools maintaining the preliminary requirement of entrance 
to a high school or its equivalent, and three terms of lectures in three 
separate years, are recognized. Subsequent to July 1, 1897, the standard 
of recognition is a preliminary requirement of graduation from a high 
school or its equivalent and four terms of lectures in four separate years. 
Candidates with credentials below the standard must be examined. Two 
references are required with respect to moral character and professional 
standing. The president and secretary of a state licensing board, or the 
president and secretary of a State medical society are preferred. Fee 
by diploma $5, by examination $20. 

Sec. 3694. Qualifications for Practice.— That no person shall practice 
medicine in any of its departments in this territory unless such person 
possesses the qualifications required by this act. If a graduate in medi- 
cine, he must present his diploma by mail or in person to the territorial 
board of health for verification as to its genuineness. If the diploma is 
found genuine and from a legally chartered medical institution in good 
standing, and if the person named therein be the person claiming and 
presenting the same, the territorial board of health shall issue a certifi- 
cate to that effect, signed by all members thereof, and such certificate 
sliall be conclusive as to the right of the lawful holder of the same to 
practice medicine in this territory. If not a graduate, the person practis- 
ing medicine in this territory shall present himself before said board and 
submit himself to such examination as the board may require, and if 
the examination be satisfactory to the board, the said board shall issue 
its certificate in accordance with the facts, and the lawful holder of such 
certificate shall be entitled to all the rights and privileges herein men- 
tioned; provided, that any person who shall have practiced medicine con- 
tinuously for the period of ten years in this territory prior to the passage 
of this act, shall be entitled to a license or certificate, without examina- 
tion, upon the payment of the fee for such license or certificate. 

Sec. 3695. Territorial Board of Health; Organization.— That a board is 
hereby established which shall be known under the name and style of 
the New Mexico territorial board of health, to be composed of seven prac- 
ticing physicians of known ability and integrity, who are graduates of 
medical schools of undoubted respectability and holding license to practice 
in this territory, giving each of the three schools of medicine, known as 
the regular, homeopathic and eclectic schools a representation as follows, 
to wit: four physicians of the regular, two of the homeopathic, and one 
of the eclectic school or system of medicine. The members of this board 
shall be appointed by the governor, and shall hold their offices two years, 
and all vacancies shall be similarly filled as soon as the governor is noti- 
fied thereof by the secretary of the board. The territorial board of health

See. 8097. Examinations; Fee.-All eiiamliijlloua ot pirtone not grad 
nates or licentlatCB, shaJl be made directly by the board and may be made 
in whole or in part in writing, and shall be of an elemeutaiy and practical 
character, sufficlenlly strict to test the quallflcailous of the candidate as a 
praetitlonei-. The fee for examination sbtiil be S20 and said fee shall be 
paid Into the treasni-y of the board. 

Sec. 3608. Record of Certificate. -Eth-v peiaon holding a certificate 
from the tenitorlal board of health shall lia^e it recoided in a book pro- 
vided for the purpose in the office of the cletk of the county in which he 
resides, within three monlhs from Its date and the date of recording 
shall be Indorsed thereon; he shall then be entitled to piactlce in any part 
of the territory, liut must again record bla certificate In i ase of removing

Sec. 3699. Refusal or Revocation of Certificate —The territorial board 
of health must refuse to Issue a certificate to Individuals guilty of uupro 
fesslonal or dishonorable conduct, and It may revoke cerilficates for like 

Sec. 3700. Definition of "Practice Mpdlclne."— For the purposes of this 
iict. Ilie wordK, practici' medicine, shall mean to InvesiiKaty uv diiignose, 
or ofiTer to investlgatp or diagnose, any physical or menial allmeni of any 
person, with a view to affording relief, as commonly done by physicians; 
to suggest, recommend, pi'escrlbe or direct for the use of any person, any 
drug, medicine or appliance, apparatus or other agency, whether material 
or not material, for the cure, relief or palliation of any ailment or disease 
of the mind or body, or for the cure or relief of any wound, fracture or 
bodily injui7 or deformity, after having received or with the inteai of 
receiving therefor, either directly or Indirectly, any bonns, gift or com- 
pensation: provided, this act shall not prevent people who arc enlltled to 
sell medicines under the laws of Ihls territoi-y from recommending the 
same, hut nothing In this act shall bo c-onatrued to prohibit gratuitous

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Sec. 3701. Penalty for Practicing Without Certilicate; Using An- 
other's Diploma.— Any person practicing medicine or surgery in this ten-i- 
tory without the certificate issued by this board, in compliance with the 
provisions of this act, shall for each and every instance of such practice, 
forfeit and pay to the territory of New Mexico, for the use of the said 
territorial board of health, the sum of $100 for the first offense and $200 
for each subsequent offense, the same to be recovered in an action of 
debt before any court of competent jurisdiction, and any person filing, or 
attempting to file, as his own, the diploma or certificate of another, or a 
forged aflidavit of identification, shall be guilty of a felony, and upon 
conviction, shall be subject to such fine and imprisonment as are made 
and provided by the statutes of the territory for the crime of forgery.

Licensing.— The board of health issues certificates to graduates and 
examinees.

An examinee must submit to an examination 
sufficiently strict to tost his qualifications. Fee for graduates $5. for 
examinees $20. 



NEW YORK. 

Licensing.— All requirements for admission should be completed at 
least one week before examinations.

Tlie in- 
crease in the required eourec of medical Btudy from three to four years 
doee not taiie effect till .lannary 1, 18D8, and does not apply to students . 
who matriculated before that date and received the deprce of M. D. tw- 
foi-e January 1, 1902. First exemption: "The i-egents may in their dis- 
eretlou accept as the equivalent for any part of the third and fourth 
requirement, evidence ut five or more years reputaltle practice of medicine-, ■ 
provided that such substitution be specified in the license." (5) Evidence'^ 
that ttppticaut "has i-ecelved the degree of bachelor or doctor of medlclnft'l 
from some registered medical school, or a diploma or license conferring ,■, 
(nil right to practice medicine in some foreign country."

Sec. 148. Licenses.— On receiving from a State board an ofHctai report 
that an applicant has successfully passed tbe examinations and Is recom- 
mended for license, the regents shall issue to bim, if in their judgment 
he is duly qualllled therefor, a license to practice medicine. Every license 
shall be iHSued by tbe University under seal and shall be signed by each 
acting medical examiner of the hoard selected and by the ofDcer of the 
University who approved the credential which admitted the candidate 
to examination, and shall state that Ihe licensee has given satisfaetory 
evidence of fitness as to age, character, preliminary and medical educR- 
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tion and all other matters required by law, and that after full examinatlan 
he has been found properly qualified to practice. Applicants examined 
and licensed by other State examining boards registered by the regents 
as maintaining standards not lower than those provided by this article, 
and applicants who matriculated in a New York State medical school 
before June 5, 1890, and who receive the degree M. D., from a regis- 
tered medical school before August 1, 1895, may without further examina- 
tion, on payment of $10 to the regents and on submitting such evidence 
as they may require, receive from them an indorsement of their licenses 
or diplomas conferring all rights and privileges of a regents' license issued 
after examination. If any person whose registration is not legal because 
of some error, misunderstanding or unintentional omission, shall submit 
satisfactory proof that he had all requirements prescribed by law at the 
time of his imperfect registration and was entitled to be legally regis- 
tered, he may on unanimous recommendation of a State board of medical 
examiners receive from the regents under seal a certificate of the facts 
which may be registered by any county clerk and shall make valid the 
previous imperfect registration. Before any license is issued it shall be 
numbered and recorded in a book kept in the regents' office, and its 
number shall be noted in the license. This record shall be open to public 
inspection, and in all legal proceedings shall have the same weight as 
evidence that is given to a record of conveyance of land. 

Sec. 149. Registry.— Every license to practice medicine shall, before 
the licensee begins practice thereunder, be registered in a book kept in the 
clerk's office of the county where such practice is to be carried on, with 
name, residence, place and date of birth, and source, number and date of 
his license to practice. Before registering, each licensee shall file, to be 
kept in a bound volume in the county clerk's office an affidavit of the 
above facts, and also that he is the person named in such license, and 
had, before receiving the same, complied with all requisites as to at- 
tendance, terms and amount of study and examinations required by law 
and the rules of the University as preliminary to the conferment thereof; 
that no money was paid for such license, except the regular fees paid by 
all applicants therefor; that no fraud, misrepresentations or mistake in 
any material regard was employed by any one or occurred in order that 
such license should be conferred. Every license, or if lost a copy thereof, 
legally certified so as to be admissible as evidence, or a duly attested 
transcript of the record of its conferment shall before registering be ex- 
hibited to the county clerk, who, only in case it was issued or indorsed as 
a license under seal by the regents, shall indorse or stamp on it the date 
and his name preceded by the words: "Registered as authority to prac- 
tice medicine in the clerk's office of county." The clerk shall 

thereupon give to every physician so registered a transcript of the entries 
in the register with a certificate under seal that he has filed the prescribed 
affidavit.

gally obtained, or signed, or issued unlawfully or under fraudulent repre- 
sentations or mistake of fact in a material regard, or who, after convic- 
tion of a felony, shall attempt to practice medicine, or shall so practice, 
and any person who shall append the letters M. D. to his or her name, or 
shall assume or advertise the title of doctor (or any title which shall show

The board shall have a common seal, and shall formulate rules to govern 
its action. Its president and secretary shall have the power to administer 
oaths. The board shall meet in Columbus on the first Tuesday of Janu- 
ary, April, July and October of each year, and at such other times as the 
board may appoint.

of the State board of reglsti'ation and eiLnminniioni, the probate judge 
Bhall iBBup a eertiflciite, upon a blank form furnlBhed by the Slate hoard, 
which Bhall entitle the applicant and holder to practice raldwlfeiy In this 
State. Such certificate shall be recorded by the probate judge, and In case 
of a transfer of reeidence, again recorded In the county to which the mid- 
wife removee, as provided by section 4403d. n-gulallng the record of phy- 
sicians' certllieates. Tie probnte Judge shall, aunnally. between the flrat 
HUd the 3lBt days of December furnish the secretary of the State board a 
list of all such certlficateB issued and In force, niid also a list of all Bucb 
certificates which have been revolted or the owuerei of which have removed 
from the county, iir died dmiaK the preceding year. All pci-soua desiring, 
after the passage of this act, to enter upon the practice of mldwlfi'ry In 
this State, shall appear before the State board and submit to twh cKam- 
Inatlon In midwifery as the hoard shall require. If the applicant passes 
a BaHefnctory t^xanilnnllon. the board shall, iipon the paymeni of a fee 
of 510, iBBue ItB certlflcale to that efTect. which, when filed with the 
probate judge for record, as pro\lded In section 4403d, shall entitle the 
owner and holder thereof to practice midwifery In this State. A certifi- 
cate to practice midwifery may be lefused or revoked for the same causes 
in the same manner as provided In section 4403c In the case of certificates 
to physicians and surgeons. The certificate granted to practice midwlfeiy 
shall not give the holder the right to perform version or treat breech or 
face presentation, or do any obstetric opeiatlon requiring InatmmentB, or 
treat any other abnormal condition, except In emergencies 

Sec. 4403f. Practice of Medicine Defined, Exceptions —Any per- 
son shall be regarded as practicing medicine or Burgery within the mean- 
ing of this act who shall append the letters M. D. or M B. to his name, or 
for a fee prescribe, direct or recoiimiend for the use of any person, any 
drug or medicine or other agency for the treatment, cure or relief of any 
wound, fracture or bodily Injury, Infirmity or disease. Provided, however, 
thai nothing In this act shall be construed to prohibit service in case of 
etnergency, or the domestic administration of family remedies; and this 
act shall uot apply to any commissioned medical officer of the United 
States army, navy or marine hospital service In the discharge of his pro- 
fessional duties, nor to any legally qnnllflcd dentist when engaged eschi- 
slvely In the practice of dentistry, nor to any physician or surgeon from 
another State or Territory, who Is a legal practitioner of medicine or 
surgery In the State or Territory In which he resides, when In actual con- 
sultation with a legal practitioner of this State, nor to any physlelan or 
surgeon residing on the border of a neighboring State, and duty authorised 
under the laws thereof lo practice medicine or surgery therein, whose 
practice extends into the limits of this State; providing that such practi- 
tioner shall not open an ofllce or appoint a place to meet patients or re- 
ceive calls, within the limits of this State. 

Sec. 4403g. Penalty for Violation; Disposition of Fines; Enforcement 
of Act.— Any person practicing medicine or surgery as defined In section 
4403f In this State, without having first complied with the provisions of 
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section 4403c and 4403d, except as [t] herein provided, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined not less than $20 nor more 
than $500, or be imprisoned in the county jail not less than 30 days nor 
more than one year, or both. Any person practicing midwifery in this 
State without having complied with the provisions of section 4403e, ex- 
cept as therein provided, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
fined not less than $25 nor more than $100. Any person who shall file, or 
attempt to file as his own, the medical diploma or certificate to practice 
of another, or shall file or attempt to file, a false [,] forged afladavit of his 
identity, or shall wilfully swear falsely to any question which may be pro- 
pounded to him on his medical examination, or to any afladavit required to 
be made or filed by him, with the State board of medical registration and 
examination, shall be gi^lty of felony and be imprisoned in the peniten- 
tiary' not more than five years nor less than one year. Such fines when 
collected shall be paid, one-third to the person, corporation or medical 
society mailing the complaint or furnishing the information, one-third to 
the poor fund of the county, and one-third to the State board of medical 
registration and examination. The secretary of the State board of medical 
registration and examination is charged with the duty of enforcing this 
act. If he have knowledge or notice that the act has been or is being 
violated, he shall investigate the matter and upon probable cause appear- 
ing, shall file a complaint and prosecute the ofiCender. It shall be the duty 
of the prosecuting attorney, when requested by such secretary, to talte 
charge of and conduct such prosecutions. 

Administrative.— A State board of registration and examination ap- 
pointed by the governor, consisting of seven members, no school having a 
majority. Executive oflflcer, secretary. Registration of the certificate with 
a probate judge. Fee 50 cents. 

Professional.— The applicant must present a diploma from a legally 
chartered school in good standing as determined by the board. 

Licensing.— The board grants a certificate to the applicant that fur- 
nishes satisfactory proof of diploma with aflldavit concerning it and 
farther testimony as the board deems proper. Fee $5. 



OKLAHOMA. 

Licensing.— Diplomas issued since January 1, 1895, must be from 
schools recognized by the Association of American medical colleges. Sub- 
jects of examination, anatomy, therapeutics, materia medica, theory and 
practice, physiology, gynecology, pathology, obstetrics, chemistry, surgery, 
jurisprudence, hygiene. Fee $20. Application both for registration by 
diploma and by examination is made by aflSdavit on ofllcial blanks and 
two persons must testify to the good character of the applicant. The ap- 
plicant for examination must certify to one full course of medical lec- 
tures, to the number of years spent in the study and practice of medicine, 
to matters of personal history, to moral and professional good character. 
The fee which must accompany the application aflBdavit entitles to a re- 
examination in case of failure.

See. 352. QuallficatlonB for Practice; Diploma; Affidavit; License; Vlo- 
laflou; Revocation of License.— No person sliall be permitted to practice 
[medicine], In any of Its departments In this territory, nnless he be a 
gi'fldnate of a medical college, or nnless upon examination before a board 
composed of the superintendent of public health and two other physicians 
lo be selected by the territorial board of health, auch perBon shall be found 
proficient In the practice of medicine and surgery, and shall be fonnd upon 
proof to have been actually engaged in the practice of medicine for a term 
of not lees than Uve years, and no person shall practice medicine Hnless he 
be of good mcH'Bl character, and la not an habitual drunlcard. Any person 
possessing tLe quallScaUous mentioned In tills section sball. upon presenta- 
tion of his diploma, or proof tliereof by affidavit. If the same is lost or 
destroyed, and upon the affidavit of two reputable citizens from the county 
where he resides that such applicant possesses the qua lid cations of a

Section 1. Indian Medicine Men Forbidden to Tract it.*.— That it shall ' 
be unlawful for any so-called Indian medicine man to practice among the 
allotted Indians of the Terrltoi-y, who is not legally authorized under ex- 
isting statutes to do so, or to hold incantations over the sick, or to mal- 
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treat, or in any manner whatsoever abuse the sick, or to commit immoral 
practices upon sick persons, or to demand payment for such services. 

Sec. 2. Mescal Beans.— That it shall be unlawful for any person to in- 
troduce on any Indian reservation or Indian allotment situated within this 
Territory, or to have in possession, barter, sell, give, or otherwise dispose 
of, any * 'mescal bean," or the product of any such drug, to any allotted 
Indian in this Territory: provided, that nothing in this act shaU prevent 
its use by any physician authorized under existing laws to practice his 
profession in this Territory.

Bee 7 llllng of license Itegister of County Cleik Removal Fiom 
Ccimn Ihe I er-i m ucclvlng said licence shall ale the same ii a copy 
thereof, with the county cleik In and for the county where he resides, 
and said county clerk shall file said cerilficnte, or copy thereof, and enter 
n memorandum thereof, giving the date of said license and the name of 
the person to whom the same is Issued, and the date of such filing, in a 
book to be provided and kept for that purpose; aiid said county clerk shall 
each year furnish to the secretary of said board a list of all certificates on 
file in his office, and upou notice to him of the change of location or death 
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of a person so licensed, or of the revocation of the license granted to such 
person, said county clerk shall enter at the appropriate place in the record 
so kept by him a memorandum of said facts, so that the records kept by 
said county clerk shall correspond with the records of the board as kept 
by the secretary thereof.

Sec. 8. Penalty for Violation.— Any person practicing medicine or 
surgery within this State after the first day of April, 1895, without first 
having obtained the license herein provided for, or contrary to the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined not less than $50 nor more than $100, 
or by imprisonment in the county jail not less than ten nor more than 
ninety days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. All such fines shall 
be paid into the State treasury for the use and benefit of the common 
schools. Any person shall be regarded as practicing within the meaning 
of this act who shall append the letters "M. D." or **M. B." to his or 
her name, or, for a fee, prescribe, direct or recommend for the use of 
any person, any drug or medicine or agency for the treatment, care, or 
relief of any wound, fracture or bodily injuiy, infirmity or disease; pro- 
vided, however, the act shall not apply to dentists in the pitictice of their 
dental profession. Justices of the peace and the respective municipal 
courts shall have jurisdiction of violations of the provisions of this act. 
It shall be the duty of the respective county or district attorneys to pros- 
ecute all violations of this act. In cases of appeals to the circuit court, 
as hereinbefore provided, it shall be the duty of the district attorney of 
the county wherein such appeal shall be tried to represent said board 
upon said appeal, and in all cases of appeal to the supreme court under 
the provisions of this act, the attorney general shall represent said board 
upon such appeal. 

Administrative.— A board of examiners appointed by the governor 
consisting of three regular, one eclectic and one homeopathic physicians. 
Executive oflficer, secretary. Registration of license from the board in 
a county clerk's oflfice. Fee 50 cents and $1. 

Professional.— Application must show the time spent in the study of 
medicine and surgery in an institution, with name and location, or under 
tutor with name and place and the time engaged in the practice of either 
or both. 

Licensing.— The board grants a license on examination. The appli- 
cant submits to an examination in anatomy, physiology, chemistry, 
materia medica, therapeutics, practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics, 
diseases of women, medical jurisprudence and such other branches as the 
board deems advisable. A written application supported by an aflldavit 
showing training, experience and age must be filed with the secretary. 
Fee $10. 
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Licensing.— The candidate must pass aii esatuinatlini in lu'l I li luetic, 
grammar, geograpliy, orthograpliy, Kiigliali composition; liiit, In licii of 
sucl) eKaminatloD. tLe following will be accepted; the diploma of a college, 
academy, seminary, normal, high school, or teacher's perniauent certifi- 
cate or pi-ovfsional with general average of not lees than two, a certifi- 
cate of examination for admission to the fresUraan claas In college. These 
requirements go into effect March 1. 1300. A teacher's provisional certifi- 
cate will not be accepted after March 1, liiOl. A diploma from a legally 
incorporated medical school Is recognized for the purpose of eiamination, 
providing such school maintains a three years' course of study. 

Examination.— In each subject ten questions of ten credits encli are 
given. A general average of 75 per cent, entitles to a license. In case the 
candidate does not fall tielow o5 per cent, in more than one branch but 
two or more papers uiiirlied below 5o per cent, will be subject to revision 
by the wliole board. The handwriting must be legible. 

See. 1. Medical Council Established.— That there shall be estab- 
lished a medical council of Pennsjlv-aula, consisting of the lieutenant- 
governor, the attorney -general, the secretary of iuteraal affairs, the super- 
intendent of public instruction and the president of Ihe State board of 
health and vital statistics, and the presidents of the three State boards of 
medical examiners provided for in this act. 

Sec, 2. Name of Conncil; By-Laws: Quornm-— The said council shall 
be known by Ihe name and style of the medical council of Pen u sylvan la, 
and may make and adopt all necessary rules and regulations and liy-lawa 
not Inconsistent with the constitution and the laws of (his commonwealth, 
or of the United States, and shall have power to locate and maintain an 
office within this State for the transaction of business: five members of 
the snld conncil shall constitute a qnornm for the transaction of business. 

See. 3. Organization.— The said council shall organize at Ilarrisburg 
■within ten days from the date of llie organization of three hoards of 
medical examiners, and shall elect from its own number a pi'esident and 
a secretary, who shall also act as treasurer, both of whom shall hold their 
offlces tar one year, or until their successors are chosen. 

Sec. 4. Compensation; Expenses.- The members of the said conncil 
.shall reet'ive no salary, except the secretary and treasurer, who shall re- 
ceive a salary of not over §500, and who shall file with the president of 
the council a bond In the sum of $1,000, conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties. The necessary expenses of the said council shall 
be paid out of ihe appropriation made In section 16 of this act. and any 
balance remaining from the appi-oprlatlon after the disbursements herein 
specified shall be paid Into the treasury of the commonwealth. 

Sec. 5. Meetings; iHitles; Supervision of Examinations; Issuing of 
Llceiuses.- The said medical council shall hold two stated meetings In 
each year at Harrlabnrg, and may hold special meetings at such times 
and places as It may deem proper. It shall supervise the examiuatlona 
conducted by the three State boards of medical examiners of all appli- 
cants for license to practice medlclue and surgery In this commonwealth.

and shall issue licenses to practice medicine and surgery to such appli- 
cants as have presented satisfactory and properly certified copies of

Sec. G. Three Boards of Examiners; Appointment; Term.— That from 
and after the first day of March, A. D. 1894. there shall be and continue 
to be three separate boards of medical examiners for ihe State of Pennsyl- 
vania, one representing the medical society of the State of Pennsylvania, 
one representing the homeopathic medical society of the State of" Pennsyl- 
vania, one representing the eclectic medical society of the State of Penn- 
sylvania. Each board shall consist of seven members, and each of said 
members shall serve for a term of three years from the first day of 
March next after his appointment, with the exception of those first a,p- 
pointed, who shall serve as follows, namely: two of each board for one 
year, two of each board for two years, and three of each board for three 
years from tlie first day of March, A. I). 1894. The governor shall appoint 
the members of said boards of examiners, respectively, from the full 
lists of the members of the said medical societies, which list shall, on or 
before the first day of January, 1894, and annually thereafter, be trans- 
mitted to the governor under the seal and signed by the secretary of 
the society so nominating. From these lists of nominees respectively the 
governor shall, during the month of January, A. D. 1894, appoint three 
separate boards of medical examiners, each board to be composed exclu- 
sively of members of the same medical society. In case of failure of any 
or all of said medical societies to submit lists, as aforesaid, the governor 
shall appoint members in good standing of the corresponding society, or 
societies, entitled to nominate without other restriction. Each one of 
the said appointees must be a registered physician in good standing and 
shall have practiced medicine or surgery under the laws of this State for 
a period of not less than ten years prior to such appointment. The gov- 
ernor shall fill vacancies by death or otherwise for unexpired terms of 
said examiners from the respective lists submitted by the said medical 
societies, and may remove any member of any of said boards for continued 
neglect of the duties required by this act, or on recommendation of the 
medical society of which said members may be In afifiliation, for unpro- 
fessional or dishonorable conduct. The governor shall in his first appoint- 
ments designate the number of years for which each appointee shall 
serve. The appointments of successors to those members whose term of 
ofl^ce will expire on the first day of March of each year shall be made by 
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the giivfvmir Juries lli« mmith of Jtiuuary uf such year, hijihj tlie eame 
contilfloiia find roiiiiirenieBtB as hereinbefore speclfted with reference to 
the appointment of three separnte examining boards, each to be com- 
posed exchiBively of members of tlie same medical Bchool and society 
as herelubefore provided. 

See. 7. Nnme; CerlJfii-ate of Apiiolulioeiit; Towers— Said boards shall 
he known by the name and etyle of boards of niedloal eiiamlners of the 
State of Pennsylvania. Every person who shall be appointed to serve on 
elthei' of Kald boards shall receive a certlfii-ate of appointment from the 
secretaiT of the common wealth, Each of said boards shall be authorized 
to take leBtiiiiony concerning all mafti'i'S within its Jurisdiction, and the 
presiding officer for the time heiug of either of said boards, or of any of 
the committees tiiereof, may issue suhp^^nas and administer oaths to wit- 
nesses. Each of said boards of exawiners shall make and adopt all

Sec. 8. Disposition of Funds.— From tlie fees provided by this act theM 
respective boards may pay. not to exceed said income, all proper expenaesfl 
incurred hy Its provisions, and if any suri>lus above said expenses shall , 
remain at the end of any year it shall be apportioned among said ex- 
aminers pro rata according to tJie nuniber of candidates examined hy each: 
provided, that the medical council shall keep separate accounts of all fees 
received from physicians applying for licensea to practice medicine or 
Biirgei'y and shall not devote any such fees to the uses of the council, or to 
the uses or reinunerntion of any other examining boaiil than that of 
the society with which the physician who pays the fee wishes to be 
affiliated. 

Sec. 0. Organization; Meetings.— The first meeting of each of the ex- 
amining boards respectively hhall he held on the first Tuesday of April, 
1&04, suitable notice in the usual form being given with the notice of thetr | 
appointment by the i^ecretary of the commonwealth to each of the meta?^ 
bers thereof, specifying the time and place of meeting. At the first meet-f

Sec. 10. Examinations; Subjects.— The several boards of medical ex-J 
eminers shall, not less than one week prior to each examination, submltt] 
(o the medical council of Pennsylvania questions for thorough examlna^l 
tious In anatomy, pliyslol<^y, hygiene, cheraiati7, surgery, obstetrics, path- \ 
ology. diagnosis, ihernpeutlcs, practice of medicine and materia medica; j 
from the lists of guestluns ao submitted the council slinll select the que» : 
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tions for each examination, and such questions for each examination shall 
be the same for all candidates, except that in the departments of thera- 
peutics, practice of medicine and materia medica, the questions shall be 
in harmony with the teachings of the school selected by the candidate. 

Sec. 11. Examinations, How Conducted; Results to Council.— Said ex- 
aminations shall be conducted in writing in accordance with the rules and 
regulations prescribed by the medical council of Pennsylvania, and shall 
embrace the subjects named in section 10 of this act. After each such ex- 
amination the board having charge thereof shall, without unnecessary 
delay, act upon the same. An official report of such action signed by the 
president, secretary and each acting member of said board of medical ex- 
aminers, stating the examination, average of each candidate in each 
branch, the general average and the result of the examination, whether 
successful or unsuccessful, shall be transmitted to the medical council. 
Said report shall embrace all the examination papers, questions and 
answers thereto. All such examination papers shall be kept for reference 
and inspection for a period of not less than five years. 

Sec. 12. Council Issues License; Record Tliereof.— On receiving from 
any of said boards of medical examiners such official report of the exam- 
ination of any applicant for license, the medical council shall issue forth- 
with to each applicant who shall have been returned as having successfully 
passed said examination, and who shall have been adjudged by the medical 
council to be duly qualified for the practice of medicine, a license to prac- 
tice medicine and surgery in the State of Pennsylvania. The medical 
council shall require the same standard of qualifications from all candi- 
dates, except in the departments of therapeutics [,1 practice of medicine 
and materia medica, in which the standard shall be determined by each of 
the boards respectively. Every license to practice medicine and surgery 
issued pursuant to this act shall be subscribed by the officers of the medi- 
cal council and by each medical examiner who reported the licentiate as 
having successfully passed said examinations. It shall also hiive affixed 
to it by the person authorized to affix the same, the seal of this common- 
wealth. Before said license shall be issued it shall be recorded in a book 
to be kept in the office of the medical council, and the number of the book 
and page therein containing said recorded copy shall be noted upon the 
face of said license. Said records shall be open to public inspection, under 
proper restrictions as to their safe keeping, and in all legal proceedings 
shall have the same weight as evidence that is given to the conveyance 
of land. 

Sec. 13. Qualifications of Applicant for License; Fee; Applicants from 
Other States.— From and after the first day of July, A. D. 1894, any per- 
son not theretofore authorized to practice medicine and surgeiy in this 
State, and desiring to enter upon such practice, may deliver to the secre- 
tary of the medical council, upon the payment of a fee of $25, a written 
application for license, together with satisfactory proof that the applicant 
is more than twenty-one years of age, is of good moral character, has ob- 
tained a competent common school education, and has received a diploma 
conferring the degree of medicine from some legally incorporated medical 
college of the United States, or a diploma or license conferring the full 
right to practice all the branches of medicine and surgery in some foreign 
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coimlry; apiilicii iits vrho have received tlieir degree iu medicine after tlie 
ftrBt day of July. 1894, nmst have pursued tlie study or medicine tov at 
least three years, Includiug three reguiav courses of leclures, in different 
yeai'a, In Bonie le);ally incorporated medical college, or collegee, prior to 
tbe granting of said diploma, or foreign licence, and after t!ie first day 
of July, 1895, such appllcauta must have pursued The eludy of medicine 
for at least four j-?ars, Including three regular courses of lectures, In 
different years, iu some legally Incorporated uiedlttil college, or colleges, 
prior to the granting of said diploma or foreign license. Such proof shall 
I'e made, if required, upon affidavit. Upon the malting of said payment 
and proof, the niedifal ponncil, if sntisfled with the some, shall issue to 
said applicant an order for oxaminntion lieCore such one of the State 
boards of medical examiners as the applieniit for license may select. In 
case of failure at any such examluatloii the candidate, after tlie explra- 
tloD of six months and within two years, shall have the privilege of a 
second examination tiy the same hoard to which application was flrat 
made, without the payment of an additional fee; aud It Is further pro- 
vided, that applicants examined and lieeused hy State hoards of medical 
examiners or State hoards of health of other States, on payment of a fee 
of $15 to the medical council, and on filing in the office of the medical 
council a copy of sold license certified tiy the affidavit of the president or 
secretary of snch Iward showing also that the standard of acquirements 
adopted hy said State Ijoard of medical examiners or State lioard of 
health, ia siihstantially the aara« as is provided hy sections 11, 12 and IB ■ 
of this act, shall without further examination receive a license conferring 
on the holder thereof all the rights and privileges provided by sections 14 
aud 15 of this act. 

Sec. 14. Qunllflcutious for I*ractlcG; Penalty for Violation.— From and 
after the first day of Mitrch. A. D. 1894, no person shall enter upon the 
practice of medlciue or surgery in the State of Pennsylvania, unless he or 
she has compiled with the provisions of this act. and shall have exhibited 
to the prothonotary of the coui't of common pleas of the county in which 
he or she desires to priictlce medicine or surgeiy, a license duly grmited to 
him or her. as hereiulieforp provided, whereupon he or she shall bo entitled 
Upon the payment of SI to be dnly reglBtcred in the office of the prothono- 
taiy of the court of common pleas in the said county, and any person 
Tiolatlug any of the provisions of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof in tbe court of quarter sessions of the couuly 
wherein the offense shall have been committed, shall pay a flue of not 
more than ¥500 for each fiffense. 

Sec. 15. Constiuction of Act.— Nothing In this act shall he construed 
to Interfei'e with or punish commissioned njedlcal officera serving in the 
army or navy of the United States, or in the United States marine hospital 
service while so eu minis s ion ed, or medical examiners of relief depart- 
ments of railroad companies while so employed, or any one while actually 
serving as a meraher of the resident medical staff of any legally incor- 
porated hospital, or any legally qualified and registered dentist exclusively 
engaged in the practice of dentistry, or shall Interfere with or prevent the 
dispensing and sale of medicines or medical appliances by apothecaries, 
pharmacists, or interfere with the ninniifaeture of artifldal eyes, limlis or 
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orthopedical instnimeiits or trusses of any kind for fitting such instru- 
ments ou persons in need tliereof, or any lawfully qualified physicians 
and surgeons residing in other States or countries, meeting registered 
physicians of this State in consultation or any physician or surgeon resid- 
ing on the border of a neighboring State and duly authorized under the 
laws thereof to practice medicine and surgery therein whose practice ex- 
tends into the limits of this State: provided, that such practitioner shall 
not open an office, or appoint a place to meet patients or receive calls, 
within the limits of Pennsylvania, or physicians duly registered in one 
county of this State called to attend cases in another county but not resid- 
ing or opening an otfice therein. And nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued to prohibit the practice of medicine and surgeiy within this com- 
monwealth by any i>ractitioner who shall have been duly registered before 
the first day of March, A. D. 1894, according to the terms of the act, 
entitled "An act to provide for the registration of all practitioners of medi- 
cine and surg(My," approved the eighth day of June, A. D. 1881, and one 
such registry shall be sufficient warrant to practice medicine and surgery 
in any county in tliis commonwealth. 

Sec. 10. Appropriation.— The sum of $2,000 is hereby appropriated out 
of any moneys in the State treasury, not otherwise appropriated, for the 
salary of the secretary and treasurer of said medical council and the 
necessary expenses of said council, $1,000 thereof for the year beginning 
January 1, 1804, and $4,000 thereof for the year beginning January 1, 
1895.

Sec. 1. Improper Registration Under Previous Act Made Valid.— That 
any person heretofore having had a medical diploma ifssued to him by any 
reputa])le college or university in another State or foreign country, author- 
ized by law to ^rant diplomas and confer degrees, and such diploma hav- 
ing been improperly registered under the provisions of the act of assembly 
approved June 8, A. 1). 1881, entitled "An act to provide for the registra- 
tion of all i)ractitioners of medicine and surgery," the diploma of such 
person l>e and is hereby made valid for all purposes, with the same effect 
as if the registry of tlie same had been in the form and under the require- 
ments of said act, and the practice of medicine, or any of such improperly 
or illegally registered diploma shall, from the date of such registry, be and 
the same is hereby made lawful and with the same effect as if his said 
diploma had been i)roperly and legally registered under the provisions of 
said act: provided, said physician shall appear before the proper board of 
examiners at the next meeting after the pass.'ige of this act and shall 
properly qualify under existing laws.

The licensing examinations, supervised 
by the council, are prepared from questions submitted hy the hoards which 
conduct the examinations and report the resulta to the eiiiincll. The 
candidate must pass In anatomy, physiology, hyglt-ne, chemlstiy, surgery, 
obstetrics, pathology, diagnosis, tlierapeulies, pi-nctice of medicine, 
materia medlcn; must give evidence that he is more than twpnty-one years 
of age, of good moral character. Applicants examined hy the State boarda 
having equal reqnireraents are licensed wlthont examination.

PUERTO RICO. 
—General Orders, No. 153.— 

Erlgndier-general Davis, San Juan, September 30, 1899. 

In view of the fact that the powers and diitiea formerly possessed by 
the anbdelegations oC medicine and surgery and of pharmacy of Puerto 
Hlco have been transferred to the superior board of health, and that the 
safety of the public may be endangered liy incompetent physicians and 
surgeons, pharmacists, dentists, raldwlves and practicantes pursuing their 
avocations, the following orders are Issued: 

1. Examining Committee.— That In place of the subdelegations of 
medicine and surgery, pharmacy, etc., of Pue-rto Rleo, an examining com- 
mittee shall be appointed by the superior board of health, to consist of 
three gradURles In medicine and surgery, of not less than ten years' stand- 
ing, and Of recognized ability In their proCesaioIia, two graduates in phar- 
macy, and one graduate In dentistry, possessing the same professional 
standing. This committee shall be divided Into subcommittees, for the 
work of examination, 

2. Rules and ttegulallona.— The superior board of health of Puerto 
Rico will mahe and adopt for the examlulng committee, all necessary rules 
and regulations aud by-laws, not inconsistent with existing laws and 
regulations, or with the constitution of the United States. 
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. 3. Organization of Examining Committee.— The said examining com- 
mittee shall meet and organize in tlie city of Stin Juan within one month 
pfter the appointment of its members is made. The superior board of 
health shall provide a place for the meetings of the examining committee. 
All the records and papers of all kinds, formerly belonging to the subdele- 
gation of medicine and surgery and to the subdelegation in pharmacy, 
shall be deposited with the superior board of health. 

4. Compensation of Members of Committee.— All fees received by the 
committee shall be turned in to the treasurer of the superior board of 
health. After the payment of legitimate expenses, the balance shall be 
divided among the members of the committee, in such manner that each 
member shall receive his proportionate share of the fees received from all 
the persons he actually examines. The recorder will receive a proportion- 
ate share of all the fees received. 

. 5. Members of Committee; Term of Office.— At the first meeting, the 
members shall draw lots for the terms of service. The two persons whose 
names are first drawn shall serve one year; the two whose names are next 
drawn shall serve two years, and the two whose names are last drawn 
shall serve three years. The superior board of health shall, on January 
1st of each year, appoint two members, who shall serve three years. A 
president and a recorder shall be appointed by the superior board of 
health on the same date. 

6. Examinations.— The examining committee shall hold examinations 
for those who desire to practice medicine and surgery, pharmacy and den- 
tistry in Puerto Rico, also for practicantes, midwives, and professional 
nurses, at such times as the superior board may direct. 

7. Presentation of Diplomas or Certificates; Permit for Examination.— 
All applications under the classes named, desiring licenses to practice their 
professions or occupations in Puerto Ilico, shall first present their di- 
plomas, or certificates to the secretary of the superior board of health, 
together with a certificate signed by two responsible persons, as to the 
good moral character of the applicant. If an examination of these papers 
proves satisfactory, the secretary will issue a permit to the applicant to 
appear before the examining committee, for examination. 

8. Character of Examinations.— The questions used shall first be sub- 
.mitted to th(» superior board of health, and after being approved, the same 

questions shall be used with all individuals of one class, applying at one 
time for examination. All examinations shall be in writing and subject 
to such rules and regulations as the superior board of health shall, from 
time to time, proscribe. 

9. Result of Examinations Sent to Superior Board of Ilealth.— After 
each examination, the examining committee shall, without unnecessary 
delay, act upon the same. An official report of such action, signed by the 
chairman, recorder and each member present stating the subject of the ex- 
amination, average of each candidate in each branch, the general average, 
and the result of each examination, whether successful or unsuccessful, 
shall be forwarded to the superior board of health.

affidavit containing such facts, which, if wilifully false, shall subjiK^t the 
affiant to conviction and punishment for perjury. 

Sec. 3. Certificate of Authority, How Obtained,— Authority to practice 
medicine under this chapter shall be a curtiflcate from the State board of 
health, and said hoai'd sliall upon application issne a certificate to any 
reputaMo pliyslcian who Is prncticlng or who desires to begin the practice 
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of medicine or surgery in this State, who posseses any of the following 
qualifications; first, a diploma from a reputable and legally chartered 
medical college, indorsed as such by the State board of health; second, 
satisfactory evidence from the person claiming the same that such person 
was reputably and honorably engaged in the practice of medicine or sur- 
gery in this State prior to January 1, 1892. Any person not qualified as 
hereinbefore provided, before practicing medicine or surgery in this State 
shall present himself before said State board of health and submit himself 
to such examination as said board may require. Said board shall examine 
any person presenting himself, and if the examination is satisfactory shall 
issue its certificate as hereinbefore provided: provided, any person so pre- 
senting himself shall pay to the board the sum of $10 for each examina- 
tion; and said fee shall in no case be returned and shall be applied to 
pay the expenses of the board of health. Applicants may present their 
credentials by mail or by proxy and the board shall issue its certificates 
to such applicants as are entitled thereto as though the applicant were 
present. All the certificates shall be signed by the president and secre- 
tary, and attested by seal of the board, and not more than $2 shall be 
charged for any certificate. 

Sec. 4. Itinerant Doctors Excepted.— Nothing in this chapter shall be 
so construed as to authorize any itinerant doctor to register or to prac- 
tice medicine in any part of this State. 

Sec. 5. R(»fusal or Revocation of Certificate.— The State board of 
health may refuse to issue the certificate provided for in section 3 of this 
chapter, to any individual guilty of grossly unprofessional conduct of a 
character likely to deceive or defraud the public, and it may after due 
notice and heaiing revoke such certificates for like cause. In all cases of 
refusal or revocation the applicant may appeal to the appellate division 
of the supreme court, which may affirm or overrule the decision of the 
board.

Licensing.— The English education of the applicant as shown by the 
written answers will be considered in determining fitness to practice. Ex- 
amination fee $5, for certificate $1. Application for examination on offi- 
cial blank must include two references of standing and moral character. 

Examination, both oral and written, 75 per cent on all questions enti- 
tles to a license. Six or more written qurstions are given in each branch.

The secretary 
of the board shall enter, without fee, upon the register to be kept by him, 
the names of all persons to whom certificates are issued as physicians 
and surgeons.

Certificates, to Whom Issued.— Each board of censors shall 
issue certificates without fee, to physicians and surgeons who present to 
such board a diploma from a medical college or university, and who also 
by examination satisfy oaid board of censors that they are quali- 
fied to practice the branches mentioned in such diploma.

The sub- 
jects of examination are anatomy, chemistry, pliysiology, hygiene and 
jursprudence, materia medlca and therapeutics, histology, pathology an'd 
bacteriology, obstetrics and gynecology, practice, surgery. Three hours 
are given to each branch. A standng of 75 per cent, is required. 

Section 1. Qualifications for Practice.— From and after the passage 
of this act the following persons, and no others, shall be permitted to prac- 
tice medicine or surgery in this State: first all persons who have practiced 
medicine or surgery in this State continuously for the period of at least 
five years prior to the passage of this act, but only such persons as have

physician or surgeon now legally licensed and practicing as such in this 
State; second, all persons who have been duly examined and have been 
awarded certificates by the board of medical examiners under the acts of 
January 31, 1884; March 1, 1888, and chapter 77 of the code, or the amend- 
ments thereto, and who have also otherwise complied with the require- 
ments of the said laws; third, all persons who shall hereafter receive cer- 
tificates from the board of medical examiners of this State as provided by 
section 6 of this act, and who shall also in all other respects have complied 
with the provisions of the same. 

Sec. 2. Practice of Medicine Defined.— Any person shall be regarded 
as practicing medicine or surgery within the meaning of this act who shall 
profess publicly to be a physician or surgeon and shall offer for practice 
as such, or who shall pi*escribe for the sick or for those needing medical 
or surgical aid and shall charge and receive therefor money or other com- 
pensation, directly or Indirectly; but this act shall not apply to any mid- 
wife, dentist, commissioned officer or contract surgeon of the United States 
army or navy or marine hospital service in the performance of his duties 
as such, nor to any physician or surgeon residing in any State or Territory 
of the United States, or in the District of Columbia, called into consulta- 
tion in a special case with a physician or surgeon residing in this State; 
nor shall this act be construed as affecting or changing in any way the 
laws in reference to the license tax to be paid by physicians, surgeons, 
and dentists. 

Sec. 3. Board of Examiners; Term.— There shall be for this State a

Oath; Powers; Meetings; Records.— The members of saia 
medical examining board shall, before entering upon their duties as such 
members, take and subscribe an oath to support the oonstitutlou and laws 
of the State of Washington and of the United States, and to well and 
faithfully, and without partiality, perform tbe dulies of such office accord- 
ing to the best of their knowledge and ability; whk-h oaths shall be filed 
and preserved of record In the office of the secretary ot said board. Said 
medical examining board shall elect a president, aecretaiy and treasurer, 
and shall have a common seal. The president and secretary shall have the

Said board shall keep a record of all the pro- 
ceedings thereof, and also a recoi-d or register of all applicants for a li- 
eenee, together with his or her age, the time such applicants shall have 
spent In the study and practice of medicine and surgery, if they ahall have 
so practiced at all. and the name and location of all institutions granting 
to such applicants degrees or certificates of lectures In medicine or sur- 
gery. Said record or register shall also show whether such applicant was 
rejected or licensed under this act. Said books and regiater shall be prima 
facie evidence of all matters therein recorded. 

Sec. 1803. Examination for License.— Hereafter, every person desiring 
to commence the practice of medicine and surgery, or either of them, in - 
any of their or Its branches In this State, shall make a written application 
to said board for a license so to do, which application shall be supported 
and a&companied by an affidavit of such applicant setting forth the actual 
time spent by the appUcant in the study of medicine and surgery, and 
when: whether such study was in an institution of learning, and If bo, the 
name and location thereof, and If not in such institution, where .ind under 
whose tutorship such study was prosecuted; Ibe time said applicant shall 
have been engaged in the actual practice, if at all. of medicine and sur- 
gery, or either of them, and where the applicant was located during the 
time of such practice, and tbe age of the applicant at the time of making 
such application, such application and affidavit to be filed and preserved 
of record in the office of the secretary of said board. Such applicant, at 
tbe time and place designated liy said board, or at the regular meeting of 
Bald board, ahall submit to an examination In the following branches, lo 
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wit; auatomy, physiology, chemistry, histology, materia medica, thera- 
peutics, preventive medicines, practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics, 
diseases of women and children, diseases of the nervous system, diseases 
of the eye and ear, medical jurisprudence, and such other branches as the 
board shall deem advisable. Said board shall cause such examination to 
be both scientific and practical, and of sufficient severity to test the can- 
didate's fitness to practice medicine and surgery; which examination shall 
be by written or printed, or partly written and partly printed, questions 
and answers, and the same shall be filed and preserved of record in the 
office of the secretary of said board. After examination, if the same be 
satisfactory, said board shall grant a license to such applicant to practice 
medicine and surgery in the State of Washington, which said license can 
only be granted by the consent of not less than five members of said 
board, except as hereinafter provided, and which said license shall be 
signed by the president and secretary of said board, and attested by the 
seal thereof. The fee for such examination shall be $10, and shall be paid 
by the applicant to the treasurer of said board toward defraying the ex- 
penses thereof; and such board may refuse or revoke a license for unpro- 
fessional or dishonorable conduct, subject, however, to the right of such 
applicant to appeal from the decision of said board refusing or revoking 
such license as hereinafter provided. 

Note.— This section seems to supersede section 2285 of Code of 1881, 
except the last clause thereof, which reads as follows: "This section shall 
not be construed so as to prevent women not having the qualifications re- 
quired by it, from acting as midwives." 

Sec. 1804. Definition of Unprofessional Conduct.— The words "unpro- 
fessional or dishonorable conduct," as used in section 3 of this act [1793,1 
are hereby declared to mean: first, the procuring, aiding or abetting in 
procuring, a criminal abortion; second, the employing of what are popu- 
larly known as "cappers"' or "steerers"; third, the obtaining of any fee on 
the assurance that a manifestly incurable disease can be permanently 
cured; fourth, the wilfully betraying of a professional secret; fifth, all ad- 
vertising of medical business in which untruthful and improbable state- 
ments are made; sixth, all advertising of any medicines or of any means 
whereby the monthly periods of women can be regulated, or the menses 
re-established if suppressed; seventh, conviction of any offense involving 
moral turpitude; eighth, habitual intemperance. 

Sec. 1805. Refusal or Revocation of License.— In any case of the re- 
fusal or revocation of a license by said board under the provisions of this 
act, said board shall file a brief and concise statement of the grounds and 
reasons for such refusal or revocation, in the office of the secretary of said 
board, which said statement, together with the decision of said board, in 
writing, shall remain of record in said office. Before a license can be re- 
voked by said board for unprofessional or dishonorable conduct under the 
provisions of this act, a complaint of some person under oath must be 
filed in the office of the secretary of said board, charging the acts of un- 
professional or dishonorable conduct and facts complained of against the 
licentiate accused, in ordinary and concise language, and thereupon said 
boanl shall cause to be served upon such accused licentiate a written notice 
and copy of such complaint, which said notice shall contain a statement 
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of beariDg of tie matters and thing^en 
charged In eucli coniiilaiDt, and said notice shall be so served at least 1 
days prior to the time of such hearing. Such accnsed licentiate may ap- 
pear at Burh hearing, and defend against the accusations of such coiu.- 
plalnt, personnliy and hy counsel, and may have the sworn testimony of , 
wltnegses talten and present other evidence in his behalf at Bucb hearing, | 
and said board may receive the arguments of comiael at such lieai'ing. 
Sec. 1806. Appeals.— In any ease of the i-efusai or revocation of a 
cense by said board uiider the provisions of this act. the applicant whose 
application shall be so refnsed, and the licentiate whose license shall lie 
BO revoked by said board, shall have the right to appeal from the decision 
so refusing or revoking such ilt'ense within 30 days after the filing of such 
decision in the office of the secretary of said board, as hereinbefore in this 
act provided. Such uppeal shall be lo the superior court in and for the 
county in which was held the last general meeting of said board, ))vior to 
the refusal of such license, in the case of such refusal; and to the superior 
court in and for the county in which the hearing was liad upon which 
such license was revolied, in case of such revocation. In any case a person 
desiring to take such appeal sliall sen'e, or cause to be served, ui>on the 
secretary of said board a written notice of such appeal, which shall con- 
tain a. statement ut the grounds of such appeal, and shall file in the office 
of auch secretary an appeal bond, with good and suiBcieut surety, to be ap- 
proved by said Secretary, to the State of Washington, conditioned for 
the speedy prosecution of such appeal, and the payment of such cost as 
may be adjudged against him npon such appeal. Said aecretai'y shall, 
within 10 days after the service of said notice of appeal, and the filing 
and approval of said appeal bond, transmit to the cieris of the superior 
court to which such appeal is taken, a certified copy, under thi> seal of 
said board, of the decision of said board, and the grounds thereof, lu the 
case of the refusal of a license: and in adtHtlon thereto, a certified copy i 
nnder such seal of the complaint In the case of the revocation of a license, 
together with the bond and notice of appeal. The clerk of such court shall 
thereupon docliet such appeal causes, and they shall stand for trial in a 
respects as ordinary civil actions, and like proceedings be had thereon. 
"Dpon auch appeal said cause shall be tried de novo. Either party may 
appeal from the Judgment of said superior court to the supreme court of 
the State in lilte manner as in civil actions within 60 days after the rendi- 
tion and entry of such judgment in said superior court.

bis lEceuse by such board. In case of such appeal to the supreme court bj 
said board, uo license shall be issued nor reinstatement be required until 
the final determination of said cause, and as hereinafter provided. In ease 
the final decision of the supreme court be against said medical examining 
board, then and in that case said court shall make such order in the prem- 
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I iBca as may be necesBary, and said board shall act act^ordlnglr: proTlded, 
that lu no caee nhnll an appeal bond be required of said bonrd nor shall 

' any eosts be adjudged or taxed flgalnst the same. 

Spc. 1807. Record of License.— The person receiving said license shall 
file the same, or a copy thereof, with the county clerk In and for the county 
where he or she resides, and said coiinty clerlt shall file said certiflcate, or 
copy thereof, and enter a memorandnni tiereof, giving the date of said 
license and name of the person to whoni the same is issued, and the date 
of such filing, in a boolc to be provided and kept for that purpose: and said 
county clerk shall each year furuish to the secretary of said tioard a list 
of all certificates ou file In hie otHce, and upon notice to him of the change 
ot location or death of a person so licensed, or of the revocation of the 
license granted to such person said county clerk shall enter, at the appro- 
priate place in the record so kept by him, a memorandum of said fact, so 
that the records kept by said county clerk shall correspond with the 
records of the board as kept by the secretary thereof. In case a person so 
licensed shall move into another connly in this State, he or she shall pro- 
cure f['om the county clerk a certifled copy of said license, and file the 
same with the county clerk in the county to whleh he or she shall remove.

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Sec. 10. Record of Certificate; Refusal or Revocation; Appeal.— Every 
person holding any such certificate, as is hereinbefore provided for, shall 
have the same recorded in the oflice of the secretary of the State board of 
health, in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, and the secretaiy 
shall indorse on said certificate, the fact of such recordation, and deliver 
the same to the person named therein or to his order. The State board of 
health may refuse certificates to individuals guilty of malpractice or dis- 
honorable conduct, and they may revoke certificates for like causes. Such 
revocation being after due notice and trial by the board of health, with 
right of appeal to the circuit court of the county in which such individual 
resides; but no such refusal or revocation shall be had or made by reason 
of the individual belonging to or practicing in any particular school or sys- 
tem of medicine. 

Sec. 11. Fee;. Re-Examination.— Every person on presenting himself 
for examination as hereinbefore provided, shall pay to the State board of 
health, or to the members thereof by whom he is examined, a fee of $10, 
which shall not be returned if a certificate be refused him. But he may 
again at any time within one year after such refusal, present himself for 
examination as aforesaid, without the payment of an additional fee, and 
if a certificate be again refused him, he may as often as he sees fit there- 
after, on the payment of a fee of $10, be examined as herein provided, 
until he obtains such certificate. 

Sec. 12. Character of Examination; Subjects; Midwifery Excepted.— 
Examinations may be in whole" or in part in writing, and shall be of an 
elementary and practical character, and shall embrace the general sub- 
jects of anatomy, physiology, chemistry, materia medica, pathology, path- 
ologcal anatomy, surgery and obstetrics, but sufficiently strict to test the 
qualifications of the candidate as a practitioner of medicine, surgeiy and 
obstetrics. The provisions of this chapter shall not apply to females prac- 
ticing midwifery. 

Sec. 13. Practice of Medicine Defined.— Any person shall be regarded 
as practicing medicine, within the meaning of this chapter, who shall pro- 
fess publicly to be a physician, and to prescribe for the sick or who shall 
append to his name the letters "M. D." This act shall also apply to apothe- 
caries and pharmacists who prescribe for the sick. This act shall not al)- 
ply to commissioned oflScers of the United States army and navy and 
marine hospital service. 

Sec. 14. Itinerant Physicians; Tax; Receipts; Penalty for Violation.— 
Any itinerant physician desiring to practice medicine in this State, or any 
itinerant vender of any drug, nostrum, ointment, or appliance of any kind, 
intended for the treatment of disease or injuries; or wlio shall by writing 
or printing, or in any other method, publicly profess to cure or treat dis- 
uses, injuries or deformities, by any drug, nostrum, manipulation or other 
expedient, shall before doing so, pay to the sheriff of every county in which 
he desires to practice, a special tax of $50 for each month or fraction of 
a month he shall so practice in such county, and take his receipt in dupli- 
cate therefor. He shall present said receipts to the clerk of the county 
court of such county, who shall file and preserve one of them in his oflSce, 
and shall indorse on the other the words. "A duplicate of this receipt has 



i in my oflit-e," and sign the samt; and If auy h 
vender of iiatent medlciueB shall practice or attempt to praetloe iu any siH'li 
county without having paid ench fas and filed such ret^ipt with the 
clerk of the county court, and obtained his indorsement on tlie oUiev as 
aforesaid, or if he shall practice or attempt to practice for a longer 
time than that for which he has paid such tax as aforesaid, he shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined not less that $100 nor more 
than $500. Any person who shall travel from place to place, and by writ- 
ing, printing or otherwise, publicly profess to cure or treat diseases. In- 
juries or deformities, shall be held and deemed to be an Itinerant physician 
and subject to the tases, tinea and penaltieE prescribed tn this section. 

Sec. 15. Penalty for Practicing Unlawfully.— If any peraon shall prac- 
tice or attempt to practice medicine, surgery, or obstetrics In this State, 
Without having complied with the provisions of section 9 of this chapter, 
except as therein provided, be shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and fined 
for every anch offense, not less than [$|50 nor more than $S00, or im- 
prisoned in the county jali not less tiian one month nor more than I'i 
months, or be punished by both such fine and imprisonment, at the discre- 
tion of the court. And If any person shall file or attempt to file, as his 
own, the diploma or certiflcate of anotlier, or shall file or attempt Co file 
a false or forged affidavit of his Identity, or shall wilfully swear falsely to 
any question which may be propounded to him on exiiminatlon, as herein 
provided for, or to any affidavit herein required to he made or filed liy him.

Section 1. Appointment of Board: Term nT Office.— The governor shall 
appoint n board of medical examiners consisting of seven members; who 
shall hold office as hereinafter provided and nntil their successors are ap- 
pointed, to be known aa the Wisconsin hr)nrd of medical examiners. Such 
appointment shall be made from tliree separate lists of 10 names each. 
presented every second year to the ftovernor. one list liy the Wisconsin 
State medical society, one by the homeopathic medical society of the State 
of Wisconsin, and one by the Wisconsin State eclectic medical sm'iety. In 

e any one of said societies should fail to present such list of names as 
herein provided, the governor may fill (he vacancies by the appointment of 
1 aufflelent numtiev of reputable practitioners of medicine who shall be 
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graduates of a recognized medical college and representatives of the dif- 
ferent schools of medicine as hereinafter provided. The members first ap- 
pointed under this act shall be divided into two classes, the first class to 
consist of four members, who shall hold office under the same appoint- 
ment for a term of two years, and the second class to consist of three mem- 
bers who shall hold office under said appointment for a term of four years, 
and thereafter all appointments shall be for four years. No person shall be 
appointed to serve for more than two terms in succession, and no member 
of any medical school, college or university having a medical department 
shall be appointed on said board. Three of the appointees shall be regular 
physicians, and two of them shall be homeopathic physicians, and two 
of them shall be eclectic physicians, and vacancies in said board may be 
filled as they occur by appointment from said list, preserving the same 
proportion of the different schools of medicine as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. Organization; Duties.— Said board of medical examiners shall 
elect from their members a president, secretary and treasurer, and shall 
have a common seal. The president or secretary shall have the power to 
administer oaths for the purposes of this act. Said board shall hold four 
regular meetings each year, on the second Tuesday in January, April, July 
and October. One in Madison, one in Oshliosh, and two in Milwauliee, and 
hold such meetings at such other times and places as the said board may 
from time to time determine. Said board shall keep a record of all the 
proceedings thereof, and also a register of all applicants for license, to- 
gether with his or her age, time spent in the study of medicine, and the 
name and locality of all institutions granting to such applicants, degrees 
or certificates of lectures in medicine, or surgery. Said register shall also 
show whether such applicant was rejected or licensed under this act; said 
boolis and register shall [be] prima facie evidence of all the matters re- 
quired to be kept therein. 

Sec. 3. Certificate to Practice; Courses of Study; Examinations.— All 
persons hereafter commencing the practice of medicine or surgery in any 
of their branches in this State, shall apply to the said board for license so 
to do at the time and place designated by said board, or at the regular 
meeting of said board, and shall submit to an examination in the various 
branches of medicine and surgery, or present to such board his or her di- 
ploma from a medical college, that requires after January 1, 1897, at least 
three courses, of not less than six months each before graduation and after 
the year 1904, at least four courses of not less than six months each before 
graduation, no two of said courses to be taken within one twelve month. 
The examination in materia medica, therapeutics and practice of medicine 
shall be conducted by the members of said board representing the school of 
medicine which the applicant claims to follow; and the proceedings of the 
board shall, at all reasonable times, be open to public inspection. After 
examination or upon presentation of a satisfactory diploma as hereinbe- 
fore provided, the said board shall, if it find the applicant qualified, grant 
a license to said applicant to practice medicine and surgery in the State 
of Wisconsin, which said license can only be granted by the consent of 
not less than five members of said board, and which said license shall be 
signed by the president and secretary of the said board, and attested by 
the seal thereof. The fee for such examination shall be fixed by said

vlsion of a preceptor. 

Sec, (I. Penalty for Violation.— Every person who shall hogin the pra< 
tliie of medicine or surgery within tJila State after ,Tuly 1. 1897. shall t 
i-equlred to hnvi- such license, and any person heglnning such practf^ 
rter said dale, without first having obtained the license as herein prorldt 
or. or contrary to the provisions of thiH act, or who not having the llcenj| 
aforesnld, shall artvertlBe or liold himself out to the public as a phyalciaill 
irgeon or specialist In medicine or surgery In this State, or who sbaU'i

M. B.. meaning thereby doctor of medicine, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than $50 nor more than $100 for each such offense, or by imprison- 
ment in the county jail for three months, or both. 

Sec. 7. Practice of Medicine Defined.— Every person shall be regarded 
as practicing medicine within the meaning of this act, who shall append 
the letters M. D. or M. B. to his or her name with intent to represent that 
he or she is a physician or surgeon, or who shall for a fee, prescribe drugs 
or other medical or surgical treatment for the cure or relief of any wound, 
fracture, bodily injury, infirmity or disease. This act shall not apply to 
dentists in the practice of their profession. It shall be the duty of the 
board to investigate all complaints, all disregard, non-compliance or viola- 
tion of the provisions of this act, and to bring all such cases to the notice 
of the proper prosecuting officers. Justices of the peace and the respective 
municipal courts and courts of record, shall have jursdiction over cases in- 
volving violation of this act, and it shall be the duty of the respective dis- 
trict attornoys to prosecute violations of this act.

Section 1. Board of Medical Examiners; Additional Powers.— The 
Wisconsin board of medical examiners in addition to the powers conferred 
by chapter 264 of the laws of 1897, and acts amendatory thereto shall upon 
application and payment ofxthe registration fee hereinafter required, duly 
register and grant authenticated certificates of registration to every reputa- 
ble resident physician or surgeon of good moral character who was on the 
first day of July, 1897, in the actual practice of medicine or surgeiy in the 
State of Wisconsin. The secretary of said board shall keep books of regis- 
tration in which shall be entered the names and addresses of all persons 
registered under the provisions of this act, together with the reasons justi- 
fying such registration, such books to be prima facie evidence of all mat- 
ters required to be kept therein. 

Sec. 2. Registration Necessary; Certificate Recorded.— Every person 
practicing medicine or surgery within this State who is not now licensed 
and registered with said board, shall within one year from the passage 
and publication of this act apply for registration therewith, either in per- 
son at any quarterly meeting of said board, or by sending by mail or by 
express at any other time to the secretary of said board his or her diploma 
or other credential or evidence of qualification. Every person so applying 
for registration shall pay to the board a fee of $2 at the time of making 
the application, such fee to be applied toward defraying the expenses of 
the board and no certificate of registration shall issue until such fee has 
first been paid. Each applicant upon having procured such certificate shall 
forthwith and within one year from the enactment of this law, record the 
said certificate in the office of the county clerk of the county in which he 
resides, and any such registered physician or surgeon who shall thereafter 
remove to any county in this State other than that in which his certificate 
is recorded shall immediately record the same in the county also to which 
he removes. 

Sec. 3. Not to Apply.— The provisions of this act shall not apply to 
commissioned surgeons of the United States army navy or marine hospi- 
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tal service, to pliyslclans or surgeons iu actual t'oasultatiou from other 
States or Territories, or to inedic{il students practicing under the direct 
Bupervslon of a preceptor, nor in any way conflict with tbe present statu- 
tory laws governing tlie practice o( medicine and surgery in the Srnie of 
Wisconsin. 

Sec. 4. Practicing Without Ccrtilicatp: Penalty.— Every person here-J 
after practicing medicine or surgery within this State, wlio was engiigetl f 
in snch practice on said first day of July, 1897, shall be required to ifgi*" J 
ter with th« aald board accoi-ding to the terms of tills act, and any perso 
wlio sliiill, after the expiration of one year immediately following the pas- J 
sage and puTjlieatlou of this act, attempt to so practice without having first J 
obtained and recorded a certificate of reglstratloa as lierein required ofI 
who not having obtained and recorded such certificate shall advertise osl

botb such Sue and imprisonment. 

Sec. 5. Fees; CompenBatlon and Espeuses of Board; Biennial Eeporl.--J 
All money received by the said board in payment of tbe registration feesJ 
herein required shall be kept by the treasurer thereof. Out of the funto.J 
BO coming into their possession, the members of said board may receive all'l 
legitimate and necessary expenses, aud for their services a sum to Iw ■ 
determined by tbe board not exceeding $5 each for each day actually spent 
in attending to the business of the board. The secretary of said board aliall 
receive. In addition to his present salary, a compensation for the work 
herein requli'ed of him to be fixed by said board, not to exceed $500, euch J 
compensations and expenses eliall be paid from the fees received by tliefl 
board, and no part thereof shall be paid out of the State treqpury. It sbaltfl 
be the duty of said board to make a report of their proceedings under thlftl 
act to the governor at the end of eacb biennial period, together with a 
account of all moneys received and disbursed by them. 

Bee. 6, Violations.— Any person who shall wilfully make a fraudulent,] 
statement or representation to procure registration for himself or for any"! 
other person under the provisions of this act, or who shall violate an 
provialouB for which n specific penalty or forfeiture is not provided sball^l 
for eacb and every such offense forfeit the sum of ¥50, 

Sec. 7. Prosecutions,— Actions for the i-ceovery of the forfeltui'es i 
penalties imposed by this act may be instituted by any member of sa 
board and the members thereof are specially directed to Institute such a 
tions. It sliall be the duty of tbe district attorney of the county wheretO'l 
Buch forfeiture of penalty was incurred to prosecute all persons Incurring!] 
any forfeiture or penalty under the provisions of this act upon receiving^ 
notice from said board or any officer or agent thereof, or from any other 
source. 
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AdminlRlratlve.— A board of examiners, three allopathic, two houii 
^pathlc, two eclectic physicians, appointed by tlie governor from nomlni 
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recommended by the three State societies. Executive oflScer, secretaiy. 
Registration of the certificate with a county clerk. Fee not given. 

Licensing.— The board grants certificates to graduates, examinees and 
practitioners. The graduate must present a diploma from a school re- 
quiring three courses of six months each, in different years; subsequent 
to 1904, four courses of six months each will be required. The examinee 
must submit to an examination. The practitioner must be of good moral 
character and must on July 1, 1897, have been in the actual practice of 
medicine and surgery. G-raduate practitioners from States imposing equal 
requirements may at the discretion of the board be admitted to practice 
without examination. Fee for examinees, $10; for graduates, $5. 



WYOMING. 

Sec. 1. Board of Medical Examiners; Appointment; Term.— That the 
governor by and with the advice and consent of the senate shall appoint 
three persons, who shall be electors of this State, who shall constitute 
the State board of medical examiners. One of the persons so appointed 
shall hold his office for four years, and the other two for two years, and 
until- their successors are appointed and qualified; provided, that the first 
board shall be appointed upon the passage of this act, and shall consist 
of one member for four years and two members for two years, and in 
each succeeding legislative year there shall be appointed one member for 
four years and one member for two years.

It shall provide itself 
with such blanks and certificates as are necessary to comply with the 
provisions of this act, and with an appropriate seal, which shall be at- 
tached to all certificates and orders issued by the board. Said oath shall 
be filed with the secretary of state. 

Sec. 3. Duty.— It shall be the duty of the State board of medical ex-

or llie American anBocialion of medical colleges, the Homeopathic lusd- 
futes or the National eclectic medical association, or any college of simi- 
lar Btatidtng la foreign counlrlee, and If the person named therein he the 
I>ersoii elalmea and presenting the diploma, the Stat* board of meclk-al 
examiners shall Issue its certificate to that effect, signed by the majority 
of nil the members thereof, with the seal of the lioard attaj^hed, and such 
diploma Hiid tertlfieate shall he conelnBlve as to the right of llie lawful 
holder of the same to practice medlclaie In this State; provided, no pprson 
holding diplomas, ci'rtiflciitES or other credentials from BchonlB or Institu- 
tions otlier than Ihose of recognized merit, as specified in this chapter, 
shall be periQltted to practice In this State until he has passed a satis- 
factoi-j' examination before said board. Snid examination may he In 
whole ur in parr In writing, and shall be of aii elementary and practical 
character, and shall be upoii the suhjecta following; anatomy, physiology, 
chemistiTi pathology, materia medlca and therapeutics, hygiwie, theory 
and practice of medicine, surgery and obstetrics, and snfflclently strict to 
test the (jualifications of the candidate as a practitioner. For the said 
examination a fee of $25 shall be paid by the candidate to the treasurer 
of said board. 

Sec. 5. Power of Board; Meetings.— The Stale board of medical exam- 
iners shiill ri'i'clve through Its secretuiy applications for certificates and 
examinatloin. The president,, or acting presldeut, shall have the authority 
to administer oaths, nnd the board may take testimony in all matters 
relating to their duties; tJiey shall issue ceriificates to all who furnish 
satisfactory proof of having received diplomaa as provided In section i of 
this act. The board shall prepare certiflcatea for (hose entitled thei'eto. 
Said board shall hold annual meetings, and in eelectiug places to bold 
their meetings they shall, so far as it is reasonable, accommodate appli- 
cants residing in different scctiona of the State, and due notice shall be 
published of all their meetings. 

Sec, 6, Persons Holding Diplomaa.— Said State board of medical es- 
amineirs shall examine diplomas as to their genuineness asd character, 
and if the diploma shall be found genuine as represented and of a charac- 
ter hereinafter provided, said board shall receive ii fee of .¥5 from each 
graduate, and no further charge shall be made to the applicants except 
the fee for recording the same, as hereinafter provided. In case of appli- 
cation made by any person holding a, diploma, as required by section 5 of 
this clinplcr. for a certificate to practice within the Stale. It shall be 
sufficient for [he applicant to presenl such diploma nnd pruofs lo the 
secretary of such hoard, and If such boaM he not then in session, such 
seerelary shall Inform the members of the hoard of such application, by 
writing or otherwise, as will be most praclicaWc, of the facts upon which 
such application Is based, and thereupon such members shall. In writing, 
advise such secretary as to whether such appllcatioai he allowed or re- 
jected, and, if allowed, the certificate shall he Isstwd as In other cases 
In this chapter provided. The verification of the diploma shall consist 
in the affidavit of the holder and applicant that he Is the lawful possessor 
of the same, and that he is the person therein named. Such affidavit may 
be taken before any person authorized to administer oaths, and the same 
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shall be attested under the hand and oflacial seal of such officer. Gradu- 
ates may present their diplomas and affidavits as provided in this act, 
by lettei* or by proxy, and the State board of medical examiners shall 
issue its certificate the same as if the owner of the diploma was present. 

Sec. 7. Persons Now Practicing.— The board shall be permitted to 
issue a certificate to any person who has not a diploma from some recog- 
nized college as contemplated in this act, but who has been actually 
engaged in the practice of medicine for a period of ten years, the last five 
of which shall have been in this State, upon the payment of $5, and 
making application as set forth in section 4 and [section] 6 of this act, 
and tiling proof by affidavit or otherwise, to the satisfaction of such board, 
setting forth the place of residence, time and^places wherein such appli- 
cant has practiced, and showing such applicant to be a person of good 
moral character and sobriety. 

Sec. 8. Fraudulent Diploma. — Any person who shall make application 
to such board for admission to practice upon diploma, and such diploma be 
found to be fraudulent, or not lawfully owned by such person, such per- 
son shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof, 
shall be fined in any sum not exceeding $100, or be sentenced to im- 
prisonment for not more than thirty days, or punished by both such fine 
and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 9. Certificate Recorded.— Every person holding a certificate from 
the State board of medical examiners shall have it recorded in the office 
of the county clerk of the county in which he resides, and the date and 
place of record shall be indorsed thereon. Any person moving to another 
county to practice shall procure an indorsement to that effect on the 
certificate from the county clerk, and shall record the certificate in like 
manner in the county to which he removes: and the holder of the cer- 
tificate shall pay to the county clerk the usual fees for making the record. 

Sec. 10. List of Recorded Certificates.— The county clerk shall keep in 
a book provided for that purpose, a complete list of all the certificates 
recorded by him. with the date of the issue. If the certificate be based on 
a diploma, he shall record the name of the medical institution conferring 
it, and the date when conferred. 

Sec. 11. Disposal of Fees.— The fees received by the State board of 
medical examiners shall be kept in a fund to be known as the medical 
fund, and subject at all times to the warrant of the State auditor, drawn 
upon written request of the president, and attested by the secretary of the 
board, with the seal attached, for the payment of any and all expense 
made by said board. 

Sec. 12. Revocation of Certificate. -The State board of medical exam- 
iners may refuse certificates to individuals guilty of unprofessional or dis- 
honorable conduct, and they may revoke certificates for like causes. In 
all cases of revocation, the applicant or practitioner may appeal to the 
district court of the county in which such revocation is made, which shall 
have power, after examination into the matter, to revoke the action of the 
board. 

Sec. 13. Not to Apply.— Nothing in this act shall be construed to pro- 
hibit students from prescribing under the immediate supervision of pre- 
ceptors, or to prohibit gratuitous service in case of emergency, and this

The Attorney-General answered: 

"The State Board of Medical Registration and Examination is 
an administrative Board. To a certain extent it must exercise 
quasi-judicial power, but the pure judicial function is not conferred 
upon it, and can not be. That inheres alone to the courts, 

"The Board may at its own risk refuse to issue the certificate 
when the applicant has presented a license under the acta of 1885 
and 1891 on the ground that such licenses were issued in fraud of 
the State and of the public, and then defend the mandate that ia 
brought on that grmmd. It might, however, be a usurpation of 
judicial functions and I could not recommend such a course imlesa 
it was clear beyond a posaibility of jieradventure that the objection 
really existed." 

Rule 4. The Board ruled not to consider irregular forms of 
application but to insist upon the use of the legally adopted forms 
referred to above. 

The following question to the Attorney- General was submitted: 

Question: "Inasmuch as the law defines the practice of medi- 
cine to he, 'To open an office for sucb purpose, or to announce to the 
public a readiness to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrira in 
any county in the State, or to prescribe for or to give surgical as- 
BiBtance to those suffering from disease, injury or deformity, should 
be to engage in the practice of medicine, etc.,' and as the law re- 
quires in case of change of residence from one county to another 
in the same State, that the holder of a license shall obtain a new li- 
cenae in the county where he proposes to reside by filing with the 
clerk the license obtained by him in the county where he last re- 
sided, when the clerk shall issue ta Ijim a new license, does it not 
follow that a legal practitioner can have but one professional resi- 
dence or home, and that to open an office in a county, or to an- 
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nounce a readiness to practice in a county where he has no license, 
would be a violation of the law ?" 

The Attorney-General's answer was as follows : 

^H think a licensed physician has a right to practice anywhere in 
the State. He can have but one residence at which he is required 
to take out a license, but I see no reason in the law why he could 
not maintain any number of oiSces if he feels so disposed. It is not 
where he maintains his office that he is required to take out his 
license, but where his residence is, and it might well be that a 
physician should prefer to live in one county and yet have his office 
in another."

Rule 6. June 10 the Board ruled that all persons making com- 
plaints against applicants before the Board be required to be spe- 
cific, giving full circumstances, dates, names and addresses of mt- 
nesses who can testify to particular allegations, and that affidavits 
be made to all charges forwarded to this office, or the Board can 
give the matter no consideration. 

Rule 7. By a rule of the Board, adopted June 15, 1897, all 
applicants for license from border States were ordered held until 
reciprocal relations were established with those States. 

June 29, 1897, the Attorney-General furnished to the Board 
his definition of a "good, moral character," as prescribed by the 
law, as follows: 

State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, State House: 

Gentlemen — In answer to your inquiry as to what constitutes a good 
moral character, in view of the duty imposed upon the Board to refuse a 
certificate to any person guilty of gross immorality, I have to say that to 



all intents and puiTioKes a man's L'liaracter and reputation are Identical, 
because while the one depends upon himself and the oth&r Is what others 
think of him, for all practical purposea his character Is the opinion which 
others have drawn from hlB actions. 

Gross immorality may be deflneii aa any serious breach of moral duty. 
Moral character is such character as la "In accord with, or controlled liy. 
the rules of right conduct." If acts are charged against an appllcjint for 
a certificate, which, In the opinion of the Board, are not in accordance wllh 
the commonly accepted roles of right conduct, it is undoubtedly the duf.v 
of the Board to refuse a certificate, if it bclieyes that the applicant has 
been gulity of the acts with which he is charged. 

As to the question of what acts constitnte gross Immorality, it is iiu- 
poBslble to give a full and clear definition, and each ease must be left to 
the conscience of the Board. 

The Board has prescribed a form of affidavit to be made by two free- 
holders, as to the character of applicants. This affidavit, when made, is 
by no means controlling, aa, if specific charges are made against any ap- 
plicant, it Is the duty of the Board to investigate them, and. upon investi- 
gation It nmst refuse license if the charges are sustained, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that a false affidavit has been filed.

Rule 8. It was ruled by the Board that when charges are made 
against an applicant, he must be notified that an afRdavit has t 
filed against him, and giving him a synopsis of the same and ask- 
ing the accused to make a written reply, if he so desire, making 
affidavit to the same and having the sajne on file at the time desig- 
nated by the Board for hearing. 

Rule 9. August 25. It was ruled by tlie Board that all sworn 
evidence submitted to the Board in defense of an application 1 
filed witli the papers of the applicant for future reference and held 
as the property of the Board. 
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September 26, 1897, the following rule was adopted to govern 
the examinations held by the Board: 

Eule 10. That each member of the Board be instructed to pre- 
pare a sufficient number of questions — ten questions to each sub- 
ject — each subject bearing appropriate heading and written in 
type, numbered and signed at the upper right-hand corner by the 
members, for use in examination of applicants.

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HOW TO OBTAIN A LICENSE TO PRACTICE MEDICINE 

IN INDIANA. 

All applicants must be bona fide residents of the county and 
State. 

Every applicant must procure the necessary blank from his 
County Clerk, fill it out carefully and make affidavit to the same 
before some ofiicer authorized to administer oaths, also have two 
freeholders, residents of the same county in which applicant re- 
sides, make afiidavit as to the moral character and to the personal 
identity of the applicant as the person mentioned in the diploma. 
The application blank, when proi>erly filled, together with diploma 
and ten dollars, must be sent by express or registcBcd mail to the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, Room 120, 
State House, Indianapolis, Indiana. 

Those who desire to apply for license to practice obstetrics must 
follow the same directions as above, but the fee is only five dollars. 

The State Board of Medical Registration and Examination at 
its next meeting after the complete filing of the papers will ex- 
amine the same and if satisfactory will issue its certificate. (Sea 
Rule 49.) Upon receipt of the certificate by the applicant he shall, 
upon the presentation of the same to tlie Clerk of the county in 
which he resides, receive a license to practice medicine, surgery 
and obstetrics within the State of Indiana. The recipient of such 
license sliall pav to the Count v CMork fiftv cents as his fee for issu- 
ing and recording the same. 

In case of change of residence from one county to another 
within this State, the holder of a physician's license shall obtain a 
new license in the county where lie proposes to reside by filing ^vith 
the County Clerk the license obtained by him in the county in 
which he last resided, and the Clerk shall issue to him a new 
license. 

Temporary permits to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics 
until the next meeting of the Board are issued on payment of 
five dollars extra, when the a])plication is C(nii])]ete and satisfactory. 

No person is qualified to practice medicine, surgery or obstetrics 
within the State of Indiana who has not first procured a license or 
temporary permit to do so under tlie acts of 1807 or 1899. 
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All persons who desire to take an examination before the Board 
are required to apply to the Clerk of the Board, who will furnish 
a blank form of application and also an affidavit blank as to moral 
character. These, properly filled and accompanied by the fee of 
$25, must be on file at least five days before the semi-annual meet- 
ing fixed by law. 

Examination for obstetric license is the same as the above, except 
the fee is $10. 

The regular sessions of the Board are held the second Tuesday 
in January and July of each year. 

All fees must be sent by registered mail, express, postal note or 
draft. Individual checks are not accepted by the Board.
